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SENATORS DISCUSSING POLITICAL 
ASSESSMENTS. 

&R. PENDLETON’S SHARP ATTACK UPON THE 
CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE’S CIRCULAR 
—THE ANSWERS OF MR. ALLISON AND 
MR. HALE—ME. VAN WYCK CREATES 
SURPRISE. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Mr. Pendleton 
moke to-day in the Senate at great length and 
with more or less of his characteristic elo- 
quence in favor of civil service reform, as 
taught by, and as he pretends it has been 
truly exemplified by, the Democratic Party. 
It was a speech undoubtedly intended to be 
useful in shortening the distance between the 
Democratic Senator from Ohio and that Presi- 
dential office he has so long coveted and 
which has so constantly eluded him. It 
was not the speech that the true friends 
of civil service reform would have asked 
him to make if they could have read it in ad- 
vance of its delivery. It was replied to by 
Senators Allison and Hale with frankness, but 
not ina way that will meet with the com- 
mendation of the New-York civil service re- 
formers who are engaged with Mr. Curtis and 


others in their criticisms of the Republican 
Congressional Committee. The eccentric and 
nervous Mr. Van Wyck, a Senator who has 
not been consulted about some postal appoint- 
ments made in his State, and who therefore 
has a grievance, brought the most re- 
markable session of the present Sen- 
ate to a _ close by a speech full 
of sarcastic and contemptuous allusion 
to the Administration, ugly enough to be re- 
garded as a declaration of hostility if it had 
not been qualified with assurances of the inten- 
tion of the speaker to sustain the Administra- 
tion. Mr, Van Wyck’s sharp, explosive utter- 
ances and his grotesque gestures, made as he 
darted in and out behind his seat, slapping his 
hands frequently with great violence, served, 
together with his uncomplimentary allusions 
to the Republican Congressional Committee, 
greatly to amuse and comfort the Democratic 
side, and particularly the Democratic civil 
tervice expounder from Ohio. 

Mr. Pendleton opened his address on his res- 
olution to inquire into the levying of political 
assessments by a history of the manner in 
which it was brought to his attention, first by 
etter, and afterward through the newspapers. 
[hen he declared that copies ot the commit- 
ie0’s notice had been sent to him from distant 
tities, and one of these copies he read from be- 
sinning toend. He took it apart, criticising 
it sentence by sentence, ridiculing the sugges- 
tions that the office-holders would consider it 
a privilege to contribute, and expressing posi- 
tive doubts as to the information that the con- 
tributions were to be *‘voluntary.” The lines 
of the letter which spoke of the dread 
with which the possible success of 
she Democratic Party would be regarded ex- 
tited his utmost scorn. He had instances of 
a number of individual assessments which he 
tonsidered extortionate. He declared that the 
proceeding would be a broad farce if it did not 
present so many tyrannical aspects. He pitied 
the members of the Congressional Commit- 
tee whom the exigencies of politics com- 
pelled to be engaged in such _ humili- 
ating business, ‘*The machine,’ he said, 
“which has no heart to be touched, 
no body to be punished, no soul to be damned, 
goes to poor children and widows and de- 
mands their earnings.” Mr. Hale interrupted 
the smooth fiow of Mr. Pendleton’s eloquence 
by asking him if he was aware that, when he 
was a candidate for the Vice-Presidency, the 
Democratic Party had resorted to similar 
means to raise money. Mr. Pendleton said he 
did not know of it, and he went on again until 
Interrupted by Mr. Conger, who reminaed 
him that one Democratic President had 
even devoted the Sabbath day to considering 
how money could be raised in Democratic 
departments. Mr. Pendleton declared that 
nothing so petty and mean as the act of the 
Republican Congressional Committee, noth- 
ing so calculated to affect the purity of the 
ballot-box, could be found in all Democratic 
history. If the party had fallen into bad 
practices, it had recently been disciplined, and 
was becoming ripe to secure the transfer of 
power which the people were not only willing 
but anxious to make. 

Mr, Allison replied to Mr. Pendleton, The 
tircular sent out by the Congressional Com- 
mittee was a counterpart of that issued in 
1880, only thedate being changed. The circu- 
ar of 1880 had been approved in a consulta- 
tion of Congressmen, and Mr. Haves had not 
pbjected to it, although he opposed political 
issessments. ‘‘I want to proclaim,” he said, 
“that this is not and is not intended 
to be a political assessment.’? He declared 
that those to whom it was addressed were at 
liberty to contribute or not as they saw fit. 

Mr. Beck—Would they be able to hold 
their situations if they did not ? 

Mr. Allison—I will come to that. Then he 
said that in 1880, when there was a great 
struggle and every employe was addressed, 
the number of favorable responses received 

was 11,514 out of 100,000 employes asked to 
contribute, ‘‘ and I stand in my place and ask 
the Senator from Obio, or the Senator from 
Kentucky, to name one office-holder who re- 
fused to contribute who was discharged. I 
ion’t believe any one has been disturbed in his 
olace because he did not respond favorably to 
shat circular.’”?” As a member, he declared 
jhat he regarded the circulars of 1880 and 1882 
simply as requests for voluntary contributions. 

When Mr. Hale got the floor he sustained 
‘fr. Allison, and eventually took up Mr. Pen- 
ileton’s challenge to show that the Democratic 
Party had been guilty of similar conduct, By 
-eading extracts from records of investiga- 
sions he showed that at various stages in the 
nistory of that great, glorious, and 
aungry organizatien, the screws had 
been put on without mercy. There had been 
no secrecy on the part of the Congressional 
rommittee. All employes were addressed, 
put if there were any who did not reply they 
would never be troubled by the committee. 
Yhe Congressional committee knew that an 
{mportant campaign was impending, and so 
long as there were men who believe that one 
party was right and the other party wrong, 
so long as the people believed that the 
party to which the Senator from Ohio be- 
ionged was bent on mischief, and that the Re- 
publican Party was bent on securing good 
rovernment, neither the Senator from Ohio 
nor the speaker would see the day when men 
would not put in ones and means liberally 
to help that party. hile some grumblers 
had been found among those addressed, 
most of the contributions had come 
from willing hands. Taking up the history 
of the Democratic Party, he cited instances of 
political assessments in different administra- 
tions, closing with an account taken from the 
report of an investigating committee of the 
persistent assessment of employes in Buchan- 
nn’s Administration, when heads of depart- 
ments attended personally to the work and 
Mr. Buchanan occupied his Sundays in 
consultations with his leading subor- 
dinates in devising ways for raising 
assessments. The party had produced Gov. 
Marcy and that oft quoted motto ‘‘ To the vic- 
tor belongs the spoils,’? which had been its car- 
dinal doctrine, and yet this was the party upon 
which the Senator from Ohio had declared 
a panegyric. In closing he reminded Mr. 
Pendleton and the gentlemen of the 
Civil Service Reform Association who 
were writing letters that there was some- 
thing iu politics besides wind mills to fight; 
that they would find that the Congressional 
zommittee did not have men by the throat, 
and that if they were disposed to be earnest 
and honest in their efforts they would find oc- 
cupation better than that of tilting against 
wind mills in politics. 

At the centre desk of the back row Mr. Van 
Wyck had been waiting impatiently for a 
thunce to speak, and, when he obtained it, he 
made a speech which certainly attracted atten- 
tion, if it did not excite unqualified admira- 
tion. Mr. Van Wyck was not long ago disap- 
pointed about a postal appointment, and it 1s 
said that he found fault with Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Howe, who intimated that his lack 
of influence might be ascribed to the 
fact that be had voted against some of 
the President’s nominations in executive ses- 
sion. Taking the ground that the circular of 
the Congresssonal Committee was a demand, 
and that those who did not reply to it favor- 
ably would be in danger of losing their piaces, 
be drew a parallel between himself and the 
affice-holdars, A Senater was supposed to be 
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free to vote as he thought best, but if he 
thought best to vote against the nemination, 
he had better be prepared to meet the 
consequences, It was wrong to extort 
money from employes, and it was wrong 
to force a Senator to vote with the under- 
standing that there was a drawn sword over 
his head, a a Record he read a pas- 
sage of a speech by Senator Howe, now Post- 
master-General, in which President Hayes 
was charged with establishing an inquisition 
upon Republicans. He wanted to baer if 
these were inquisitions under the present 
Administration. He had supposed he 
could do what others had done, but 
it seemed that times had changed. Now this 
man had become keeper of the King’s con- 
science, Do they keep laid away the rack, the 
thumb screws, the iron loop, and the brass 
collar? Mr. Hoar had said that none of Mr, 
Hayes’s predecessors had succeeded in such a 
system of subversion and he had predicted that 
none of his successors would. While the Sen- 
ator was a Republican and a supporter of the 
Administration, and would stay in the 
Republican Party because he could not 
go anywhere else, he did not like 
the situation. He could not resign; that would 
be impossible, for he would be violating the 
precedent of the Senate. This sally created 
great laughter. Mr. Van Wyck said that his 
colleague had not suggested that course; that 
other circumstances did not favor, and that 
there was no Vice-President to advise him. 
Breaking out suddenly in a new spot,he declared 
that when a man became a Cabinet officer he 
thought the whole country was his. It was 
80, too, with a President who had become so 
by accident rather than design. Then he 
pointed to Andrew Johnson asan example, 
and declared that any man who followed his 
example would go down. He did not wish 
any Administration to make men bow down 
because it was the Administration. 

When Mr. Van Wyck finished his speech, 
which was listened to with unmitigated sur- 
prise by most of the Republicans, Mr. Win- 
dom suggested that, in view of the profitable 
day that had been spent, the Senate go into 
executive session. The motion was adopted.

NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 
WASHINGTON, June 26, 1882. 

In the Senate to-day the House concurrent 
resolution for final adjournment on July 10 
was tabled temporarily without dissent, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $815,006 05, and from Customs, $474,- 


676 46. The national bank notes received for 
redemption to-day amount to $345,000. 


Tho issue of standard silver dollars from the 
mints for the week ended June 24 was $205, 50u, 
against $222,492 for the corresponding period 
ot last week. 

According to a special bulletin just published 
by the Census Bureau, the number of males of 
voting age in the United States in 1880 was 
12,830,349, of whom 11,843,005 were white and 
1,487,344 colored. Of the whites 8,270,515 were 
of native birth, and 3,072,487 of foreign birth. 

In the House, to-day, Mr. Hiscock, of New- 
York, Chairman of the Committee on Appro- 


priations, reported the Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation bill It was ordered printed and re- 
committed. Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, sub- 
mitted the conference report on the Army ap- 
propriation bill, and it was agreed to. 

The Solicitor of the Treasury, to whom the 
matter was referred by Secretary Folger, has 
rendered an opinion that excursion steamers 
running outside the west end of Coney Island, 
Harbor of New-York, are seagoing steamers 
within the provisions of section 4,490, which 
requires such steamers to be furnished with 
three water-tight bulkheads. 


Representatives Bliss and J. Hyatt Smith, 
of New-York, appeared before the Senate Com- 


mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds this 
morning, and urged prompt and favorable 
action by the Senate committee-on the bill 
which passed the House of Representatives on 
June 5, appropriating $800,000 for the erection 
of a public building at Brooklyn. Both Rep- 
resentatives presented arguments showing the 
urgency and necessity of the proposed work, 
maintaining that the needs of Brooklyn, the 
third city in population in the Union, impera- 
tively demanded the public building proposed 
in the House bill. After the conclusion of 
their arguments the committee decided to re- 
port the bill favorably to the Senate. 


Mr. Hoar, from the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, to-day reported a resolution recom- 


mending an amendment to the Legislative, 
Executive and Judiciai bill, fixing the salaries 
of Judges of the following District Courts of 
the United States at $5,000 per annum: The 
three districts of New-York State, Southern 
District of Ohio, Eastern District of Pennsyl- 
vania, Northern and Southern Districts of Illi- 
nois, Eastern District of Louisiana, Eastern 
District of Missouri, and the Districts of Mas- 
sachusetts, Indiana, Iowa, Minnesota, and 
Maryland. The proposition embraced in this 
resolution was considered by the Appropria- 
tions Committee at its meeting this morning, 
the resolution having been informally pre- 
sented to the committee, but 1t was not favor- 
ably received, and consequently the proposed 
amendment was not included in the Legislative 
i

A HAPPY DEMOCRATIC IDEA. 
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ENFORCING THE SUNDAY LAW IN OHIO TO GAIN 
GERMAN AND TEMPERANCE VOTES, 

CincINNATI, June 26.—It has been ascer- 
tained to-day that the 25 saloon-keepers who were 
arrested yesterday for violating the Sunday law 
are all Republicans. There is no possible chance 
of bringing them to trial. Between 700 and 
800 cases of a similar character were waiting 
their turn in the Police Court until the repeated 
failure to convict those arraigned under a similar 
charge led to the practical abandonment of the 
hearing of that class of cases. Still arrests 
were made by the Democratio Police on 
Sunday, and now that the politics of those 
arrested is known the motive becomes ap- 
parent. By arraigning the Republican Ger- 
mans in that way, the Democratic managers 
hope to perpetuate and deepen the dislike for the 
party which is responsible for the Sunday law. At 
the same time it is hoped that the temperance peo- 

le will be influenced in favor of the Democratio 

arty by the apparent efficiency of the Polive 
force in the enforcement of the law. In other 
words, both the Germans and the temperance peo- 
ple are to be drawn into the Democratic ranks, 
the Germans through anger at having the 
Sunday law enforced against them, and 
the temperance people because of their 
delight at seeing it thus enforced. It is 
a singularly happy policy for the Democrats and 
one which the Mayor, who is said to have Con- 
gressional aspirations, is faithfully carrying out. 
All that the Republicans can do to overcome this 
piece of sharp practice is to convince both the Ger- 
mans and temperance people, by slow proces-es 
and against their wills, of the hypocrisy and fraud 
that is ae Sone uponthem. It is said that 
two Police officers yesterday, after drinking at the 
bar of a Democrat, crossed over the street and ar- 
rested a Republican saloon-keeper, whose sales 
had not been haif as large as were those at the 
saloon which the officers had just patronized.

THE CONTEST OF PARTIES 


HARD WORK BEFORE THE OHIO 
REPUBLICANS. 

THE RECENT MEETING OF THE 8sTATE 

CENTRAL COMMITTEE — DISAFFECTION 

AMONG THE GERMAN AND IRISH VOTERS. 


CotumsEvs, Ohio, June 26.—The meeting 
of the State Republican Central Committee in 
this city on Friday last brought many repre- 
sentative Republicans together, and from 
some members of that body information has 
been obtained in confirmation of previous dis- 
patches to THE TimEs regarding the political 
outlook in Ohio. That the Republican Party 
will be torced to put forth its best effort to 
escapo defeat is now clearly understood by 
those who are in a position to know, and the 
danger is now beginning to be recognized 
by those who have hitherto thought that the 
prestige gained during the past few years 
could not be overcome by the opposition, what- 
ever the party in power might see fit to do, 
The Ohio Republicans to-day find themselves 
confronted by a united Democracy, and are 


threatened by a feeling of dissatisfaction ex- 
isting in its own ranks among the German and 
Irish voters, who two years since cast their 
lot with the Republicans. This defection can 
no longer be ignored or talked down, 

The meeting of the committee was a most 
harmonious one, and the only point on which 
there was much discussion was the mode of con- 
ducting the campaign. The information re- 
ceived from the Hon, W.8S. Cappeller, the 
Auditor of Hamilton County and a member of 
the State Executive Committee, is to the 
effect that the disaffection in Cincinnati alone 
will cost the Republicans 3,000 votes—a vir- 
tual gain of 6,000 for the Democracy. Should 
Republicans in Cleveland, Toledo, Dayton, 
Columbus, and other cities show an equal dis- 
regard for party ties it does not require an 
expert in mathematics to ascertain what the 
result in October will be. It is not at all prob- 
able that the Democrats will nominate a sec- 
ond Bookwalter this year; on the con- 
trary, thev are likely to put their best 
man in the field. It should be understood 
that the Republican ticket is not headed 
by Charlie Foster this vear, and that the sym- 
pathies of the people are hardly likely to be 
aroused to indorse the Administration of a 
favorite son, or an assassinated President of 
the Nation. Some event may occur that will 
contribute to Republican success—the Demo- 
crats, for instance, may make a fatal error im 
their platform or nomination, althougb it 1s 
quite clear that they will act with much cau- 
tion in this respect. 

There is much indignation felt here over the 
result of the three days’ contest in the Con- 
gressional Convention at St. Clairsville, which 
was extremely bitter, the convention finally 
adjourning Friday night without agreeing. 
The opposition to the renomination of Con- 
gressman Updegraff could not be put down. 
Another convention will be called with an en- 
tireiy new set of delegates, and probably other 
candidates for Congressional honors.

POLITICS IN MISSOURI. 
A PROPOSITION BY REPUBLICANS WHICH I8 
ATTRACTING MUCH ATTENTION. 

Sr. Lovis, June 26.—Political affairs in 
Missouri are assuming quite an interesting at- 
titude at present on account of a proposition 
emanating from quite a number of prominent 
and influential Republicans to the effect that 
the party shall remain passive the ensuing 
Fall elections, with a tacit and authoritative 
understanding that the Greenback ticket shall 
be voted for, and, if possible, elected. At the 
last general election, Crittenden, the present 
Democratic Governor, received 207,670 votes; 
Dyer, Republican, 153,636, and Brown, Green- 
backer, 36,358, Crittenden’s majority over the 
Republican candidate was’ 54,034, and over 
the Republican and Greenback candidates 
combined, only 17,876, but of the 18 Congress- 
men elected 1—Van Horn—is a straight out 
Republican, 3 are Greenbackers of Republican 
antecedents, and 1 a Greenbacker of Demo- 
cratic antecedents. Van Horn’s election was 
secured by a split in the Democratic Party in 
his district, and the Greenbackers’ election was 
occasioned by the Republicans failing to plaee 
candidates in the fleid. There is pony elected 
this Fall a Judge of the Supreme Court, a 
Railroad Commissioner, Superintendent of 
Public Schools, and members of Congress, It 
is claimed by the friends of the new move- 
ment that a coalition as above indicated 
will defeat the Democratic State ticket, 
and result in the defeat of a number of Demo- 
cratic Congressmen, and have a demoralizing 
effect upon the Bourbon Democracy. One of 
the prominent advocates of this movement is 
Chauncey L Filiey, Chairman of the State 
Republican Committee, and it is stated 
on very good authority that Filley 
has got a majority of the State Committee 
committed to his policy. Since the last gen- 
eral election, however, a Democratic Legisla- 
ture has redistricted the State, placing all of 
the prominent Republican counties into one 
Congressional district, and so arranging the 
remaining counties as to give the Democrats 
a majority over the combined Republican 
and Greenback vote, 

It is claimed by quite a respectable element 
in the Republican Party that the failure of the 
party to place a ticket in the field, while it 
might result in the election of a Greenbacker, 
would tend to disintegrate and disorganize 
it to an extent that would’ impair 
its strength in the future, and hence 
they are opposed to Filley and his programme. 
Filley is quite unpopular with a large element 
of his party in the State. His disposition to 
manipulate affairs regardless of the principles 
involved has brought upon him the maledic- 
tions of a large class of conscientious and ac- 
tive Republicans. The matter has not yet been 
finally determined, the status of the question 
now being, Shall the State Committee call a 
convention and leave the whole matter with 
the convention, or shal it issue an edict to the 
county committees instructing them to quietly 
rally the party to the polls on election da 
and vote for the Greenbackers? Mr. Filley is 
said to be in favor of the latter line of action. 
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PENNSYLVANIA DEMOCRATS. 
THE CAMDIDATES WHO ARE MENTIONED FOR 
PLACES ON THE TICKET, 

HarrispureG, Penn., June 26.—Only two 
of the candidates whose names will be before 
the Democratic State Convention on Wednes- 
day are here—ex-Corgressman Hopkins, of 
Pittsburg, and Senator Nelson, of Wayne— 
but there are others whose interests are being 
zealously looked after, including Controller 
Pattison, of Philadelphia, whose campaign is 
in the hands of Senators Kennedy and Gordon. 
Jonn M, Campbell, of Philadelphia, is on hand 
working up the chances of Judge Lud- 
low, of Philadelphia, for the Supreme 
Judgeship. There are comparatively few 
delegates here yet. The outlook so far as the 
work of the convention is concerned is a 
confused ome. Everything depends on the 
nomination for Governor, and on that point 
all is uncertainty. Hopkins and Pattison have 
the field to themselves—virtually—at present. 


The Hopkins people profess to be confident 
of their favorite’s success, while Senators 
Gordon and Kennedy are alike confident 
that Pattison will bead the ticket. Th» 
previous declarations about the determina- 
tion of Senator Coxe, of Luzerne Coun- 
ty. not to be a candidate were with- 
drawn to-day by delegates who claim to speak 
authoritatively for him, and who now say that 
if the convention regards him as the man for 
the emergency he will accept. The Pattison 
people are surprised thereat, and say they will 
not believe Senator Coxe is a candidate until 
he says so personally, as he has asserted quite 
recently that he would not under any circum- 
stances let his name go before the convention. 
The fact is that Coxe’s candidacy would ruin 
Mr. Pattison’s prospects. 

Chairman Bogert has all the preliminaries 
for the convention now arranged, and is in 
this respect a full day ahead of the point 
usually reached in sueh matters. Even the 
delegates’ admission tickets are all addressed 


and their seats selected. Mr. Bogart thinks 





the convention will copie two days to com- 
plete its work. The delegates now here are 
very generally in favor of disposing 
of the nomination for Governor as 
quickly as possible, and then taking a 
recess for not less than an hour, to give the 
convention a chance to get a ‘‘new hearing,” 
and avoid doing in haste what might be re- 
pented at leisure bY the party. Disinterested 
delegates say that the strength of the conven- 
tion will be divided between Pattison and 
Hopkins, with the result of making them 
about strong enough to defeat each other and 
render the choice of a third candidate in- 
evitable. Among the most prominent third 
names mentioned for the place, exclusive 
of Senator Eckly B. Coxe, are those of Sen- 
ators Nelson, of Wayne, and Hall, of Elk. 
For Lieutenant-Governor the choice lies be- 
tween George A. Irwin, of Dauphin, and 
Chauncey Black, of York, unless the Guber- 
natorial nomination should alter the situation. 
For Judge of the Supreme Court the only 
candidates are Judge Ludlow, of Philadelphia, 
and McDermott, of Allegheny. It is said that 
Judge Bechtell, of Schuylkill, may be also en- 
tered for this contest. J. Simpson Africa has the 
fiela to himself for the Secretaryship of Inter- 
nal Affairs, and Col. Dick Coulter, of West- 
moreland, Jand Mortimer F, Ekin, of Tioga, 
ara wrt to measure strength for the nomina- 
tion of Congressman at Large, with Col. Guth- 
rie and Major Lyon, of Pittsburg, in the 
wake. Among the probabilitiesis one that W. 
N. Hensel, of Lancaster, will be chosen for 
this place on the ticket if a compromise man 
is required. 
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A DEMOCRATIC MUDDLE 1N MAINE. 

PLAISTED LIKELY TO BE NOMINATED FOR 
GOVERNOR—HARD MONEY OR SOFT? 

Lewiston, Me., June 26.—Delegates to 
the Democratic State Convention, which 
will be held in this citv to-morrow, are 
arriving in considerable numpers. The 
prospect is that the more distant parts of 
the State will not be represented. The State 
Committee are in session to-night and have 
selected G. F, Clifford, Esq., of Cernish, to 
preside. The efforts of the Greenback ele- 
ment to push Mr. Thing’s name for Congress 
from the Second District are causing ill-feeling 
onthe part of the old-tashioned Democrats, 
who denounce the effort as contrary 
to the trade made, The bargain, it ap- 
pears, was that the Greenback wing 
of the fusion forces should carry off 
the Governor and two Congressmen, and that 
the Bourbons should have two Congressmen. 
Mr. Thing is a Greenbacker, and his nomina- 
tion wouid give the Greenback wing four- 
fifths of the ticket. The Hon, Bion Brad- 
bury leads against Mr. Thing. Mr. Brad- 
bury thinks that Mr. Plaisted will be nomi- 
nated for Governor by acclamation. Other 
delegates insist that it would be unwise to 
makeany nomination considering Gov. Plais- 
ted’s recent Greenback letter and the irre- 
deemable platform on which the Greenback Fu- 
sionists have placed him. The cautious dele- 
gates think the wiser course would be to make 
no nominations, but to adopt a resolution 
recommending Democrats to vote for 
Plaisted as against the Republican nominee. 
They declare that Plaisted is defeated before- 
band if he is nominated outright. There isa 
prospect that the Greenback Democrats will 
insist on Plaisted being regularly nominated 
by the convention, and at this hour there 
seems to be every reason to believe that the 
original trade will be carried out, Plaisted to 
be nominated and some ancient Democrat 
substituted for Thing. The gentlemen 
named in this connection are Judge Morrill, 
James Dempsey, Major Belcher, and_others, 
with probabilities im favor of Major Belcher. 
The prospect is that the resolution of the 
Fusion-Greenback Convention will not be 
adopted. The Hon. Bion Bradbury says the 
latform will be strongly Democratic. Should 
iis prophecy be verified, Plaisted will be the 
nominee ot the Fusion-Greenback and of the 
Democratic Conventions on two platforms, one 
denouncing the banks and favoring an irre- 
deemable currency and the other squarely for 
hard money.

VARYING REPORTS FROM DIFFERENT QUAR- 
TERS—APPEARANCE OF THE ARMY-WORM. 
Wicurra, Kan., June 26,—Two-thirds of 

the 100,000 acres of wheat in this county have been 

cut and is nowin shock. The average yield will 
be unprecedentedly large and of the finest quality. 

The farmers deciare that they never saw such fine 

grain. Many fields will yield from 30 to 40 bushels 

to the acre. The acreage of corn, nearly 130,000 

acres, is growing rapidly and very promisingly. 


Such other crops as potatoes, oats, and barley all 
promise more than the ordinary yield. 


CuicaGco, June 26.—The rains have served 
to make the farmers feel blue over the corn pros- 
pects. If the remainder of the season is ever so 
good the corncrop will necessarily be a partial 
failure. Farmers are stating that a fly is injuring 
the ryecrop. The effect of some injurious insect 
can be seen in the rye-fields as one rides through 
the country. The oatcrop bids fair, and unless 
continued wet weather causes the grain to lodge 
the yield will be large. 

NEW-PHILADELPHIA, Ohio, June 26.—RKe- 
ports received from the south-western part of the 
State to-day are to the effect that the army-worm 
has made its appearance in several new localities. 
Barileyiseems to be a favorite of the pest, and many 
farmers are cutting this crop green, hoping to 
check the ravages in this way. In this immediate 
locality no damage has yet been done. 


St Joszepu, Mo., June 26.—The wheat crop 
in this county is most promising. From perfectly 
reliable authority itis learned that there are not 
less than 45,000 acres in wheat in this county, and 
the average yield is placed at 2244 bushels per acre. 
Fremont Townsbip, one of the best in the county, 
has fully 10,000 acres in wheat and will average 25 
bushels to the acre; much will go 80,and a few 
acres 32. There is more wheat this year than last, 
and the yield is better. Harvesting is one-third 
finished in this county. 


BLOOMINGTON, IIL, June 26.—The army- 
worm and chinch-bug have simultaneously made 
their appearance in the fields of McLean County, 
but as yet do but little damage.

YELLOW FEVER IN NE W-ORLEANS. 


A YOUNG ENGLISH SAILOR DYING OF THB 
DREADED DISEASE IN A CHARITY HOS- 
PITAL. 

NeEW-ORLEANS,June 26.—A young English 
sailor named Heury Ferbes wds removed from his 
boarding-house, corner of Enghin and Decatur 
streets, to the Charity Hospital yesterday morning, 
and died late to-night. This morning it was discov- 
ered by one of the Sisters of Charity in attendance 
that his case had all the symptoms of yellow fever, 
and later in the day black vomit appeared. 
He had shipped from Montevido to Havana 
on the Spanish barkentine Rita, and remained in 
that porta few days, and then shipped for this 
city on the British steamer Marco Aurelio, arriv- 
ing at Quarantine station on the 14th. The vessel 
remained the legal — in Quarantine, was 
thoroughly disinfected and fumigated and reached 
her wharf opposite this city on Sunday, the 18th. 
Forbes shipped on the British steam-ship Com- 
mander, for Liverpool, and was at work on board 
when taken sick. On Thursday morning 
he remained three days at a_ boarding- 
house without treatment when he wag removed to 
the hospital. The case has been examined by all 
the Board of Health and sanitary officers, who 

ronounce it an undoubted case of imported yel- 


ow fever.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE DISORDER IN THE KHEDIVE’S 
DOMINIONS. 

UNEASY FEELING ALONG THE SUEZ CANAL— 
THE PORTE AND THE CONFERENCE— 
THE EKEHEDIVE ADVISED TO GO ON BOARD 
A VESSEL—ABRABI BEY’S THREAT. 

ALEXANDRIA, June 26.—An uneasy feel- 
ing continues.to prevail along the Suez Canal. 
It is rumored that a number of cases contain- 
ing explosives, accompanied by men in uni- 
form, have arrived at lsmaila, and have been 
deposited in unoccypied public buildings, under 
the supervision of the Governor. 

The Khédive held a grand reception to-day 
in celebration of the anniversary of his acces- 
sion to power. The Patriarchs and the diplo- 
matic corps attended. The foreign men-of- 
war in the harbor exchanged salutes with the 
forts. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 26,—_. is believed in 
diplomatic circles‘ that the Porte would be 
more inclined to take part in the conference if 
the powers would consent to settle the ques- 
tion of the Bulgarian tribute and the occupa- 
tion of the Balkan passes. 

The Porte has again sent a circular to its en- 
voys abroad declaring that the conference is 
inopportune, The first sitting of the confer- 
ences lasted several hours. The only differ- 


ence manifested were with reference to the 
contingency of a military occupation and to 
the financial control. In the sitting on Sun- 
day, during the discussion of the rights of the 
Sultan over Egypt, a tendency was mani- 
fested to confirm those rights on a basis pre- 
cluding the idea of Egypt again becoming a 
Turkish province. 

It is understood that the conference will af- 
ford satisfaction to the Nationalists of Egypt 
by recognizing the Chamber of Notables and 
reguliting the relations between the Control- 
lers-General and the Egyptian Government. 

Lonpon, June 26.—Sir Charles Dilke, Under 
Foreign Secretary, stated in the House of 
Commons to-day that Vice-Admiral Seymour, 
commanding the British squadron in Egyptian 
waters, has reported that neither he nor the 
British Consul at Alexandria has heard that 
Arabi Pasha intends to seize hostages. Sir 
Charles Dilke said that the protocol of désin- 
téressement signed by the powers, in which 
they disclainad seeking any advantage outside 
of the bases of the conference, contained noth- 
ing precluding England’s opposing the neu- 
tralization of the Suez Canal if such a project 
were mooted. 

It is stated that 1,000 marines will be sent to 
the Mediterranean to strengthen the British 
squadron there. 

A correspondent at Alexandria says the 
Khédive has been advised to go on boarda 
vessel, as there is some danger that he will be 
seized as a hostage, 

The Jimes, in a leading article, says: “It 
may be taken for granted that there is some- 
thing more than empty sound behind the 
peeping at the dockyards. We can but 

ope thatif the conference fails to find any 
solution of the Egyptian question, France will 
agree with England upon some plan of united 
action or leave us free to act alone.” The 
Times, in its columyp of naval and military in- 
telligence, states that expeditionary forces at 
Gibraltar and Malta have been constituted 
and the commanders and staffs have been 
nominated. 

A correspondent at Alexandria says Arabi 
Pasha states that if the Porte abandons him 
he will publish correspondence proving that 
every step he has taken since the 7th ot Sep- 
tember last was instigated bv the Porte. 

In the House of Commons this evening the 
Right Hon. Hugh C. Childers, Secretary of 
State for War, replying toa question by Sir 
Wilfrid Lawson, refused to state whether or 
not troop-ships are being prepared at Ports- 
mouth. 

PORTSMOUTH, June 26.—Three hundred 
marines and 300 men of the Marine Artillery 
bave been ordered to embark on the troop 
ship Orontes, which will sail for the Mediter- 
ranean on Wednesday. 

Paris, June 26.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day M. de Freycinet, replying to a 
question of M. Lockroy, said that M. Sienkie- 
wicz, the French Consul-General in Egypt, had 
been authorized to come to France on public 
business. M. de Freycinet did not wish to say 
whether it was true that the English squadron 
had left Cyprus for Egypt to land troops, or 
whether France had been asked to co-operate 
in a disembarkation. He added that no inter- 
ences must be drawn from his silence. 

Smyrna, June 26.—Five Italian iron-clads 
arrived here on Saturday. It is presumed 
they will go to Crete or Egypt. 

Lonpon, June 27.—The Press Association 
reports that the War Office on Monday issued 
orders for 20,000 arms and accoutrements, to 
be ready in four days, with the view, it is be- 
lieved, of calling out the Army reserve within 
three days. 

The Standard, in its financial article this 
morning, says: ‘there was a forced sale of 
£500,000 of Egyptian (unified) after official 
hours yesterday. The failure of the firm con- 
cerned is expected to be announced to-day. It 
is not anticipated that any other house of 
equal importance will succumb.” 

A dispatch from Alexandria reports that 
three Greek money-lenders were murdered 
in Cairo on Sunday. The English delegate 
has been ordered to withdraw from the com- 
mission appointed to inquire into the recent 
riots, 

Another dispatch from Alexandria says the 
Captain of the United States steamer Galena 
has served on all American residents a formal 
notice that the Galena is ready to receive 
them, and that they now remain in Egypt at 


their own risk.

1OPIOS OF INTEREST ABROAD. 


Lonpon, June 26.—A memorial has been 
presented to Lord Granville, Foreign Secre- 
tary, signed by 44 members of Parliament, 
praying that the British representatives be 
instructed to press the suppression of the slave 
trade as one of the objects of the conference at 
Constantinople. 

A correspondent at Berlin says it is new 
stated that Gen. Ignatieff resigned the Russian 
Ministry of the Interior because he could no 


longer guarantee the safety of the Emperor. 
Credibility is lent to this view by the fact that 
since his resignation the political Police have 
been revived. 


A despatch to Reuter’s Telegram Company, 
from Lisbon, states that the Police dispersed 
the crowd which gathered at the meeting, yes- 
terday, of Progressists and Republicans, at 
which revolutionary einen were made, and 
tranquillity is restored. 

In the House of Commons, to-day, the Hon. 
Evelyu Ashley, Under Secretary for the Colon- 
ial Department, confirmed the report that the 
Government saw no reason any longer to post- 
pone Cetywayo’s visit to England. 

A number of refugees from Russia sailed 
from London on Saturday for New-York by 
the steamer Assyrian Monarch. They are all 
furnished with drafts payable at their desti- 
nations in the West, so that they cannot lin- 
ger in New-York. The rate at which the 
Mansion House Committee is sending refugees 
is beginning to exceed 1,000 weekiy. 

SmyRNa, June 26.—A strong shock of earth- 
quake was felt here yesterday. 

Roms, June 26.—A meeting was held yes- 
terday in the grand hall of the Collegio Ro- 
mano to do henor to the memory of Charles 
Darwin. Prof. Moleschott delivered an ad- 
dress in which he reviewed the career of 
Darwin. He said Italian history was a grand 
illustration of Darwin’s theory of the struggle 
fer existence. 

_Ri@a, June 26.—A fire broke out in the the- 
atre here this morning, and before it was ex- 
tinguished almost the entire interior of the 
theatre was burned out. 

Havana, June 26.—The Canon Bernard, 
the Belgian defaulter, was sent to Spain yes- 
terday, in custody of a Police inspector, on the 
mail steamer Espafia. 

A fire on June 14 caused much damage in 
the copper mines of Santiago de Cuba. The 
fire is unfortunate, because just now the com- 
pany is trying to reorganize in London.

THE WESTERN TEMPESTS. 
acne 
CYCLONES IN NEBRASKA, IOWA, MICHIGAN, 
DAKOTA, MINNESOTA, WISCONSIN, AND 
SOUTHERN INDIANA—DAMAGE TO CROPS. 

OmaHA, June 26.—Telegraphic eommunica- 
tion baving beem re-established to-day over the 
wires prostrated by the storm on Saturday night 
and Sunday forenoon, the full extent of the dam- 
age from hail and wind has been ascertained. The 
storm traversed a narrow section of the central 
part of the State, the track being not over 20 miles 
wide in any one place, and extended from North 
Platte to Omaba, about 400 miles, traversing the 
distance in six hours. Its greatest violence was 
attained when it passed over Butier and Saunders 
Counties. In the former county the damage to the 
crops is estimated at $500,000, and several 
people were killed. In the latter county, at 
Wahoo, county seat, every building with 
a western exposure had every pane of glass broken 
and several buildings were blown down. The loss 
of life, so far as known, is as follows: Fort Brain- 
ard, boy and girl named Adrine killed in the wreck 
of the family residence. At Weston one child was 
drowned. The number killed in Butler County could 
not be ascertained. Quite a number of people had 
limbs broken by falling and flying timbers. Re- 
ports from the main line of the Union Pacific Rail- 


road, and from along the line of the Burlington 
and Missouri system, show comparatively little 
damage to the crops, proving that the storm 
passed between these great main lines of railway 
and had its worst effect along the Repub- 
lican Valley branch of the Union Pacitic 
Road. At Lincoln three houses were struck by 
lightning, but no one was injured. A report eircu- 
lated in the city this morning that another tornado 
was coming rapidly in from the west caused a hur- 
ried dismissal of children in the public schools, 
who hastened to their homes and spread panic 
throughout the city. People sought sheiter in cel- 
lars, summoned husbands home from business, 
and cape cngyy F nipteee and frightened everybody 
in the city. The scare was needless, for the weath- 
er, except for a few hours this morning when 
clouds were very threatening, has been unusually 
pleasant, 


CuicaGo June 26.—The cyclonic storms 
which have for the past few days traversed and 
desolated this section seemed to have followed no 
particular course, but to have dropped here and 
there at points in Nebraska, Michigan, Dakota 
Territory. and Southeru Indiana. While the rava- 
ges in Iowa have been the most serious to 
life and property, the aggregate losses in other 
parts of the country have been very heavy. 
Among the casualties which have not been al- 
ready mentioned the following may be given as in- 
dicating the general character and violence of the 
elements: At Osceola, Iowa, yesterday, Adam 
Miller and William Lowe were killed by lightning. 
A severe rain and wind storm visited Albia yes- 
terday evening, acsompanied by terrific thunder 
and lightning. Trees were a off ilke pipe- 
stems and many pranks were played by the wind, 
but no lives were lost. The storm appeared like a 
cyclone. Trains are delayed in the region of Mc- 
Gregor, Iowa, by the disasters to the tracks and 
bridges. Much damage was done on Saturday in 
the neighborhood of Sioux Rapids and Maturn, in 
North-western Iowa. Between Morrison and 
Round Grove, IIl., 2,600 feet of Chicago and North- 
western track were washed away. The Chieago, 
Burlington and Quincy Road suffered even more 
west of Mendota. 

At Decatar, Ind., the damage amounted to 
$4,000. Three persons have been killed there by 
recent tornadoes. The loss in Indianapolis is said 
to reach $50,000. The telegraph and telephone 
wires were all blown down. Near Lafayette, Ind., 
there wasa terrific water-spout, eight feet high, 
on Saturday night which chased a train coming to 
the city for aconsiderable distance. It whirled 
rocks and immense trees along in its course, but its 
fury was spent before it caught thetrain. A se- 
vere rain-storm did $10,000 worth of damage to 
Chester Township, Ohio, and cansed much injury 
to stock and grain. Innumerable smaller casual- 
ties occurred, but those mentioned sufficiently 
illustrate and trace the storm. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 26.—Advices re- 
ceived here show that the storm of Friday night 
extended over Minnesota, Northern Iowa, and 
Western Wisconsin. At all points rain fell in tor- 
rents. At Ellenton, Dakota Territory, several 
small houses were demolished and a passenger and 
freight car at the depot overturned. Throughout 
Southern Minnesota the streamr rose suddenly, 
overrunning their banks, sweeping away consider- 
able stock, and doing other damage. The grow- 
ing grain in some places was leveled to the ground 
but not seriously damaged. There are reports of 
loss of life at interior points in South-eastern Da- 
kota and South-western Minnesota, but nothing 
authentic has been received. 


Detroit, June 26.—A terrible gale of wind 
passed through Brighton Township, Livingston 
County, Saturday afternoon about 5 o’clock, doing 
a great dnal of damage in the south-eastern part 
of the town. Fences, outhouses, crops, and 
fruit trees were destroyed. At W. H. Se- 
gar’s place a barn was destroyed and 
the house unroofed. In the barn were four 
children and two horses. The latter were badi 
injured, and the children were severely bruised, 
one being rendered insensible foratime. At other 
places more or less damage was done to cattle- 
sheds. At the village of Brighton, L. C. Pratt’s 
barn and wood-shed were demolished, and C. 
Morgan's house was unroofed. The track of the 
storm was about 40 rods wide. 


MILWAUKEE, June 26.—The heavy rains and 
terrible storms of last Saturday are reported to 
have caused much damage to crops in the valleys 
of the’ Mississippi and Wisconsin Rivers in the 
vicinity of Prairie du Chien; Wis. The specials say 
that the farms in those valleys are covered with 
a coating of vlay washed down from the hilis to a 
depth of from one foot tothree feet. The crops on 
the hillside farms are completely ruined.

RUINED BY BRADY'S GANG 


THE TESTIMONY OF DISGUSTEP 
SUB-CONTRACTORS. 

MEN WHO TRIED TO CARRY MAILS ON AN IM* 
PRACTICABLE ROUTE-—FINES PAID BY 
THEM REMITTED AND POCKETED BY THH 
NOMINAL CONTRACTORS—STAR ROUTH 
MEN ON AN EXCURSION. 

Wasurneton, June 26.—The Govern- 
ment continued in the star route trial to-day 
the introduction of testimony for the purpose 
of showing that it was practically impossible 
tocarry the mails in 50 hours on the route 
from Ojo Caliente to Parrott City, Col. 
in the Spring of 1879, when this fast 
schedule was ordered at a _ cost of 
nearly $12,000 per year then, and 
about $20,000 at a later period. Two sub-com 
tractors, who had in succession undertaken the 
work and failed, were examined; also, a Post 
master who had protested against the expe 
dition. The testimony of the two sub-con 
tractors showed how fines imposed because they 


had failed torunonan impracticable schedula 
hadeaten up their pay. The firstof these threw 
up} 2? contract m August, 1879, having received 
les than $500, The second stopped in June, 
1580, and for his last quarter he received noth- 
ing, but paid $500 to be released from his cony 
tract. The total annual pay of the nominal 
contractor was then more than $13,400. Out 
of this he had agreed to pay the sub-con 
tractor $6,200, and all the fines and deductions 
were taken out of that sum, and not from the 
remaining $7,200 which went to the nominal 
contractor, 

Much time was used in examining these wit 
nesses concerning the condition of the road¢ 
and other difficulties which prevented fast ser 
vice. The stories told by the unfertunate sub- 
contractors and by the protests against the 5 
hours’ schedule appealed to the sympathy ot 
the Judge, who occasionally, in ruling 
against the objections made by . thé 
defense, seemed to show some indignation 
because of these revelations. When Mr. Bliss 
began to putin portions of the voluminous 
records of the Inspection Division, which show: 
reports of the sub-contractors’ failures and 
the imposition and remission of fines, the de- 
fense called for all of these papers, although 
many of them were irrelevant. After soma 
argument, the Judge ‘expr his desire 
to let in all evidence tending to show 
that unnecessary expedition had been 
ordered in defiance of all public interests. Mr. 
Bliss did not seem to regard these records as 
very important, but remarked that the remis- 
sion of fines by Brad 
that the 5U hours’ schedule was impracticable, 
Mr. Totten attempted to show that Brady had 
power to impose anc remit fines. The Judge 
said that he admitted Brady’s power te 
fine sub-contractors until they were ruined, 
and until ail their pay was_ eaten 
up, while the nominal contractors in this city 
drew theremainder. One lot of these papers 
was put in,and then the court decided that 
other papers in the same direction would not 
be needed. This decision seemed to indicate a 
change in his views. Its application to routes 
to be hereafter considered may exclude evi- 
dence of some value to the prosecution. 

The Star of this afternoon contained the 
following paragraph: “A party of star 
routers and their friends went down the river 
yesterday about 40 miles on a quiet Sunday 
excursion. The steamer Mystic was chartered 
for the occasion, with John Chamberlin as ca 
terer. The party consisted of S. W. Dorsey and 
brother, Thomas J. Brady and brother, M. G 
Rerdell, W. H. Turner, McSweeny, one of the 
counsel for Dorsey; Detective George O. Mil- 
ler, John Sargent, Major A. C. Richards, A.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Mr. Ingersoll re 
sumed the cross-examination of the sub-contractor, 
Anthony Joseph, in the star route trials, before the 
Criminal Court this morning. Several letters from 
the sub-contractor to the Dorseys were read by 
Mr. Ingersoll. Nearly all of them were appeals ta 
have the service increased to six trips per week. 
The weight of mail is represented as excessive and 
the condition of the roads as extremely bad. He 
also complained that he was compelled to carry the 
accumulated mail of several other snow-bound 
routes without extra compensation. In one letter 
the witness said that unless the number of trips was 


.inereased so as to prevent the accumulation of 


mail to an undue weight he would be unable to 
make schedule time. The witness was positive 
that he had not circulated any ovetitiong 
for a schedule of four miles an hour. The Territo- 
rial Legislature passed a resolution requesting an 
increase of service on this route, and while the 


witness believed that he did not send a copy of it 
tothe Second Assistant Postmaster-General, ha 
Was not positive that he had not doneso. Mr. 


_ Joseph was questioned as to the eauipment of the 


route and the condition of the country, but his 
direct testimony was generally sustained. On the 
redirect the witness said that 5 men and 15 horses 
(the number named in Dorsey’s aflidavit) could 
not have performed a tri-weekly service on the 
route. 

Pedro Jaramillo. a Mexican sub-contractor from 
El Rito, New-Mexico, was next called to the stand. 
He said he had made a contract with John W. Dor- 
sey in the latter part of the year 1879 to carry the 
mail on the route from Ojo Caliente to Parrot City. 
Owing to the excessive weight of the mail he had 
often failed to make the trips on the schedule time 
of 50hours. The snow at times was up to hig 
breast on portions of the route. His fines in one 
quarter had amounted to over $400. Forthe quar- 
ter ending June, 1880, he had not received one 
cent for compensation. Six men and 26 horses 
were used by the witness upon the route, He paid 

to get a release from the contract. 

The Court—Let me understand you. Did you 
carry the mail for nothing and pay $500 iu addi- 
tion? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Totten objected that the evidence was Ifrrele- 
vant because these matters referred to a simple 
business agreement between John W. Dorsey and 
the witness. If the latter had been wronged he 
had his redress in an ap toa Court of Chan: 
cery. Mr. Bliss replied that he wished to show 
that $1,600 of the $2,000 fines impgsed for the 
two last quarters of 1880 had been remitted b 
the department, and that the sum remitted ha 
been kept by Dorsey. After some further argu- 
ment the court said that inasmuch as the evidence 
might tend to show that the expeditions ordered 
were shams and the fines were remitted in tie in- 
terest of the ring, he would admit it. 

The examination of the witness was then resumed, 
His frequent failures in September had been caused 
by the large amount of mail thrown upon bis 
route by the other snow-beund routes. After ob- 
taining his release he entered into another contract 
with Sanderson to earry the mail on this route, 
but he did not carry it on any schedule time, sim- 
ply performing the service to the best of his 
ability. Fora time Sanderson paid him regulariy 
every two months, but there been a 
disagreement and Sanderson refused to pay him 
further, because the witness failed so often. 
The witness said he had been a member vf the 
Territorial Senate, and had had a resolution 

assed requesting increased service on the route, 

e had then sent a copy of the resolution to Sena- 
tor Dorsey. The roads have since been much im- 
eee by the construction of bridges and by re- 
pairs. 

After the recess the prosecution put in evidence 
the Auditor’s statement of the productiveness of 
the Post Offices along the line of route No. 38,145, 
and a number of bce from the Inspection Divi- 
sion showing the fines and remissions made upon 
this ronte. 

Inspection Clerk John Callaghan was recalled 
and described the methods of making fines and re- 
missions pursued in the Inspection Division. On 
cross-examination the witness said that Inspector 
Woodward had taken papers from the files and 
there were no means of knowing whether all of 
the papers originally placed in the jackets had been 
returned to them. 

Air. Bliss read a number of the orders for fines 
and remissions, and a discussion sprang up as to 
the necessity for their introduction. 

Judge Wylie said: ** The indictment charges that 
a number of contractors in the eity of Washingtou 
banded together to secure unnecessary expedition 
on certain routes; that expedition was ordered, 
aud when shown to be impossible the sub-com 
tractor was forced into utter ruin and these fines 
pevengi oe ca remitted. If it be the case that thesa 
men were in a combination to have expedition 
ordered where impossible and have the loss 
thrown upon the sub-contraetors, then securing 
remissions and pocketing them, the papers aré 
go evidence in the case. y for read:

He had strong doubts 
as to the competence of this kind of evidence, or if 
competent whether it was necessary to spend time 
upon it.

The sub-contractor, Joseph, was then recalled 
nnd {identified the sub-contract made between him- 
self and John W. Dorsey for service upon the 
oute. The witness was cross-examined by the de- 
ense with the purpose of showing that there had 
een no trickery on Dorsey’s part in trying to keep 
the original sub-contract in his own possession, 
1nd corrected his direct testimony in some few in- 
stances, For many years, the witness said, he had 
deen on terms of friendship with Stephen W. Dor- 
sey, and had correspondence with him. 

John M. True, formerly Postmaster at Animas 
City, was gga upon the stand and gave testi- 
mony bearing upon the operation of the route, 
Circulars had been received by the witness solicit- 
Ing his aid in securing faster time. After reply- 
Ing to several of them, he had thrown the re- 
mainder into the waste-basket, because he regarded 
the 50-hour schedule as impracticable. Upon cross- 
examination the witness was confronted by Mr. 
Wilson with a report made by him to the depart- 
ment, based upon what defense asserted was a 
87-hour schedule. He said he could not explain 
it; it certainty was not his intention to make 
any such statement.* He had signed a petition 
to Gov. Pitkin requesting improved mail service 
and containing a statement that the road followed 
by route No, 88,145 was the only possible route in 
Winter. The people of that region wanted their 
mail in 50 hours, or in as much less time as they 
c ula secure. If the route were properly equipped 
the 50-hour schedule could have been executed 
except in cases of heavy snow-storms or rains. 
Matters had somewhat improved lately. for when 
a carrier failed to come in the citizens clubbed to- 

gether and employed men to go out and bring io 
the mail on snow shoes.

LEPROSY. 


LAST NIGHT’S DISCUSSION AT THE 
MEDICAL SOCIETY'S MEETING. 
There was a long and interesting discussion 
at the meeting of the County Medical Society last 
evening, in which Prof. Jacobi, Dr. E. G. Rawson, 
Dr. Carpenter, the Secretary of the society, and 
Prof. F. R. Sturgis, its President, participated. 
The subject was *‘Leprosy,”’ a paper upon which 
Was presented by Prof. Henry @QG. Piffard, and 
llustrated by the examination of a patient in the 
tuberculous stage of the disease. The patient 
Was anative of Japan who came tothis country 
several years ago. At home his business was that 
of an agricultural laborer, but after his arrival 
bere he went to work in apacking-house. The dis- 
base Was developed in this climate, and he was 
idmitted to the New-York Hospital in the latter 
part of May, and subsequently sent to the Island, 
where he came under the notice of Prof. Piffard 


and Prof. Sturgis. His limts were already covered 
with well-marked leprous tubercles, shrunken, and 
rather ghastly in appearance. Prof. Piffara, in 
discussing the case, noticed the increase of leprosy 
In this City of late years, and dwelt particularly 
opon the theory of Dr. Fitch, who has studied the 
disease in Honolulu. He also read a letter from 
Dr. Emerson, who is medical Superintendent of the 
leper colony situated near that city, and who pro- 
posed certain questions as to the microscopic de- 
velopment of the disease. This Prof. Pif- 
fard described at some length, showing the 
tubercles are built up by cell development and 
proliferation, terminating in a mass permeated 
with fibres and of pretty solid consistency. He 
compared the tubercles of leprosy with those of 
the disease of which Dr. Fitch claims that it is only

taken by the latter. He went on to notice the in- 
trease of cases of the disease in this City of late 
years, but observed that only two of these cases 


Were among native New-Yorkers, the rest being | 


immigrants from leprous countries, Although not 
rontagious in the same sense as small-pox or scar- 
let fever, Dr. Piffard advocated the isolation of 
feprous patients. Prof. Jacobi dissented from the 
idea of isolation as unnecessary, and Dr. Rawson 
znd Dr. Carpenter each related cases in which the 
fevelopment of scales on the skin was a marked 
feature. Dr. Piffard replied that the disease thus 
described was not true leprosy.

DE LONG’S TERRIBLE TALE 


THE SAD REVELATIONS OF STAR. 
VATION AND DEATH. 


ENGINEER MELVILLE’S REPORT OF THE 
FINDING OF THE BODIES OF DE LONG 
AND HIS PARTY—THE DIARY KEPT BY 


THE DEAD OFFICER-—-THE SUFFERINGS 


OF THE PARTY. 


WaSHINGTON, June 26.—The Navy Depart- 
ment is in receipt of advices from Engineer 
George W. Melville, dated Lena Delta, March 


25, 1882, in which he gives a detailed account 


of his operations up to that date, and full 


particulars of the finding of the remains of 
De Long and his comrades. He also forwards 
a copy of the log-book of Lieut. De Long. 
Engineer Melville states that, after seyeral un- 


successful attempts to follow De Long's track 


from the northward, he tried retracing 
Nindermann’s track from the southward. On a 
point of land at the junction of the Lena branches 
forming one of the banks of one of therivers he 
found where a large fire had been made, and Nin- 
dermann recognized it as the river down which he 


came. He turned the point to go north, and about 


100 yards from the point four poles lashed together 
were seen projecting two feet out of the snow- 
drift under the bank. A closer examination 
showed the muzzle of a Remington rifle standing 
elght inches out of the snow, and the gun straps 
hitched over the poles. The natives were set to 


work digging out the bank and Melville and 
Nindermann searched the bank on the high 


ground. About 500 yards south Melville 
found a camp kettle in the snow, and 
close by three bodies partially buried in the snow. 
They proved to be those of Lieut. De Long, Dr. 
Ambler, and Ah Sam, the cook. Lieut. De Long’s 
note-book was found beside him. Under the poles 
were found the books, records, &c., and two 
bodies, The remainder of the crew lay between the 
place where De Long was found and the wreck of a 
flat-boat, about 500 yards distant. The snow- 
bank, which had a base of 380 feet and a 
height of 20 feet, with a natural slope, would have 
to be dug out. There was evidence of the land 
where the bodies were found having been flooded 
during some part of the year, and Melville states 
his intention of burying the bodies in a more secure 
place and of prosecuting the search for Chipp’s 
party as soon as the weather would permit. 

The notes made by De Long were begun on Sat- 
urday, Oct, 1, 1881, and the first entry is: 


“One hundred and eleventh day and a new 
mouth. Called all hands as soon as the cook an- 
nounced boiling water, and at 6:45 had our break- 
fast—half pound of deer meatandtea. The doctor 
resumed the cutting away of poor Erickson’s toes 
this morning. No doubt it will have to continue 
till half his feet are gone or death ensues or we get 
toasectlement. Only one toe left now.” 


The note-book also gives an account of each day's 
experience from that date onward, but toward the 
last the notes become very short. 


“Under date of Monday. Oct. 3, De Long writes 
that his party thought they saw a hut, but upon 
reaching the spot found only a mound. A camp 
was made ina hole in the bluff, and a roaring fire 
was soon drying (and burning) their clothes, while 
the cold wind ate into their backs. Nothing was 
left to eat but their dog, which was killed and 
dressed and a stew made of such parts as 
could not be cured. All partook of the 
stew except De Long and the doctor. Alexy was 
sent off to examine what they thought wasa hut 
and came back at night with a favorable report. 
It was decided to wait until morning before leav- 
ing the mound, It was then below zero. A watch 
was set to keep the fire going and all huddled around 
it, and thus the third night without sleep was passed. 
If Alexy had not wrapped his sealskin around De 
Long and kept him warm by the heat of his body, 
AS 
it was, he steamei and shivered and shook. In 
the morning Erickson was unconscious and had to 
be lashed to the sled. At & A. M. the party reached 
a hut large enough to hold them, and for the first 
time since Saturday they managed to get warm. 


| Erickson was very low, and prayers were read 


for him before the others sought rest. At 10 A. 
M. all except Alexy lay down to sleep. Alexy went 
off to hunt and at noon returned wet, having fallen 
At6 P. M, they roused up and had 


tea, the day’s allowance, but they were so grate- 
ful that they were not exposed to the terri- 
ble gale which was raging at the time 
that they did not mind short rations. On 
Wednesday tea and dog meat for breakfast. 
Alexy again went off hunting and came back with 
nothing. On Thursday had a cup of third-hand 
tea, with half an ounce of alcoholinit. Alexy was 
again sent out to hunt and Erickson died while he 
was gone. Alexv returned empty-handed. The 
notes at this point say: ‘What in God’s name is 
going to become of us. Fourteen poanss of dog- 
meat left and 25 miles to a possible settlement.’ 
They could not dig a grave for Erickson, as the 
ground was frozen too hard and they had nothing 
to dig with, so they sewed his body up in the flaps 
of the tent, covered him witn their flag, and buried 
him in the river. Three volleys from their Reming- 
tons were fired over him.’’ Under date of Oct. 6 the 
notes say: 

**One hundred and seventeenth day—Breakfast 
consisted of the last half-pound of dog meat and 
tea. The last grain of tea was put into the kettle, 
and we are now about to undertake a journey of 
25 miles with some old tea leaves and two quarts 
of alcohol. However, I trust in God, and I believe 
that He who has fed us thus far will not suffer us 
to die of want now, 

“The party left a record ia the hut, which was 
found by Melville as already reported. They got 
under way at 8:30 A. M. and preceeded until 11:20, 
by which time they had made about three miles 
and were all pretty well done up. They had half 
an ounce of alcohol in apot of teafordinner. They 
went abead and soon struck what seemed to be the 
main river again. Here fourof the party broke 
through the ice in trying to cross, and fearing 
frost-bite a fire was built. Alexy was sent off to 
look for food, being cirected not to go far nor stay 
long. He came back at 5:3) with one ptarmigan, 
of which soup was made, and with half an ounce 
of alcohol made their supper.” 

Saturday, Oct. 8, the notes say: 

** Called all hands at 5:30. Breakfast, half-ounce 
of alcohol and a pint of hot water. Alcohol proves 
of great advantage. Keeps off cravings for food, 
preventing gnawing of stomach, and has kept up 
the strength of the men, who are given three 
ounces aday. Went ahead until 10:30, and after 
five miles struck big river again; have to turn 
back; halt at 5; only made advance of one mile, 
Hard luck—snow, south-south-east wind. Cold 
camp. But little wood and half-ounce of alcohol. 

” Sunday, 9—All hands at 4:30; one-half ounce 
alcobol; read divine service; sent Nindermann and 
Noros ahead for relief; they started at 7; cheered 
them; under way at 8; crossed creek: broke 
through ice; all wet upto knees; dried clothing 
and under way again at 10:30; at 1 struck 
river bank; halt for dinner; half ounce alco- 
hol; Alexy shot three ptarmigans; made soup, 
We are following Nindermann’s track, although he 
islong since outof sight. Ice moving rapidly in 
river to northward. Halt at 4:40 on coming to 
wood. Found canoe. Lay our heads initand go 
to sleep. 

** Monday, Oct. 10.—Last one-half ounce alcohol 
at5:30. At 6:30 sent Alexy off to iook for ptarmt- 
gan. Eat dear-skin scraps. Yesterday morning 
ate my deer-skin foot-tips. Under way at 8. In 
crossing creek three got wet. Built fire and 
dried out. Ahead again till1i1. Used up. Kullt a 
fire and made a drink out of the tea-leaves and 
from the alcohol bottles. On again at noon, 
Very hard going. Ptarmigan tracks plentiful. 
at 8 halted, used up. Crawled into a hole in the 
bavk. Alexyin quest of game. Nothing for sup- 
per except a spoonful of glycerine. All hands 
weak and feeble, but cheerful. God help us.

MATTERS IN WASHINGTON 


AMENDING THE INTERNAL BEY- 
ENUE TAX BILL. 


MANY CHANGES SUGGESTED IN THE HOUSE, 
BUT FEW ACCPETED—THE ASSESSMENT 


OF OFFICE-HOLDERS BROUGHT INTO 
THE DISCUSSION. 


WasuinoaTon, June 26.—The House yester- 
day, after some time had been devoted to District 
of Columbia business, went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Camp, of New-York, in the chalr, on 


the bill to reduce internal revenue taxes, The 


pending amendment was that offered by Mr. 


Willis, of Kentucky, permitting the withdrawal 
from bond, free of tax, of alcohol, or spirits con- 
taining aicohol for use in the arts and manufac- 
tures, Mr. Hewitt, of New-York, offered an 


amendment to the amendment, presoribing penal- 


ties upon any person who shall sell or use the spirits 


withdrawn for any other purpose than those spect- 
fied. Lost. Mr. Willis’s amendment was also lost— 
58 to 59, Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, offered an 
amendment providing that no special tax shall be 
required from any farmer who shall furnish tobac- 
co only as rations to his laborers, This was lost 
by a tie vote of 90 to 90, Just asthe Chair was an- 
nouncing the vote, Mr. Blount, of Georgia, passed 
between the tellers and demanded that his vote 
should be counted. Thereupon a recount was or- 
dered and the amendment was rejected—94to 98. 
Mr. Dibrell, of Tennessee, moved to amend by pro- 


viding that producers of leaf tobacco may sell the 
same to the value of $120 without the payment of 
tax. Lost—89 to 99. 

Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, offered an amend- 
ment authorizing the producers of leaf-tobacco to 
sell the same to an amount not exceeding 500 
pounds, and making the tobacco so sold subject in 
the hands of the purchaser to the tax now imposed 
by law. Mr. Butterworth. of Ohio, in opposing the 
amendment said that he was in favor of abolish- 
ing the tax on tobacco, Mr. Wilson retorted: 
“Then, why in thunder don’t you?” Mr. Butter- 
worth replied that the Democrats were not respon- 
sible for legislation; that they had offered and 
voted for amendments which, if adopted, would 
have bankrupted the Government. Mr. Randall, of 
Pennsylvania, made a remark about Republican 
expenditures, to which Mr. Butterworth answered 
with the charge that he (Mr. Randall) was 
* chained to the iron chariot wheel of Pennsylva- 
nia.”” Mr. Randall answered with a speech for in- 
cidental protection, ana then the amendment was 
rejected. 

The third section reduces to $5 the tax on cigars 
and on cigarettes weighing more than three pounds 
per 1,000. Mr. Kelley offered a substitute therefor, 
changing the phraseology but not the effect of 
the clause. On motion of Mr, Carlisle, of Ken- 
tucky, the substitute was amended by re- 
ducing the tax on cigars to $4 per 1,000, 
and on cigarettes weighing not more than 
three pounds per 1,000 to 75 cents per 1,000, 

Mr. Cox, of New-York, offered an amendment re- 
pealing all laws for the collection of a tax on lega- 
cles and successions. Ruled out on a point of 
order. Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, offered an 
amendment providing that apothecaries who sell 
liquor for medicinal purposes only shall pay a 
special tax of $5 annually. Kejected. Mr. Kelley's 
substitute for the third section, as amended by Mr. 
Carlisle, was agreed to. Mr. Thompson, of Ken- 
tucky, offered an additional section imposing an 
income tax. Ruied out on a point of order. 

Mr. Flower, of New-York, then offered as a sub- 
stitute for the entire bill the amendment of which 
he gave notice several days ago, and which was 
published at the time. He took the ground that 
all taxes under the internal revenue system ought 
to be reduced exvept the tax on distilled spirits. 
He thought that that tax would be sufficient to 
take care of the pension-list, He believed that un- 
less the taxes were reduced Congress, like an indi- 
vidual, would be lavish of its expenditures. He be- 
lieved that such a reduction would be in the direct 
line of revenue reform and civil service reform. 
Mr, Cox, of New-York, declared his intention to 
vote against the bill in its present shape. He 
thought it proper and right to vote to cut up the 
whole internal revenue machinery. Until that was 
done there always would exist the elective devices 
of which his colleague (Mr. Flower) bad spoken. 
The barn would bave to be burned in order to get 
rid of the rats. Mr. Cox offered an amendment 
providing that no political assessment shall be !m- 
posed upon any person who shall be engaged 
in the execution of the internal revenue 
laws. He then proceeded to make a speech— 
at times serious, at times humorous, in denuncia- 
tion of the recent circular distributed by the 
Republican Congressional Committee, and. refer- 
ring to the issue joined between George Willlam 
Curtis and Jay A. Hubbell, was interrupted by Mr. 
Kasson, of lowa, who declared that the issue had 
been proffered by Mr. Hubbell. Mr. Cox asked to 
have Mr. Curtis's letter printed in the Record, but 
this request was greeted with derisive cries of ** No, 
no,"’ from the Republican side. He then continued 
to denounce the practice of political assessments, 
ridiculing the Republican Party for having recourse 
to the salaries of pages, scrubbing women, and one- 
legged soldiers forthe payment of their election 
expenses, and especially criticised the Hubbell cir- 
cular, which he described as exhaling an unpleas- 
ant odor throughout the country. 

Mr. Casson hoped that if any Government em- 
ploye ever asked the gentleman's advice as to 
making any politica: contributions he would tell 
him to refuse.to make any, unless he was willing 
to do go. 

Mr. Cox—You would make it a pretext to turn 
him ont. 

Mr. Kasson—Unless you know from old Demo- 
cratic precedents that you turned out your men 
who would not pay assessments when you werein 
power 

Mr. Townshend, of Illinois—We never made any. 
[Derisive laughter on the Republican side. } 

Mr. Kasson—The manhood of the country is not 
to be insulted by that side any more than by this, 
and when a free man is asked to pay money for 
political purposes, he has the right and it is his 
duty to decline if he does not wish to do so. [Ap- 
plause on the Republican side.} If I find any offi- 
cer in Congress or in the departments who inter- 
feres to get a man turned out, onthe ground that 
he has not contributed, I will get up on this floor 
and denounce him. There 1s no concealment about 
this. There is not one man who will lose his office 
for deolining to pay an assessment, 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, made a strong denuncl- 
atory speech upon the subject of political assess- 
ments and inquired whether he was at liberty to 
inform the employes of the House that they were 
not expected to pay an assessment unless they 
wanted to. 

Mr. Hubbell—As far as I am concerned, you have 
that right. 

Mr. Springer—Then I inform the employes that 
they need not pay the assessment. 

Mr. Flower's substitute was rejected. Mr. 
Springer offered a substitute abolishing the tax on 
matches, proprietary medicines, bank checks, and 
tobacco, stating that it would affect the revenue to 
the extent of $52,000,000. Rejected, Mr. Ander- 
son, of Kansas, vehemently attacked the biil, warn- 
ing the Republican Party that in passing such a 
measure it was making a mistake and could not 
fool the people of the country one-half inch. The 
people would not be satisfied when they asked the 
question, ** How have you relieved us of taxation?” 
to be answered, ‘You can get Mrs. Winslow's 
soothing syrup cheaper.” : 

The committee then rose and the previous ques- 
tion was ordered on the biil and amendments, thus 
insuring their coming up to-morrow as unfinished 
business. The matter then went over. 

The following ts the text of the bill as amended: 

Be it enacted, &c., That on and after the passage 
of this act, except as hereinafter provided, the 
taxes herein specified, imposed by the internal 
revenue laws now in force, be and the same are 
hereby repealed, namely: The stamp tax on bauk 
checks, drafts, orders, and vouchers; the tax on 
the capital and deposits of banks and banks under 
section 8,408 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States as amended; the tax on the capital and de- 
posits of national banks under section 5,214 of said 
Revised Statutes, not including the taxes on the 
capital and deposits of said banks, bankers, and 
national banks for the six months period ending in 
the case of the national banks on the 80th day of 
June, 1882, and in the case of other banks and 
bankers on the 3ist day of May, 1882; the tax on 
matches, perfumery, medicinal preparations, and 
other articles imposed by schedule A, following 
section 3,487 of said Revised Statutes. 

Src. 2. That from and after the Ist day of May, 
1883, dealers in leaf tobacco shall pay $12; dealers 
in manufactured tobacco shall pay $240; all manu- 
facturers of tobacco shall pay $0: manufacturers 
of cigars shall pay $6; peddlers of tobacco, snuff, 
and cigars sha!l pay special taxes as follows: Ped- 
dlers of the first class as now defined by law shall 
pay $30; peddlers of the second class shall pay $15; 
peddlers of the third class shall pay $7220, and ped- 
dlers of the fourth class shail pay $3 60; retail ceal- 
ers in leaf tobaceo shall pay $250 and 80 cents for 
each dollar on the amount of their monthly sales 
in excess of the sale of $500. 

Sec. 3. That on cigars which shall be mannufac- 
tured and sold or removed for consumption or use 
there shall be assessed and collected, the following 
taxes to be paid by the manufacturer thereof: On 
cigars of all descriptions, made of tobacco or any 
substitute therefor, $4 per 1,000. On cigarettes 
weighing not more than 8 pounds per 1,000, 75 
cents per 1,000; on cigarettes weighing more than 
8 pounds per 1,000, $5 per 1,000, Provided 
that upon all original unbroken packages of 
checks, matches, cigars, cheroots, and cigarettes 
held by manufacturers or dealers on the passage of 
this act on which the tax has been paid, there shall 
be allowed a rebate or drawbaek to the full amount 
of the reduction, It shall be the duty of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, to adopt such 
rules and regulations and prescribe and furnish 
such blanks and forms as may be necessary to 
carry this act into effect.

GUITEAU’S DEATH WARRANT. 
WASHINGTON, June 26.—Guiteau’s death 
warrant was signed by Clerk Meigs, of the Crim- 
inal Court, this morning, the seal of the court at- 


tached, and the document immediately sent to 
Warden Crocker, at tho District jail, It will be 
read to the prisoner just before his death. The scaf- 
fold has been turned around, and some other slight 
changes have been made which seemed to be need- 
ful. No further steps were taken to-day with a 
view to having the President reconsider his deter- 
mination not to interfere with the execution of 
Guitean’s sentence, but this was probably owing 
to the President’s absence from the city. Mr, John 
W, Guiteau, the assassin’s brother, has made appli- 
cation to Private Secretary Phillips for an inter- 
view with the President, in order to lay before him 
additional evidence tending to show insanity on 
the part of his brother, and which he thinks ought 
ee a further medical examination. 

hree men of|{suspicious appearance were seen 
loitering in the vicinity of the jail last night and 
about 9 o’clock one of them was discovered by the 
sentry in the act of walking toward the window 
which is directly opposite Guiteau's cell, in the 
south wing of the building. At sight of the sen- 
try he turned on his heel and left the prison 
grounds. A short time afterward two men ap- 
plied at the front door of the jail tor permission to 
enter, saying that they wished to see Gen. Crocker, 
the Warden. Admittance was, of course, denied 
them, but for some time they were very persis- 
tent and almost forced themselves in. In a 
few minutes one of the officers of the jail, who 
thought there was something suspicious in the be- 
havior of the late callers, went out in front of the 
building, and in a small ravine running through the 
grounds discovered three men who seemed to be 
in hiding. One of them whistled, and all three ran 
away. Nothing is known with regard to the ob- 
ject of these men in lingering about the jail and 
seeking admission at this comparatively late hour 
of the night. 

Gen. Crocker says that when he left the jail 
this evening Guiteau was apparently cheerful, 
but quiet. Speaking yesterday of the decision 
of the Cabinet in his case, Guiteau said to the Rev. 
Dr. Hicks: **Don’t go to President Arthur any 
more. Let him come toyou. I have nothing more 
to ask of himif he has irrevocably decided. Llap- 
ty to the higher court. God will judge between 
1im and me.”? Miss Chevaillier, who is in the city 
endeavoring to obtain a respite for the prisoner, 
has received a letter from Dr. O. P. Hathaway, of 
Chicago, strongly approving her efforts and ex- 
pressing the writer’s belief that Guiteau is insane 
and should be dealt with as a lunatic, and not asa 
criminal.

THE FARMS OF THE COUNTRY. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The Census Bureau 
has published a special bulletin showing the num- 
ber of farmsin the United States at the end of 
every decennial period since 1850 as follows: In 
1850, 1,449,073; 1860, 2,044,077; 1870, 2,659,985; 1880, 
4,008,907. Rate of increase since 1870, 51 per 
cent. The States which contain most farms 
are: Tilinofs, 255,741; Obio, 247,189: New-York, 
241,058; Missouri, 215,575, and Pennsylvania, 
218,542. The increase inthe number of farms has 
been greatest in the Western States and Territories, 
as follows: Dakota, from 1,720 to 17,435, or 914 per 
cent.; Nebraska, from 12,301 to 68,887, or 415 per 
cent.; Idaho, from 414 to 1,885, or 855 per eent.; 
Arizona, from 172 to 767, or 346 per cent.; Colorado, 
from 1,738 to 4,506, or 159 per cent.; Kansas, from 
88,202 to 188,561, or 263 per cent. There has also 
been a large increase in the number of farms in 
the Southern States as follows: Alabama, 102 per 
eent.; Arkansas, 91 per cent.; Florida, 129 per 
cent.: Georgia, 98 per cent.; Louisiana, 70 per 
cent. ; Mississippl, 50 per cent.; South Carolina, $1 
per cent., and Texas, 185 per cent.

BURNED AT SEA. 
eee 
WILD HUNTER—RESCULB 
THE CREW. 

Boston, June 26.—The bark Wild Hunter, 
Capt. Treat, from Savannah, via Boston, for Re- 
val, has been burned at sea, 90 miles east of Sam- 
bro, Nova Scotia. The crew were saved by the 
American fishing schooner Colorado, and arrived 
at Halifax this morning. The Wild Hunter was 
1,000 tons burden, built at East Dennis, Cape Cod, 
in 1855, owned in Boston by George C. Lord & Co., 
and insured here. The Captain gives the following 


account of the disaster: ‘* The Wild Hunter sailed 
from Boston on the 18th inst. with 8,300 bales of 
cotton consigned to order in Reval, anda 
at noon, having a head wind, anchored 
in Light-heuse Channel. On the morn- 
ing of the 19th she got under way in clear weather 
and a south-west wind. Nothing unusual 
happened until last Tnursday night at 10 
o'clock, when the first mate discovered 
smoke issuing through the main hatch 
and increasing in volume. All hands were set at 
work, and holes were cut through the deck and 
water in as great a quantity as possible 
sent into the hold with the force-pump 
to quench the fire. At 6 o’clock next 
morning the smoke had ceased to issue from the 
hold and it was thought by the Captain that he had 
succeeded in extinguishing the fire; but, at inter- 
vals during the day, fearing that a few 
sparks might still remain in the cotton and 
cause afresh outbreak, water was forced in be- 
tween decks and a sharp watch kept by the men 
the whole time. Saturday morning at 4 o’clock 
smoke was discovered in a new corner, coming 
from under the starboard mizzen channel. 
A hole was cut through and water poured into the 
furthest point that could be reaehed. This bad ap- 
parently done its work, as the smoke went near- 
ly down and everything looked favorable to the 
tire being kept under control until the ship could 
reach Halifax, for which place she was 
now headed. At 10 o'clock the schooner 
Colorado hove in sight, and, being sig- 
naied by the Wild Hunter, bore down and 
was requested to keep along side. At 2o’clock in 
the afternoon a boat’s crew from the Colorado 
boarded the bark, and four of the schooner’s men 
remained to assist the crews of the burning ship in 
their efforts to keep down the flames. Shortly af- 
terward, however, fire broke out in another place 
through the cabin floor. and gained headway 
so quickly that it soon became beyond the 
power of the men to extinguish it at and 4 o’clock, 
seeing it was useless to work longer, the crew 
abandoned her and were taken on board 
the Colorado. The fire before the men left 
had broken out in several places in after parts of 
the ship, and when the Colorado left the vicinity, 
at 8 o'clock, having iaid to until that hour, the ves- 
sel was in flames.

A NEW OCEAN LINE. 

Orrawa, Ontario, June 26.—A. L. Black- 
man is in town on business with Sir Charles Tupper, 
Minister of Railways, in connection with 
a scheme by which it is proposed to 
lessen the distance of ocean _ travel 
from Europe to America by at least two days. 


The proposition is to build a_ line of rail- 
way to Holyhead, Wales, crossing the Menai 
Strait, to be connected by aspecially constructed 
steamer with an air line railroxd across Ireland, 
and from this terminus to St, Johns, Newfound- 
land, a distance of 1,640 miles, from St. Jonns to 
Cape Ray, a distance of about 320 miles, for the line 
to be thus constructed the Newfoundland 
Government having granted a land subsidy 
of 3.000 acres per mile and the ex- 
clusive right for 40 years; from Cape Ray, 
Newfoundland, to Cape North, Cape Breton, 
a distance of 56 miles, which will be traversed 
by a large steamer, the harborage for which 
will be constructed artificially at the 
most advantageous point in regard to the 
drift-ice of the Gulf of 8st. Lawrence, 
From Cape North it is proposed to construct a line 
of railway to traverse the entire length of Cape 
Breton Island to the Strait of Canso, a distance of 
about 120 miles, the subsidy for the construetion 
of which is $2,000 and $3,200 per mile. From Canso 
the eastern eatension of the Imter-Colonial Rail- 
way isto be u-ed to New-Glasgow, from whence 
to Oxford, Nova Scotia, a railway 80 miles in length 
is now coustructing.

WEEK AT YALE. 
THE ALUMNI TO MEET TO-DAY—EXERCISES 
AT OTHER COLLEGES—LAFAYETTE AND 


WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY GRADUATES, 


New-Haven, June 26.—The number of 


strangers in New-Haven to-day to attend the open- 
ing exercises of Commencement at Yale College 
was not large, but many arrivals are expected in 
season for the meeting of the Alumni to-morrow 


morning. Among those already here are the Hon, 
Frederick J. Kingsbury, of Waterbury, Conn,, and 


Mason Young, of New-York, members of the Cor- 
poration; the Rey. H. M. Storrs, of Brooklyn; J. 
V. Farwell, of Chicago, and Robert Bonner, of 
Astoria, Long Island. Atthe meeting of the Yale 


Corporation this morning George Bendelari, a na- 


tive of Italy, and a graduate of Harvard in 1874, 
was appointed instructor {n modern languages 


for the ensuing year. The Rev. Dr. N. J. 
Burton, of Hartford, was appointed the 
Lyman Beeeher lecturer in the theological 


department. The Presentation Day exercises oc- 
curred in Battell Chapel at 11 o'clock, After prayer 
by President Porter the poem was delivered by 
Joseph E. Whitney, of Cornwall, Conn., his sub- 
ject being ‘*The City of Elms.” We is the first 
class poet at Yale to choose New-Haven for his 
theme. The oration was delivered by Charles B. 
Storrs, of New-York, his subject being ** America, 
the Home of the Nations.”” He said: ‘*We are 
teking within our doors this large assem- 
blage of races, Shall we be smothered like 
Rome, or stratified like Hindustan and China ina 
way that makes national unity impossible and 
changes life to stagnation? What is now our pros- 
pect with this great influx of foreign elements— 
already greater than that which destroyed Rome’s 
imperial State and made India’s national unity im- 
possible—not only going on, but going on at an in- 
creasing ratio? Can we endure such a strain? 
Sand-lot agitators say ‘No!’ ‘Their covetous 
cowardice takes alarm at the presence of afew 
thousand hunger-stricken Mongolian immigrants 
of cheaper habits than their own, ‘The Chinese 
must go.’ A Congress is found weak enougn to 
pass, and a President is found not strong enough 
to veto, laws against their coming.” 

At the conclusion of the Presentation Day exer- 
cises the prizes forthe year were announced by 
President Porter. TheJohn A. Porter Prize of $250, 
offered at each Commencement for tbe best Eng- 
lish essay, and open to competition to all studying 
for adegree in any department of the university, 
was awarded to Thomas R. Morrow, B. A., Law 
School, of Hartford, Conn. This isthe sixth year 
that a law school has taken this prize. 

The class histories were read beneath the elms of 
the Campus this afternoon and were as entertain- 
ing as usual, the hits upon the personal peculiar- 
ities and varied experiences of members of the 
class during the past four years evoking continually 
laughter and applause. The historians were Burn- 
side Foster, of Boston; H. M. Beach, of Alexan- 
dria, Va.; Theodore Holland, of New-York, and A. 
P. French, of Braintree, Mass. The ceremony of 
planting the class ivy followed, and then came the 
farewell procession about the Campus. This even- 
ing President Porter delivered a memorial address 
on the late Joseph E. Sheffield. A review of the 
life of the philanthropist was given, and special 
mention was made of munificent gifts to the scien- 
tific department of Yale College. The promenade 
concert of the graduating class followed at Alumni 
Hall, which was handsomely decorated with flow- 
ers and trophies of the university and class ban- 
ners and flags. 

To-morrow morning the Alumni meeting will 
take place, and in the afternoon an election will 
be held to fill the vacancy in the Corporation 
caused by the expiration of the term of the Hon. 
Alphonso Taft, of Cincinnati Those named as 
candidates are the Hon. Alphonso Taft: Chief- 
Justice Morrison KR. Waite, L.L. D., Washington, 
D. C.; the Hon. Nathaniel Shipman, Hartford, 
Conn., and Mr. Dwight Collier, of St. Louis. It is 
authoritatively stated that Judge Taft declines a 
re-election. Mr. Collier, it is said, will be sup- 
ported by that element among the Alumni which 
Is desirous of infusing * younger blood” into the 
management of the college, and the name of Chief- 
Justice Waite is urged by many,who think the rep- 
utation of the institution throughout the country 
will be enhanced by the election of one holding so

To-morrow afternoon the Commencement exer- 
cises of the Law Schoo! will take place.

TERMS OF THE GRAND TRUNK AND GREAT 
WESTERN BARGAIN—A HEAVY MORTGAGE. 


Toronto, Ontario, June 26.—A special 


cable from London to the Globesays: ‘* The agree- 
ment between the Grand Trunk and the Great 
Western Railway lines, which bas been signed by 
the Presiaents, will be submitted at the meeting on 
the 29th inst, The uuited company will assume 


the name of the Grand Trunk. The Board of Di- 


rectors includes all of the Grand Trunk and Great 
Western Raflway Directors with the exception that 
Mr. Plunkett, member of Parliament, succeeds 
John Swift. The terms of the agreement provide

CxHIcaGo, June 26.—Mr. James Stinson hag 
secured a temporary injunction restraining the 
New-York, Chicago, and St. Louis Railroad Com- 
pany from laying tracks a ross a piece of 
ground owned by him at Eighty-seventh-street.

ROCHESTER, June 26,—The Rochester and 
Ontario Railway Company have executed a mort- 
age to the Mercantile Trust Company, of New- 
York, for $1,000,000 to secure bonds to that 
amount, the proceeds of which will be used in the 
construction and equipment of a belt railroad 
around this city and thence to the lake, connect- 
ing the New-York Central and all its branches, 
Rochester and Pittsburg, Genesee Valley, New- 
York, Lake Erie end Western, and West Shore 
Railroads with the port or Genesee. One hundred 
and fifty men are at work to-day. 


Otrawa, Ontario, June 26.—A. LL, Black- 
man, representing a company which proposes to 
construct a short line of railway connecting New- 
foundland with the Intercolonial Railway, at Ox- 
ford, Cumberland County, is in the city for the 
purpose of conferring with the Government on the 
matter. 


Boston, Mass., June 26.—The Pacific Milli 
Corporation has passed its July dividend. The 
shares of this company sold last year for $2,800 per 
stare, and the last sale wasat $1,800 pershare. It

THE MANITOBA LINE ACCIDENT. 


THREE MORE DEATHS—A CULPABLE CON 
DUCTOR. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., June 26.—lt was impos- 
sible to get particulars of the accident on the Mani 
toba Railway Line from Wilmar or Atwater up to 
1 o’clock this morning. It was learned at the 
dispatcher’s office of the Manitoba Railway last 
evening that three of the wounded men had died 
during the day at Wilmar. Joseph Goran, conduc 
tor of the ill-fated train, was arrested at Wilmar 
and taken to Atwater and placed in jail, but was 
afterward released on bail. He was charged with 


having run his train at a rate not iess than 40 miles 
an hour, and under frotest from both engineer and 
fireman. Trainmen say thatifthe charge is tru¢ 
the conductor is guilty of criminal carelessness in 
the highest degree, as it is very dangerous to run 
an engine backward at a high rate of speed as the 
tender is so light that it will almost to a certainty 
fly off the track. The wounded will be brought 
here to-morrow. It is further learned that an in- 
quest was to be held at 12 o’cloek last night at 
Wilmar over the bodies of the dead, and that Con- 
ductor Goran was to be removed back to Wilmar 
to be in attendance. It is impossible to ascertain 
the names of the three persons who died during the 
dsy. No additional bodies have been found. 

A later special from Willmar says: “ The com- 
plete iist of killed by Saturday's accident is ag 
follows: George Flood, engineer; R. Rasmussen, 
8: J. Tole, John Schneider, John Holland, 
Hans Peterson, Jonn Dake, Andrew Johnson, John 
Peterson, Jens Waage, 8. Thorson, M. Jenson, and 
O. O. Lagos, laborers. Fifteen are under the care of 
Dr. Frost, Appearances indicate that the engine 
was ditched by reason of a broken tender axle. 
Though a high rate of speed was maintained, all 
the trainmen except the engineer escaped. 

Following isa list of the wounded and miss 
ing: Peter Haasen, residence unknown, 
He is known to have been on the gravel 
train, and has not yet been found. Henry 
Stenson, of Arctander, received internal 
injuries and had a bone fractured; no hope of re: 
covery. Peter Rassmussen, of Willmar, lost 
left eye, had both jaw-bones broken in three 
places, both arms roken at the wrists, and 
one leg broken, and was otherwise wounded; 
recovery doubtfal. Christian Solberg, of Lake An- 
drew. Kandujohl County, had scapula fractured 
and another bone injured; recovery doubtful. 
James King, of Benvil!le County, had 
his right foot cut and a rib fractured; will re- 
cover, Thomas Johnson, of Wilimar, had 
his shoulder dislocated; will recover. 
John Nelson, of Lake Andrew, received 
a scalp wound, which is not serious. Thomas 
Gallagher, of Benville County, had a rib frac 
tured; not serious. He is able to be about. John 
Wintets, fireman, of Willmar, badiy bruised, bul 
no bones broken. He fs out and able to walk. 

The total number of wounded of consequence 
are eight, of whom three will almost certainly dio, 
which will bring the total fatality to 17. It is 
believea that two or three more dead are undet 
the wreck in the mud and water. Not a man on 
the gravel train—the namber is not absolutely 
known, but it is between 40 and 50—escaped with- 
out a cut or bruise of some sort. The escape from 
death of John Umptere, a fireman, is marvelous, 
He was shoveling coal into the furnace when thé 
train went off, and was on the tender when the ten 
der went straight into the pool and the caboose on 
top of it and him, several flat cars following. He 
was fixed immovably at first, but in some way 
the weight of the cars and caboose was kept 
from resting on his body and he was first rescued, 
being, as stated, badly bruised, but without any 
fractures or internal injuries. 

The Coroner's inquest is now investigating the 
cause of the disaster. It transpires that Conductor 
Goran was arrested to secure his safety. as threats 
vee made against him by the friends of the mez

SOME OF OBRIEGHT’S ACTS 


AMBITIOUS TO BE A CONCERT MAN- 
AGER AND A POLITICIAN. 

HE GIVES HIS BRIDE A ‘TIGER’? AND 
STARTLES REFEREE BUCK — VARIOUS 
CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH LED HIS RELA- 
TIVES TO PRONOUNCE HIM A LUNATIC. 

A further examination into the mental con- 
dition of Samuel Obrieght, the Hebrew whose re- 
cent marriage with a young woman of the Chris- 
tian faith after a very short acquaintance, and 
whose several peculiarities have led to the claim 
on the part of his relatives that he is insane, was 
had before Jerome Buck, as Referee, yesterday. 
The entire morning session was devoted to a 
cross-examination of Bernhard Tausick, a brother- 
in-law of the alleged lunatic, who on Saturday 
narrated detailsof Obrieght’s attempts to commit 
suicide, and of his peculiar conduct at 
a party given in honor of his engagement 
to another young lady. While engaged 
in a _ recital of the manner in which 
“Sammy” conducted himself at this party 
by throwing his arms about the neck of his in- 
tended, shouting “ Tiger! and kissing her, the 
bride so objectionable to the family entered Mr, 
Buck’s office. She went up to where her husband 
sat, and the two embraced affectionately, and 
kisseG one another with considerable fervor. 


Thereafter, until the close of the dreary hearing a 
single chair sufficed to hold them both, and the 
woman clung to him and attempted to curb him 
whenever he seemed inclined to interfere with 
Witnesses or dispute the statements they made. 
{t was elicited in the cross-examination that 
Obrieght shortly after his engagement abused the 
lady to whom he was engaged in the presence of 
his sister, the wife of theywitness. Obrieght resented 
the rebuke of the sister, spat upon her, took off 
his shoe, struck her with it, and then broke a para- 
sol over her head, supplementing this by striking 
her in the face with his fist, until, as the witness 
declared, her cheek was swollen out about 
two inches beyond its normal extension. 
The witness said he forgave the assault on his 
wife because he did not think *‘Sammy” was re- 
sponsible for what he did, or was in his right mind, 
and he bore no ill-will against him. This incident 
occurred two weeks before “Sammy's” marriage. 
Shortly after his marriage he came to his mother’s 
bouse with his wife, demanded ard obtained $10, 
and then demanded $500 more to be used in paying 
uis lawyers. The witness, his wife, and the mother 
protested that the demand was exorbitant and 
gnnecessary, and Samuel then threatened to brain 
poth his motber and sister. He charged them with 
having sent him to a mad-house and taken his 
ousiness away from him, and threatened, unless 
the money asked for was forthcoming, to sue them 
and reveal some secrets of his deceased father. 
Samuel was married June 6, and up to that 
time, from the time he and _ his. brothers 
started in the liguor business, about March 
i, he had attended to business, but 
ais method of conducting the business had been, in 
he opinion of the witness, eccentric and extrava- 
rant. The day after Obrieght was sent to the Mid- 
iletown Asylum his interest in the saloon business 
jad been sold out under the foreclosure of a chat- 
sel mortgage held by his mother. Dr. Max 
Dbrieght, who testified later in the hearing, had 
said his motber had bought in the property under 
the mortgage, and had then disposed of it to him 
for $1,650, he paying $1 in cash and giving his note 
for $1,649 50, payable on demand. 

Considerable time was spent in a cross-examina- 
tion of Mr. Tausick as tothe actions of Obrieght 
at the engagement party. when heshouted “ Tiger!” 
on several occasions and then embraced and kissed 
nis wife with much fervor. The outcome of it all 
was that there was much jollity, resulting in part 
from the free use of champagne, which had its 
effect upon Samuel and made him rather demon- 
strative. When, later in the hearing, an attempt 
vas made to further show that nothing but liquor 
Was the cause of Samnel’s exuberance, Referee 
Buck said that line of inquiry might be abandoned, 
aS there was nothing in his conduct then to Indi- 
cate insanity. Considerable amusement was 
caused when a recess was takep, even among the 
relatives of young Obrieght, when he turned to his 
bride and said, **Let’s tiger once for the court,” 
pnd gave his bride a resounding kiss, 

Ascheme upon which considerable stress was 
laid as evidence of the insanity of young Obrieght 
was his proposition to build aconcert garden and 
sbeatre on vacant lots in the rear of his saloon. 
His plan, according to the statements of Mr. and 
Mrs. Tausick, Dr. Obrieght, John Ross, a wzard de- 
tective of the Twenty-third Precinct; David New- 
mark, of No. 836 East Seventy-fourth-street; 
Siegfried Samuels, of No. 146 Essex-street;: Max 
Newmark—the last three relatives of the girl 
Dorieght did not marry—and David Eppstein, 
Ot rieght’s brother-in-law, Was a very comprehen- 
give one as detailed by him to them. The lot on 
which the garden was to be constructed was vari- 
pusly stated to be from 20 by 25 feet to 25 by 150 feet. 
The garden was to be elaborately furnished and 
devoted to light comic opera and the sale of beer. 
He at various times said he should open it with 
Shemdan’s ** Fun on the Bristol’? company, with a 
“ Patience” company, costing $1,000 a week for 
palaries, with Emma Abbott’s company, and with 
Patti and aconcert company. He promised De- 
tectives Ross and Farrelia private box, another to 
the members of his own family, and still another 
tothe family of hisintended. He further stated 
that he proposed to havea uniformed police force 
of his own of 20 mentotake care of his garden, 
and said he should require the services of at least 
60 waiters. He gate very exaggerated ideas of the 
profits to be derived from such a garden, and Tre- 
fused to be dissuaded from the project by the 
members of his family, who regarded it as wholly 
Visionary. 

Another plan which he had for making a fortune 
Was a patent arrangement for mixing fancy drinks, 
and the profits from this he fixed at various figures 
in his statements ranging from $10,000 a month up 
fnto the millions. He stated to Max Newmark that 
the President of the Murray Hill Bank had agreed 
to put $100,000 into the patent business. Several 
witnesses testified that Obrieght had asserted he 
Was at once to have a factory erected for the man- 
ufacture of his patent drink-mixer on a large seale. 
It appeared during the examination that Obrieght 
had obtained letters patent for a drink-mixer, and 
Detective Ross testified that he, his partner Farrell, 
Sergt. Falk, and others had drank milk punches 
made in his patent machine. The machine con- 
sists of a jar with receptacles for the components 
of various mixed drinks which are fed into the gen- 
eral mixing receptacle much as the flavors and 
water are mixed ina soda-water fountain. By its 
use a large number of any required kinds of drinks 
can be made at one time, saving time and labor 
to the bar-tender. 

Dr. Max L. Obrieght, who had traveled with his 
brother Samuel before the iatter went to the 
Bloomingdale Asylum, told of a_ half-dozen at- 
tempts Samuel had made tocommitsuicide. These 
attempts were by the use of a carving-knife, by 
taking strychnine, by attempting to jump over 
Niagara Falls, and once in Bloomingdale, by at- 
tempting to cut his throat with a knife stolen from 
his attendant in the institution. He claimed that 
Jatterly his brother had been drinking and smoking 
to excess, had been extravagant in the management 
of business, and by alienating himself from his 
family, gathering a rough crowd about him, 
and adopting extravagant and foolish methods 
of advertising, had shown himself to be of 
unsound mind. Considerable testimony as to the 
means adopted for advertising was put in, as tend- 
ing to show an ineapacity for business. It was 
claimed that he paid $150 fora lot of fans, had imi- 
tation Police clubs which opened outas advertising 
fans distributed, drove about town and distributed 
large quantities of cards and circulars extravagant- 
ly worded, over-decorated his saloon with pictures 
of *‘Jumbo,” bought a one-hundred-doilar clock, a 
piano, and gave away more beer for 5 cents than it 
was customary to sell for 7 cents, filling any sized 

ail or can brought himfor that sum,and omitting 
o make half the quantity foam and half beer. 

One of the evidences of his insanity cited by 
David Newmark was the‘fact that Obrieght had dis- 
tributed handfuls of coin among the children in 
bis ward, and when asked why he did it, stated that 
he proposed to run for Alderman or Assemblyman 
in his district, and saia: ** The children are the 
best electioneers a fellowcan have. If I get on 
the right side of them they will say to their parents, 
‘ Obrieght is a nice man; why don’t you vote for 
pim?”’ The Referee casually remarked that such 
g remark would generally be considered evidence 
of good judgment rather than insanity in a politi- 
cian. The hearing will be resumed this afternoon 
at 3 o'clock. 


THE FOLLY OF LOCKING UP CHILDREN. 

Mrs. Mary Ellis, a colored woman, who oc- 
eupied apartments on the second floor of the four- 
story tenement-house in the rear of No. 225 West 
Twenty-seventh-street, went out to a neighboring 
grocery store at 7 o’clock yesterday morning, leay- 
ing her two children, one aged 3 years and the 


other 6 months, inthe rooms. The babe was lying 
asleep in its crib and the other child was playing 

bout the floor, and Mrs, Ellis locked themin. She 

ad been gone but a short time when the other 
tenants were alarmed by smoke filling the house, 
and they discovered that the apartments occupied 
by the Ellis family were all ablaze. The cries of 
the children could be heard within the burning 
rooms. An alarm was given, and the members of 
Engine Company No. 1 were the first to arrive. 
They burst into the apartments and with great 
difficulty rescued the imperiled children. ‘Che in- 
fant was severely burned about the lower limbs, 
and the older child was almost suffocated, but re- 
vived quickly after being brought out into the open 
gir. Before the fire was extinguished damage to 
the building and contents to the amount of $1.000 
had been done. Itis believea that the older child, 
while playing with matches during the absence of 
Mrs. Ellis, set fire to the bedding and furniture in 


the room. 
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DARWIN AND HIS 1HEORY DISCUSSED. 

The Raptist Pastors held their last confer- 
ence meeting of tbe present season yesterday. 
Brother Sampson presided and the clergymen lis- 
teued to an interesting essay upon “ Darwin and 
Eis Theory.”’ The author was the Rev. J. C. Grim- 


mell, a German divine of the First Baptist Church 
of Williamsburg. He reviewed the lite of the de- 
ceased scientist and expressed the opinion that his 
theory had been hurt by the indiscriminate abuse 
it had received. The karm of the theory, in- 
feed, really lay in the efforts of a num- 
ber of people who endeavored to interpret 
Darwin and did not understand what they 
were talking about. The essayist did 
pot consider the theory of Darwin an exact one in 
pacientific sense. It had something of the poetry 
of science about it. Darwin was a great man, and 
be did great service by his investigations and de- 


served and should receive due credit for his 
achievements. It shou!d not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that he but elaboraten the theory which his 
grandfather had originated, and which he himselr 
said would be supplantea in time by another 
theory. The theory itself was welcome, however, 
as revealing an interesting state of mind on the 
part of the present generation. The essayist ap- 
prehended no danger to the Christian religion from 
scientific research. The Christian faith did not 
rest upon the Genesis account of the creation fora 
corner-stone. Its real foundation was the God- 
man Jesus Christ and His teachings. It would 
stand secure even were the correctness of the 
Genesis narrative to be successfully demolished. 
The essay was listened to attentively, and dis- 
cussed at its close by various clergymen, who 
showed a disposition to appreciate Darwin's work 
and were conscious of the fact tnat he had been 
greatly misrepresented in many quarters. 


CHILI PACI 


FIC BUT FIRM. 


MESSAGE OF THE PRESIDENT TO CONGRESS--— 
POSSIBILITY OF A GREAT CONFEDERA- 
TION WITH CHILI AT THE HEAD, 

PANAMA, June 17.—Congress has assembled 
in Santiago. The President’s Message isa pacific 
document. It defends Chili for the course pursued 
during and since the war, and alludes to American 
intervention ina few words which appear to cen- 
sure the Washington Government for interference 
which was not solicited by all parties. ‘The Presi- 
dent says: “Internal peace remains unaltered, 
the war with Peru and Bolivia having inno way 
affected our constitutional form of government, 
nor the advancement and profits of our industries, 
which are extending and devoloping with rapidity. 

Ishould have been pleased to have been able to 

inform you that we are at peace with ali nations. 

Chilians, although capable of heroism in defense of 

the national honor, fully understand that, in order 

to enjoy the fruits of their labor, they require that 
public confidence and well-being to exist which are 
the offsprings of peace. Nevertheless, we have not 
been able to come to terms with Peru and Bolivia, 

notwithstanding the loyal and constant efforts I 

have made forthe purpose. I have hoped to see 

a Government organized in Pera which would ap- 

preciate the true situation of that country and the 

unavoidable obligations which now weigh upon it. 

Chili, which did not provoke the war, has a right 

to protect herself from it in future, and to exact 

just reparation for the pecuniary sacrifices she has 
experienced and the biood which has been 
shed. Unfortunately, conquered and prostrate 
as Peru is, she has not endeaymed to or- 
ganize ai stable Government desirous of 
making peace and furnishing solid guarantees for 
the due performance of the clauses of the treaty 
which may be made. Peruvian leaders have killed 
one another. They have fought against each 

other and rendered difficult the establishment of a 

power representing the national will. If Bolivia 

has not suffered alike from disorganization, she 
has at all events been kept in a state of expec- 
tancy, and In fear of experiencing u similar fate. 

Although it is undeniable that the itnter- 

ests of the two republics are antagonistic, tt 

is to be believed that the Government of Bolivia 
will come to an arrangement with Chili. In order 
to obtain peace we have not hesitated to accept 
the good offices of a friendly nation. The Govern 
ment of the United States accredited a special! mia- 
sion forthe purpose of bringing abont an under 
standing between the belligerents. Through its 
Minister Pienipotentiary it declared that it did not 
wish to intervene or mediate, but simply to 
employ its influence in a friendly and officious 
manner. It is true the intervention of any 
nation, whatever the form it might take, would 
violate the eternal principles of international 
law, and call forth a protest from the whole of 
America, in consequence of the danger in which 
such intervention would place her. It would also 
threaten the influence in America of the nation 
which assumed the right to epforce such interven- 
tion, and would in no way weaken our rights nor 
our jast demands. In order to be efficacious and 
advantazeous mediation should have been 
cited by both belligerents. The friendly of- 
fices have produced no effect The Ameri 
can Minister has informed our Minister in Lima 
that the so-called Peruvian Government has re- 
fused to accept onr conditions of peace or even to 
pronounce an opinion upon them. By this means 
it seeks to avoid the results of defeat, 
our case Means our security and our right to com 
pensation. We have never endeavored to embar- 
rass the formation of a Government in Peru. On 
the contrary we have employed every means in 
our power to furnish all facilities compatible 
with our honor and the circumspection 
which has ruled our actions. But tho 
Peruvian leaders not only do not listen 
to that sentiment of honor which the performance 
of the duties imposed by the situation should 
awaken, but they witness with indifference our 
occupation, which, on the other hand, Inspires 
neutrals with the fullest confidence, owing to the 
moderation with which it is conducted. It has 
consequently followed that it has been impossible 
to induce Peru to signa peace, and that it has 
become much more now that the 
different parties have forgotten all morality 
in the management public affairs and 
converted their national misfortunes  inuto 

a groundwork for riotous speculations. 

The prolongation of the present situation, as you 

will perceive. causes us some embarrassments, 

owing to the difficulty of arranging for the Govern- 
ment of the territory occupied by us in the south- 
ern part of Peru. Under these clrcumstances 

I believe the time has arrived when Congress 

should declare that pending the arrangement of 

peace the territory of Tarapaca, and that south of 
the river Loa, be subject to our constitution and 
jurisdiction, I consider the time has not yet 
arrived for submitting to a similar condition 
the territories north of Camarones, which are also 
held by our forees. There are other equally im- 
portant questions which require to be arranged 
opportunely. Among these is that referring to the 
continued ocenpation of the northern part of Peru, 
which occupation has never had, nor has at pres- 
ent, any other object than to assist in compelling 

Peru to sign a treaty of peace. Ido not doubt 

that, should opportunity arise, you will cheerfully 

assist in the celebration of peace, since it cannot 
be made except under conditions which duly con- 
sult our dignity and our honor.” 

Whatever the disposition of the Chilian Govern- 
ment may be, the Péruvians and Bolivians do not 
appeur yet to respond with any enthusiasm to the 
advances of Chili.

Montero, Caceres, Carillo, and Ig!esias, are doing 
nothing but abusing one another. Carillo is the 
more fortunate of them all. He has ageed with 
the Chilians to suspend all hostilities. Arequipa 
will be preserved from attack. The trains are 
again running regularly on the Arequipa Road, 
business is improving rapidly, and Carillo finds his 
troubles ended for the time and plenty of money 
coming into the treasury.

SURROUNDED BY GREAT ICEBERGS. 

Capt. Munroe, of the British bark Belt, 
which arrived from London yesterday, reports that 
in latitude 43° 15’ and longitude 380° 25’ the vessel 
was completely surrounded by ice. No less than 
33 hugh icebergs were eounted, the majority of 
which were nearly 300 feet in height. <A fog sud- 
denly settled down on the water while the Belt 
was among the icebergs, and it was impossible to 
see any distance abead.

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VERDICT AGAINST HARRY 0. JONES

HE ALLOWS JUDGMENT TO GO BY DEFAULT 
FOR $250,692. 

In the Supreme Court, Circuit, Brooklyn, 
the suit of the Board of Education against Alder- 
man Harry O. Jones, of that clty, to recover $250,- 
000, set down peremptorily for yesterday, was 
called soon after the court opened. Mr. DeWitt, 
for the plaintiff, answered ‘‘ready.” The defend- 
ant was not represented by counsel. Jtidge Cullen 
sent to the office of Mr. Jere Wernberg, who de- 
fended Jones in the criminal suit. Mr. Wernberg 
appeared in a few minutes, and moved to adjourn 
the case for one month. He read an affidavit set- 
ting forth that Jones was neither in a physical nor 
mental condition to stand the strain of a 
trial at this time; that the defendant 


had not the financial means to proceed at present; 
that James Milligan, Mrs. Babcock, and Joshua I. 
Jones were absent from the City, and were mate- 
rial witnesses for the defense; that Joshua I. Jones 
had been called to Leavenworth, Kan., to be pres- 
sent at the burial of his’ sister-in-law, who 
was killed by a tornado in that city, and 
that Mr. Britton, the senior counsel in the 
case, would be unable to appear as his health 
made it necessary that he should rest during the 
heated term. An affidavit from a physician was 
put in evidence certifying that Jones was suffer- 
ing from neuralgia of the heart, and that his life 
might be threatened if he was forced to trial at 
this season of the year. Mr, DeWitt opposed the 
motion, and asserted that the defense had no de- 
sire to goon. Justice Cullen decided that the trial 
must proceed. Mr. Wernberg, in reply, said the 
defense would have to let the plaintiff take an in- 
quest. A jury was then called and Mr. DeWitt 
briefly stated the case, the detalls of which have 
been published again and again. A half a dozen 
witnesses were examined, by whose _ testi- 
mony the money stolen by George W. A. 
Stuart, while Secretary of the Board of 
Education, was traeed into the hands of his 
brother-in-law Jones, the defendant in the suit. 
After an absence of 10 minutes the jury returned 
with a verdict for $250,692 86, which is the full 
amount sued for by the city with interest. All the 
property of Jones thet has been attached is not 
worth $20,000, so that the judgment, even if the 
default were not opened, is of comparatively little 
value to the city. Jones can either move to haye 
the default opened and the trial set down for Sep- 
tember, or when the judgment is returned to tne 
Sheriff unsatisfied allow an attachment to issue 
against his body, give bail on the limits, and go in- 
to bankruptey. The general opinion is that the 
default will be opened.

BAD FOR RUSSIAN REFUGERS. 
ccraipaiailiaeaanin 
THE LONDON COMMITTEE CHARGED WITH 
BAD FAITH IN THE MATTER OF FUNDS. 

Secretary Jackson, of the Board of Emigra- 
tion, has received a communication from M. A. 
Kursheedt, the Managing Secretary of the Hebrew 
Emigrant Aid Society, stating that “‘he was in- 
structed to inform the Emigration Commission that 
this society will not take charge of any Russian 
refugees or other Jewish immigrants who may 
hereafter arrive in this city.” Thiscommunication 
was dated the 24th. Mr. Jackson said that here- 
after the Russian Hebrews would stand onthe 
same footing with immigrants of other nationall- 
ties. Theinspection laws would be strictly carried 
out, and such of these people as were p aupers, or 
likely to become such, would not be allowed to 
land, but the steam-ship companies which brought 
them over would have to take them back. 
Such as proved willing and able to work would, 
of course, receive every encouragement, but 
would not be given any preference over the immt}- 
grants of other nationalities. A large number are 
still quartered in the Garden, but it is hoped that 
homes willsoon be found for them. It has been 
stated that the Russian refugees were unwilling to 
work, and made a great deal of unnecessary 
trouble. Atthe office of the Hebrew Emigrant 
Aid Society yesterday, it was stated that the funds 
were not forthcoming to provide for all the ref- 
ugees, 8,000 of whom have arrived at this port 
alone since last January,and that in undertaking 
to provide for them as fast as they arrived, the So- 
ciety had overestimated its powers. A member of 
the society stated that the London committee had 
not kept faithwith the society in this country. A fand 
of some £17,000 had been subscribed in Great Bri- 
tain with the understanding that it should be used 
in providing homes for the refugees in this country. 
This money was not forthcoming and the London 
committee had been informed that it was useless 
to send the refugees here, having no funds, as it 
was impossible to form colonies for them without 
money. The London committee had so far seemed 
to content themselves with shipping the refugees 
in an entirely destitute condition to the American 
society. The latter was still doing all in its power 
for the refugees. Several members of the society 
have expressed themselves as quite satisfied that 
the Russian refugees should be received at Castle 
Garden on the same footing with other immigrants, 


A STRAW BONDSMAN ARRESTED. 

Several weeks ago the owner of the house 
and lot No. East One Hundred and Fourth 
street discovered that person had been 
going bail for various prisoners the repre 
sentation that he owned the premises mentioned. 
lie laid the matter before District Attorney Mc- 
Keon, who caused a search of the bail bonds fin his 


oMce to be made and discovered that a man 
named Charles (lazer, who claimed to be the 
owner of the premises in question, had tecome 
bondsman in seven different cases, the bail in 
which aggregated $5,000. He was indicted by the 
present Grand Jury for perjury, and a bench war 
rant for his arrest was issued to Inspector Byrnes, 
The accused man was brought to the General Ses- 
sions Court yesterday and committed to the Tombs 
in default of bail. Ife will be arraigned to-day. 
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“BIG MAG” SENTENCED. 

Margaret Smith, known as ‘‘ Big Mag,” pro- 
prietress of an establishment West Twenty 
ninth-street, who turned an unfortunate young 
woman named Bella Allen out to die, was called up 
for sentence in the General Sessions Court yester- 
day. The accused woman was convicted of two 
offenses—violating the Excise law and assaulting 
Sergt. Hamilton, of the T'wenty-ninth Precinct, 
while the latter was engaged in the discharge of 
his duty in endeavoring to arrest her for selling 
liquor without license. For the violation of the 
Iixcise law Judge Cowing sentenced the defendant 
to two months in the penitentiary, and for as- 
saulting the officer Judge Gildersleeve imposed an 
additional term of three months in the peniten- 
tiary and a fine of $100. The complaining witness, 
on whose testimony Mrs. Smith was indicted, was 
Charles A. Allen, of Jersey City, the husband of 
the unfortunate Bella.

TEN YEARS IN STATE PRISON. 

On the night of the 7th inst. two burglars 
broke into the residence of Mr. Walter F. Price, at 
No. 25West Fifty-s cond-street, and were seen to 
quit the premises with bundles of clothing.

The House resolution of adjournment on 
July 10 has been laid on the table by the Sen- 
ate. There is something in Mr. Becx’s ar- 
gument that it would be ‘‘improper”’ to allow 
the House to keep the appropriation bills 
seven months and then force tie Senate to 
dispose of them in .14 days, but there fs 
probably more in the. general disinclination 
of Senators to be excluded from their full 
share in the personal profit or local influence 
to be derived from a manipulation of the 
items of national expenditure. Within four 
days of the close of the fiscal year, 
there is, therefore, .a fair prospect that the 
last of the appropriation bills will not be 
disposed of for four weeks. The Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill was only reported to the 
House to-day, and there will obviously be 
no choice but to continue, by resolu- 
tion, the provisions of existing bills, if the 
business of the Government is to suffer no 
interruption. The purposeless wrangling 
and general display of incompetency which 
have characterized the-session could not but 
leave their impression. on the condition of 
business in both houses toward its close. 





It is a little puzzling to see public men 
and papers which have heretofore been on 
the side of a liberal reform of thé Customs 
fluties clamoring for the. abolition of the in- 
ternal revenue system. Such abolition 
would make all substantial reform of the 
tariff practically an impossibility. The 
ground on which this raid on the 
Treasury is sustained is even more 
difficult to understand. It is as- 
serted that the internal revenue system is 
‘‘un-American’’ and can-only be defended 
as a ‘war measure.”’ But*we do not know 
what inherent feature-of Americanism neces- 
sarily demands that whisky, beer, and to- 
bacco shall not be taxed, and, as for the 
“war measure,” the present system, even 
with the indefensible bank,» match, and 
stamp taxes, isno more like the system to 
which the war gave rise than the regular 
Army on its present:footing is like the army 
in the field in 1863. 


Mr. AnpERson, of Kansas, closed what 
@as only nominally a discussion of the In- 
ternal Revenue bill in the House yester- 
day by reminding his Republican col- 
leagnes that the people could not 
be fooled by a reduction of taxation 
whose most substantial relief consisted in 
cheapening soothing syrup. To be quite 
accurate, Mr. ANDERSON might have in- 
cluded some scores of patent medicines 
in the same category, but as the average 
saving on each bottle or package is but 2 
cents, and as it will in most cases go into 
the pockets of the manufacturers or proprie- 
tors of these nostrums, the difficulty of con- 
vincing the ordinary voter that he has been 
benefited by the passage of the Tax Reduc- 
tion bill is not to be made light of. Nor will 
the task be greatly simplified if the reduction 
of the duty on cigars from $6 to $4 per 
1,000 and of cigarettes from $1 75 to 75 cents 
per 1,000 be finally adopted. The only con- 
polation of a partisan kind to be extracted 
from the Republican blundering over 
ythe business of relieving the people 
from taxation is that the substitute 
proposals offered by leading Democrats 
‘were simply more palpably reckless and 
more certain to exhaust the sources of rev- 
enue without giving any tangible relief to 
the great body of tax-payers. 


It is remarkable, considering how general 
has been the debate over the proposition to 
grant the privileges of citizenship to Chi- 
nese persons, that some of the courts should 
illegally attempt to naturalize Chinamen. 

‘Pwo Chinamen were alleged to have been 
admitted to citizenship yesterday by a Phila- 
phiacourt. Theoriginal naturalization laws 
extended only to free white persons. In 
W870 it was proposed to strike out the 


word ‘white.’ This was opposed by 
Congressmen who were not in favor of 
admitting Chinese to citizenship, and, 
after some debate, the naturalization laws 
were, by express terms, ‘‘ extended to aliens 
of African nativity and persons of African 
descent.” In 1875, some further question 
having arisen, the statute was amended to 
read as follows: ‘‘The provisions of this 
title shall apply to aliens being free white 
persons, and to aliens of African nativity 
and to persons of African descent.’? Thus 


the law stands to-day, and, as Chinese are 
not free white persons, or of African na- 
tivity or descent, it is clear that all so-called 
naturalizations issued to them are null and 
void, 


The Egyptian complication looks graver 
and graver. It isnow beginning to be evi- 
dent that Aranr Pasha, instead of ruling 
the Army, is being ruled by it. His report- 
ed threat to publish evidence of the Porte’s 
complicity in all his recent movements, 
should the Sultan abandon him, is so thor- 
oughly in the usual style of Oriental poli- 
tics as to be.easily believed. Meanwhile the 
Increased activity of England’s preparations 
and the warlike tone of her press show the 


effect produced by the threatened destruc- 
tion of the Suez Canal, which is no empty 
menace. A channel 70 feet broad by less 


than 27 deep is easily injured, and a few 


hours’ work would do damage which 


months of labor and millions of dollars 


would be needed to repair. No wonder 
England is eager to find ‘‘some plan of 
combined action with France,’’ or to be 


‘left free to act alone;” but either course 


would require the assent of the other pow- 


ers, which, under existing circumstances, is 
more than doubtful. 





The delay in the completion of the East 
River bridge seems to have resolved itself 


into a question of ‘“eye-bars.” These con- 


stitute the diagonal braces between the 
posts along the sides of the roadway, and 
happen to be the indispensable connecting 
Iinks needed at the present stage 


of the work. It seems that the 


much-abused Edge Moor Company had a 
world of trouble in the making of the 
eye-bars, having, according to their Presi- 
dent, devoted ‘‘ four months of constant and 
costly experimenting’? to that end. Col 
SELLERS fixes the date for the deliv- 
ery of all the  steel-work called for 
by both contracts at the 31st of October—a 
stipulation which includes all probable de- 
lays and to whose fulfillment the entire ener- 
gies of the Edge Moor corporation will be 
devoted, As that concern has in the past 
made promises only to break them, there 
was & not unnatural desire on the part 
of -some of the Trustees yesterday 
to bind it by some contract involving heavy 
penalties for delay or take the work else- 
where; but the majority very properly de- 
cided against the practicability of such a 
course, to which the chief objection is that 
it is proposed several years too late. 


POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS IN THE 
SENATE. 

The Republican Congressional Committee 
was put on its defense in the Senate yester- 
day, and several Senators, notably Mr. 
Hae, whois one of the members of the 
committee, undertook to explain its action. 
The occasion was the resolution of inquiry 
submitted by Mr. PENDLETON and _ the 
speech with which he supported it. The 
latter does not appear from the press report 
to have been particularly happy. It 
was marked by a decided  unwilling- 
ness to admit that the Democratic 
Party had, in its time, been guilty of 
as gross offenses against justice and decency 
and sound principles of the civil service as 
the Republican Party. Had the Senator 
from Ohio frankly conceded this much, he 
would have deprived his Republican op- 
ponents of the opportunity of replying, as 
they did, to his charges, that the Republicans 
were only following Democratic precedents. 
Asa matter of fact, the wretched tyranny 
exercised by the Democrats in this regard 
when they were in power was something 
which their successors have never dared to 
imitate. The testimony before the Covode 
committee which was cited in the Senate 
yesterday only faintly describes the unscru- 
pulousness, harshness, and audacity with 
which assessments were levied under Demo- 
eratic rule. Those familiar with the Federal 
service under the last Democratic Adminis- 
tration—a period now happily long past— 
can give instances which show that there 
was practically no limit to the extortion then 
practiced except the greed of the superior 
officials and the party authorities. 


But, as was very properly pointed out by 
Mr. Van Wreck, of Nebraska, such extor- 
tion is no better in Republicans because 
Democrats have been guilty of it. Mr. Prn- 
DLETON would have made a good point if, 
admitting the sins of his party in the past, 
he had declared that they had repented, and 
that his own recent course was fruit meet 
for repentance. But that would only have 
brought the question before the Senate on 
its merits, and onits merits the recent ac- 
tion of the Republican Congressional Com- 
mittee cannot be defended at all. It is, 
moreover, & curious argument to oppose to 
criticism of this action that it follows Dem- 
ocratic precedent. The Republican Party 
has claimed to be a party of ideas and prin- 
ciples, sustained by conscientious men, act- 
ing disinterestedly for what they believed to 
be the good of the country. It has as- 
serted, in various ways, that the Demo- 
cratic Party was a party largely devoted to 
spoils-hunting, held together by the ‘‘ cohe- 
sive power of public plunder,’’ and made 
up in great part of ignorant persons under 
the guidance of skiiled but not very scrupu- 
lous leaders, How, then, can Democratic 
practice justify Republicans in a measure 
which has no reference whatever to princi- 
ples or ideas, and is based with cynical can- 
dor on the theory of the spoils system? If 
our party has degenerated into such an 
organization as the Democratic Party of 
BucHANAN’s time, we may take that 
respectable ‘‘Old Public Functionary”’ 
as our exemplar, and go on with 
the dirty business in which our 
self-constituted Congressional Committee is 
engaged. But if that be our condition, in 
Heaven’s name let us acknowledge it, and 
give way for another young party, which, 
like the Republicans of the first Lincoln 
campaign, shall expose the rottenness of 


too long lease of power, and arouse the peo- . 
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ple as they were then aroused to place the 
Government in purer and stronger hands. 
The only other plea which the Congres- 
sional Committee ventured to produce before 
the Senate yesterday was that the contribu- 
tions solicited were in fact ‘‘ voluntary,” 
and that no unpleasant consequences would 


follow a refusal of them. This is a plausi- 
ble plea, and it is difficult to prove by statis- 
tics that it is not true; but on such a ques- 
tion there is evidence better than statistics, 
namely, the view taken of tie matter by the 


Government employes themselves, and that 
is notoriously unfavorable to the voluntary 
character of the assessment. These men— 
and women, for the Congressional Commit- 
tee has stooped to ask money even of the 
women in the employ of the Government— 
know very well that their tenure of office de- 
pends largely on the good-will of Republi- 
can Congressmen; that if any changes shall 
be made in the service those persons will 
be most likely to lose their posi- 
tions who have offended the Congress- 
men, and under these’ circumstances 
it is most often fear, and not love of 
the Republican cause, which prompts the 


payment. It is simply absurd to say that 


Government employes are as free to pay or 
to refuse payment as persons not in the ser- 
vice, and that circulars are sent alike to one 
class and to the other, as was stated in the 


Senate yesterday. We should very much 


like to know to what women not in the 


Government service the committee has sent 
its begging letter. The whole business is 
petty and contemptible, and the Republicans 
who have given, and gladly given, time and 


money and hard work to their party, with- 


out hope or wish for gain from it, are 


ashamed of it. The sooner a Republican 
Congress and Republican Administration 
put a stop to it the better for the party and 
themselves, 


THE FREIGHT BLOCKADE. 


The men who load and unload freight for 
the railroad companies whose lines terminate 
here have shown their power over the com- 
mercial interests of the City. They could 


not have done this unless their demands had 


been substantially just. If they had been 
receiving fair wages for the work done there 
would have been little difficulty in 
filling their places when they refused 
to work. Furthermore, nothing but 


a general sense of the justice of 


their causo would have enabled such 
alarge and unorganized force of men to 
hold together as these have done. A prompt 
recognition of the fairness of their demands, 
together with their general good behavior in 
the conduct of their strike, has also given 
them the benefit of public sympathy. All 
these causes combined have enabled them to 
show how important a link they are in the 
chain of commercial forces by which the 
business of the Metropolis is propelled. The 
clogging of the work of transportation for a 
single day has an embarrassing and annoy- 
ing effect upon commerce, and it cannot 
continue many days without entailing great 
losses. For a week there has been a conges- 
tion in the channels of freight transportation 
which has cost the merchants of the City 
many thousands of dollars aday. There has 
been delay in filling orders and in receiving 
goods, perishable commodities have become 
worthless, and business has been diverted 
from New-York to other markets because 
of the check upon the handling of incoming 
and outgoing freight. The stoppage cannot 
continue much longer without assuming the 
proportions of a public calamity. 

If the demand of the workmen for an in- 
crease of wages was just, as seems to be 
generally admitted and as is practically 
shown by the success of theireffort to put a 
stop tg the work in which they were engaged, 
the responsibility for the loss and embarrass- 
ment produced must belong to the railroad 
companies. Even aside from the question 
of the righteousness of the demands of the 
freight handlers, the corporations should 
be held responsible. They are not at lib- 
erty to deal with the business of trans- 
portation as if it concerned  them- 
selves alone. It is a business which in- 
volves the rights of others and it has a 
public aspect that materially affects their 
obligations. They operate under franchises 
which imply a duty to be fulfilled to the 
public, They are common carriers and are 
bound to receive and to deliver goods in- 
trusted to them for transportation with due 
diligence. If they do not use due diligence 
in fulfilling their obligations to their cus- 
tomers and to the public, they are responsi- 
ble for the losses occasioned by their neg- 
lect, There is very little doubt that they 
are legally liable for such losses, and that 
suits for recovery could be maintained 
against them. 

That the railroad companies could have 
prevented the serious derangement from 
which the business of the City is suffering 
does not admit of doubt. That they could 
on any day since it began, that they can to- 
day, or when they will, put an end to it is 
equally certain. All that is required is a 
concession in the payment of wages which 
would amount in the aggregate to only a 
small fraction of the loss imposed upon the 
community by their refusal to do justice 
by their laborers. It is to be con- 
sidered that the commercial community 
pays for the handling as well as 
the transportation of freight. Whatever 
advance there may be in its cost it is willing 
to meet, if it isa legitimate advance. In 
fact the railroad companies, while rejecting 
all appeals for better pay from their work- 
men, are putting up their rates, and there is 
good ground for suspicion that they are 
quite indifferent to the present blockade, in 
view of the fact that it is accumulating busi- 
ness against the date when the higher rates 
go into effect. Judging from the disposi- 
tion generally shown by their managers, they 
care little for the troubie, the loss, and the 
injustice caused to others so longas it results 
in no loss to themselves. But it ought not 
to be possible for them to disregard the 
rights of others. 

This incident isa fresh demonstration of 
the need of a publie agency for the enforce- 
ment of the rights of the public. It is the 
duty of railroad corporations to receive and 
forward and to deliver merchandise with 
diligence, and they are responsible for losses 
occasioned by their neglect. But nobody 
seems to move to secure the enforcement of 
their legal obligations. To the individual 
shipper it probably seems like a hopeless and 
useless undertaking, and he may even 
it as had -noliavy;for him to 


ye ‘ 


make an effort. Combination and co- 
operation for the purpose ought to 
be practicable, but there is a reluctance to 
go through all the labor necessary to bring 
it about, and the trade organizations that 
exist are ill adapted for such useful and 
practical work, But there ought to be an 
official body representing the people, with 
power to set the forces of the law in opera- 
tion and compel the observance of their 
obligations by the railroad companies and to 


facilitate the recovery of damages for loss 


by private parties. The corporations are 
just now teaching the public what one of 
the functions of a Railroad Commission 
ought to be. 


LONGEVITY PAY. 


As the Army Appropriation bill went to 
the Senate it provided that in computing 
the length of service which entitles an 
officer to additional pay the time of his ser- 
vice on the retired list shall not be reckoned 
in. The Senate struck out this provision 
and substituted the words, ‘‘ That from and 
after the passage of this act the 10 per 
centum increase for length of service al- 


lowed to certain officers by section 1,262 of 


the Revised Statutes shall be computed on 
the yearly pay of the grade fixed by section 
1,261 of the Revised Statutes.’’ This obscure 


language really relates to a very important 
decision recently pronounced by the Su- 


preme Court ot the United States immedi- 


ately affecting hundreds of officers, and 
some of them to the extent of several thou- 
sand dollars each. The provision in the 


House bill was designed to prevent the re- 
tired longevity pay awarded under this de- 


cision from having a future as well as a 
past operation. The amendment of the 
Senate contravened the House view in this 
respect, though it sought to check the fu- 


ture operation of a minor portion of the 


court’s decision, The conference commit. 
tee sustained the Senate in striking out the 
House provision. 

Some time since Capt. Ricoarp W. Tr- 
LER, a retired officer of the Army, brought 


a suit in the Court of Claims for $1,203 14 


as the amount of pay which he alleged to 
have accrued to him beyond what had been 
allowed at the Treasury. Section 1,262 of 
the Revised Statutes prescribes that an of- 
ficer of the Army for each term of five years 


of service after the first five years shall be 


entitled to 10 per cent. additional on the 
current yearly pay of his grade. For exam- 
ple, an infantry Captain would receive 
$1,800 a year for his first five years, this 
being the regular pay of his grade, as fixed 
by section 1,261, already referred to in the 
Senate’s amendment to the Army bill; for 
the second five years he would have $1,980; 
and soon. Retired officers, as is known, 
receive three-fourths of the pay of the 
rank upon which they are retired. The Pay 
Department, prior to the decision in Capt. 
TyLer’s case, had always held that these 
words of the Revised Statutes, ‘‘pay of the 
rank upon which they are retired,’”’ shut off 
an officer from ‘further earnings of longevity 
pay at the moment of his retirement. It 
had also held that officers on the retired list 
cease to be in service and for that additional 
reason cannot claim pay for length of ser- 
vice. It was to test the accuracy of these 
rulings by the Pay Department and the 
Second Auditor that Capt. TyLER brought 
his suit. Judge Ricnwarpsen held that re- 
tired officers must be considered in service, 
for they continue to hold commissions; they 
are expressly designated by statute among 
those of whom the Army consists; they may 
be assigned to duty at the Soldiers’ Home; 
they are entitled to wear the uniform; their 
names are continued on the Army Register; 
théy are made subject to trial by court-martial 
and to the rules and articles of war, under 
which, in point of fact, retired officers have 
been sentenced to be ‘‘ dismissed from the 
service;’’ and they are prohibited from hold- 
ing certain civil offices on pain of being held 
to have resigned their places in the Army. 
Besides, wherever in the statutes active ser- 
vice is meant, the word “ active’’ is invari- 
ably inserted to qualify ‘‘service,’’ whereas 
in the longevity section it is not used, thus 
obviously designing to include the kind of 
service which retired officers render or are 
liable to render. The court therefore gave 
judgment for Capt. TyLeR. There was a 
second point involved, namely, the method 
of reckoning the longevity pay. The Pay 
Department reckoned the 10 per cent. for 
each succeeding term directly on the pay of 
the grade. For example, in the illustration 
we have already selected they simply gave 
Captains not mounted $180 a year additional 
after five years, $860 after ten, $540 after 
fifteen, and soon. But Capt. TyLer insist- 
ed that the pay should be 10 per cent. on the 
pay as increased by any previous longevity 
increment. Thus an infantry Captain’s 
first longevity addition would be $180a 
year, but his second $198 a year more, or 
$878 in all from his tenth to his fifteenth 
year, and $595 80 after fifteen years. On 
this point also Capt. TyLER won his case, as 
the court held that the expression in the 
statute, 10 per centum?‘‘of the current 
yearly pay,’ implied a pay subject to change 
as the years goon. This is the reason why 
the Senate proposed to confine the reck- 
oning to “the yearly pay of the grade,” 
which is a fixed basis. 


The pay officers took the case up to the 
Supreme Court, and there Justice MILLER, 
delivering the opinion of the court, fully 
sustained the views of Capt. Tyter. It 
was declared incredible that officers, re- 
tired, perhaps, for wounds, but still useful 
for many purposes, liable to assignment, for 
example, as military teachers in colleges, 
and subject to the rules of war, should be 
considered wholly out of the service. ‘‘1f,’’ 
said the court, ‘‘ because they were not re- 
quired to do full service thereafter, their 
compensation was diminished by the statute 
25 per cent., that is no reason why the ac- 
counting officers should add a further lim- 
itation of pay not found in any statute.’’ It 
was therefore held that the longevity pay 
applied to retired officers as well as to others. 
It was also held that the new method of 
reckoning the percentages, sanctioned by the 
Court of Claims, was correct. 

It thus became evident that Capt. TYLER 
had gained twelve hundred dollars by this 
decision; that fully three hundred officers on 
the retired list had analogous claims; that 
some of these claims had been accumulating 
for eleven years, and amounted to four or 
five thousand dollars each; and, in short, 


that the decision was a sort.of Army ho- 


nanza. The natural instinct of Congress 
was to limit the profits as much as _ possible. 
The decision on the existing law was irrev- 
ocable, and the past gains were beyond 
reach; but it was possible to alter the law 
itself, and accordingly the House inserted in 
the Army bill the proviso, already referred 
to, that on and after the passage of that act 
service on the retired list should not count 
toward longevity pay. The Senate refused 
to accede to this, but held that the:proper 
way of reckoning longevity pay was on 
the actual pay of the grade, and not on 
that pay as increased by a previous term 
or terms of longevity. Such is the history 
and the real meaning of this point-of differ- 
ence between the two houses. It is im- 
portant to review these facts in order to show 
that the decision of the court, so far as it 
concerns retired service, did not rest on 
technicalities, but upon equitable principles. 
Longevity pay is in the nature of a stimulus 
or premium offered by the Government to 


secure to itself continuous service and the 
fruits of experience. The retired officer 
may have even more use for it than the ac- 


tive officer, since his personal and family 
expenses may be greater on retirement, while 
his pay is less. 





THE NAVAL A CADEMY. 
The Board of Visitors tothe Naval Acade- 


my at Annapolis has made the interesting 


discovery that the buildings in which the 
Superintendent and the Cadets are quartered 
arein such an unsafe condition that they are 
liable to fall at any time. Why they should 


be in this wretched condition does not ap- 
pear. They were not designed by any Gov- 


ernment ship-builder, and they were not 
‘‘repaired’’ during Mr. Rosrson’s rule, 
and yet they are almost as dilapidated and 
dangerous as the crack ships of our Navy. 


The Board of Visitors recommends that new 


buildings should be put up as soon as pos- 
sible, and evidently thinks that the interests 
of the Navy Department require that the An- 
napolis Academy should not be buried un- 
der its own ruins. 


There can be no possible doubt that the 


Academy is an admirable educational insti- 
tution. The discipline is thorough and se- 
vere, and the course of study compares 
favorably with that of other colleges. Time 
was when it was thought desirable that a 


Midshipman should learn tobe a sailor, He 


was therefore sent to sea, and taught naviga- 
tion, seamanship, and gunnery. The An- 
napolis Academy is conducted in accordance 
with a much broader theory of education. 
The Cadets learn French and Spanish, 
so that they can take observations 
and find their latitude and longitude 
with greater facility. They study in- 
ternational law, so that they can handle 
a ship under sail as smartly as possible. 
They study an enormous quantity of mathe- 
matics, and thus learn how to make an at- 
tack in small boats on a shore fortification. 
In short, the Annapolis Cadets learn very 
much the same things that a Yale or Colum- 
bia student learns—except, perhaps, how to 
row. ‘This year sixty of these well-educated 
young gentlemen graduated, and are now 
supposed to be ready to become sea-sick at 
the expense of the Government. 

It must strike the average citizen as a 
curious fact that although we have no navy 
worth speaking of, we are annually supply- 
ing it with from fifty to sixty new officers. 
It does seem as if this must have an un- 
happy influence upon the “ blue-jackets”’ 
actually in the service. There cannot be 
more than one sailor to every six officers, 
and if six officers are constantly giving or- 
ders to one sailor, he must lead a very hard 
and wearisome life. Then, where does the 
Navy put all its officers? The two 
or three ships that are comparatively 
seaworthy must be packed full of officers, 
or else the great majority of the oflicers 
must live ashore. It is impossible to avoid 
the conclusion that either we ought to have 
sailors and ships enough to ‘‘go around,” 
—as children phrase it~among the officers, 
or else we ought to manufacture fewer offi- 
cers. 

It is well understood that the authorities 
of the Naval Academy do their best to lessen 
as far as possible the numbers of the gradu- 
ating classes. The studies are made so diffl- 
cult that only the brightest and most indus- 
trious of the Cadets can manage to pass 
their annual examinations, and whenever a 
Cadet’s conduct furnishes sufficient reason 
for dropping him he is dropped with satis- 
faction and joy. In spite of these efforts the 
last graduating class numbered, as has been 
said, sixty young men, very few of whom 
can, in the nature of things, be sent to sea 
for a long while to come. 


In point of fact, not every Cadet who 
graduates at Annapolis intends to remain in 
the Navy. Annapolis, like West Point, is 
a place where a young man can obtain at 
the expense of the Government an excellent 
education, which he can afterward use in 
civil life by the easy expedient of resigning 
his commission and selecting a business or 
profession for himself. It certainly was 
never meant that the Annapolis Academy 
should be a free college to be used for pri- 
vate purposes by any student who could 
gain admission to it, but it is probable that, 
in view of the excessive number of officers 
now on the Navy list, the Government is 
only too glad to accept any officer's resigna- 
tion, 

Should the Cadets’ quarters at Annapolis 
tumble down and kill, say, nine-tenths of the 
occupants it would be a great relief to the 
Navy Department. Several years would then 
elapse before any new Midshipmen could be 
graduated, and by that time we might have 
two or three new ships added to the Navy, 
so that all the officers not on the retired list 
could be sent to sea without placing more 
than three hundred and fifty officers on 
board each vessel. The Board of Visitors 
should have looked at the matter in this 
light before hastily finding fault with the 
buildings of the Academy on the ground 
that they are in a dangerous condition. Of 
course, the action of the board is creditable 
to the humane instincts of its members, but 
they might have asked themselves if the de- 
partment had not an object in permitting 
the buildings to remain in the condition in 
which they now are. 

Seriously speaking, it is an absurdity to 
graduate scores of Midshipmen annually 
when we have no possible use for them. If 
we had a navy, these young officers would 
be just the material needed to make the 
Mavw aa efficient as any navy could .nossibly 


be made, but to graduate young men who 


must either resign their commissions or 
spend years in waiting orders, is clearly a 
waste of money and effort. 


It is alittle irritating to Americans to be 
told, as they now are by some of the English news- 


papers, that they sympathize with the Japanese in 
their wish to have their commercial treaty with 
England anrulled, because they fancy that under 
a new trade arrangement the Japanese would pur- 
chase-more largely of the United States. Now, by 
the! existing treaty, made by the friendly persua- 
sion (?) of Lord Earn the Japanese agreed to limit 
their Customs charges to an ad valorem tax of 5 per 
cent. Why this standard was adopted it is not easy 
te say. There has not been a year In which the ag- 
gregate Customs reeeipts of the United Kingdom 
have not exceeded 5 percent. of the valuation of 
the gross imports, and it was assuming considera- 
ble to suppose that from the outset the Japanese 
should exceed the English in removing Customs 
barriers from trade. The one great article of ex- 
portation from Japan—tea—has to pay upon enter- 
ing the United Kingdom a duty of 6d. per pound, 
which is the equivalent of about a 20 per cent. 
duty. But a serious objection to this treaty 
stipulation is the uniformity which it en- 
forces. Spirits, cotton cloth, tobacco, and 
flour all pay the same Customs rate. The Japanese 
Government is not allowed to discriminate as it 
wishes to in fixing the incidence of taxation. Atthe 


time this trade treaty was made Japan was under 
the influence of Oriental exclusiveness. A revenue 
from Customs dues was not looked upon as a le- 
gitimate source of income. It did not believe in 
foreign trade, and did not care to sanction by law 


4 a practice to which the moral sense of the country 


was opposed, The treatieswere In a large de- 


gree compulsory, and even if this had not been the 
case the absence of experience in Japan gave to 
the foreign negotiators an immense advantage 
over the native officials. But now the conditions 
have been changed. Japan no longer seeks to ex- 
clude foreign trade; the Government is willing 


to permit foreign traders to come and go as they 


please, But having placed themselves in trade 


matters ona plane of equality with the Western 
nations, the Japanese ask that they may have the 
right which all Western nations possess of regulat- 
ing their Customs charges. The reason why the 
request is now made is that the Japanese Gov- 


ernment is in great need of money. Its 


debt is heavy, its taxes are high, and its paper 
currency is greatly depreciated. It thinks, with 
some reason, that a larger revenue might be ob- 
tained from its Customs dues, and that with this 
increase the financial embarrassments would be 
relieved. In this beliet it is only fair to say the 
Japanese have received some encouragement from 
this eountry. But it is obviously absurd to say 
that this encouragement has been due to the hope 
that this change would improve our trade with 
Japan. Wecan send little besides flour and kero- 
sene-oil there now, on account of the high prices 
of our other commodities. If the tax is increased, 
the obstacle in the way of our sending other mer- 
chandise thither will be still further enlarged. We 
might loge somo of our trade under a new treaty— 
we certainly could gain nothing.

An interesting correspondence took place a 

fortnight ago in London newspapers, between 
Mme. CuHristrnz Nrixisson’s solicitor and Mr. 
Ennest Gre, of the Covent Garden Opera-house. 
Mr. Gre had for some days been advertising, as in 
“active rehearsal” and “to be produced very 
shortly,” Borro’s “™ Mefistofele.” with Mme. 
Nizsson at the head of a list of singers who would 
take parts in it. Following this—indeed, in one 
case, simultaneously with it—appeared another 
notice that Mme. Nizsson, “having repeatedly 
and vainly requested the discontinuance ” of the 
notice in question, begged to inform the public 
that an engagement had not been concluded with 
her for her appearance in and creation of Borro’s 
opera. It was this advertisement that brought out 
a series of four letters to the newspapers, one from 
Mr. Gre being the first. He declared that on May 
2, last, Mme. Nizsson “ signed aletter of agree- 
ment to sing at Covent Garden this season, also 
next season, and to go to America with the Royal 
Italian Opera Troupe in the Autumn of 1883.” 
This letter was then in his possession and 
was “in every way a sufficient contract,” although 
he added that it “* provided that a formal contract 
in accordance with its provisions should be en- 
tered into.”” He had published his advertisement 
not only with Mme. Nrisson’s “ express concur- 
rence, but by her desire, and worded according to 
her wishes."’ After the letter had been signed her 
solicitor sought to impose further conditions upon 
Mr. Gre, many of which were “ most anerous and 
vexatious,” so that it was impossible for him to 
agree tothem. The solicitor’s reply to this state- 
ment was brief and to the point. Hecited the 
fact which Mr. Gre had admitted, that the con- 
tract;of May 2 was tobe put into more formal 
shape, and added that this contract was obtained 
“for the avowed purpose of showing the Direo- 
tors of the Royal Italian Opera that she was will- 
ing to sing for that theatre, and that by such let- 
ter Mr. Gygs bound himself to accept the engage- 
ments which I [the solicitor] then: hadin prepara- 
tion.”” These engagements, though concessions 
were made, Mr. Gre refused to accept, and Mme. 
Nusson withdrew her offer altogether. Mr. Grz 
in another letter declared that he only refused to 
accept the engagements in part; that to the whole 
of them he had always adhered, and that his ob- 
jection was to the canceling of their most 
valuable portion. He said also that his reason for 
wishing to show Mme. Nuzsson’s signature to the 
Directors was not exactly the one implied in the 
solicitor’s letter. On two former occasions nego- 
tiations began by friends of hers to secure her an 
engagement had come to naught, after putting 
him to considerable trouble; hence he desired this 
time “a guarantee of good faith.* The solicitor 
replied that he was amused by Mr. Grz’s picture 
of his client ** going cap in hand to him for an en- 
gagement,”’ and issure that “‘mo such exciting 
chase has as yet fallento her experience.” To 
close the case he puts his client’s position in a nut- 
shell with these words: “ With Mme. Nrixsson it 
is not a question of formal contract, but one of 
contract at all. There wasa negotiation for a con- 
tract, the form of contract was tendered and re- 
jected, and thereupon the abortive negotiation 
was closed.”

The Board of Foreign Missions of the Pres- 

byterian Church have recently made their appro- 
priation for the year 1882 and up to the Ist May, 
1883, for the support of their work. They amount 
to the large sum of $640,000. An examination of the 
last annual report of the board, the forty-fifth, 
shows some interesting facts. The receipts by the 
Board of gifts from living members of the Presby- 
terian Church and legacies amount to the sum of 
$10,497,430 since the year 1833, when its operations 
commenced, and this entire sum has been expend- 
ed in missionary operations. The tabulated state- 
ment of these receipts shows the constant annual 
increase of these gifts. In the year 1834 the receipts 
were $16,296. In the year 1864 they amounted to 
$188,335... For the year ending May1, 1882, they 
amounted to $583,124. The amount appropriated 
by the board for the coming year is the largest yet 
made, and, as the expenditures are incurred in ad- 
vance of the receipts, it shows how systematic the 
principle of voluntary giving to this cause, which 
is dear to that Church, has become, and with what 
reasonable assurance the managers may regulate 
their operations on anticipated gifts. The mission- 
aries are out in their respective fields of work and 
must be sustained; a failure of gifts would put an 
end to the work and necessitate their recall. The 
operations of the board are in Africa, Asia, Siam, 
China, Japan, Persia, Syria, Mexico, South Amer- 
ica, and among the American Indians. Thirty new 
missionaries are being sent out by the board to 
different fields, which accounts for the increase of 
expenditures of the year.

The American Consul at Coaticook, Canada, 
writes a brief account of what he pronounces an 
extraordinary development in the Dominion 
“‘under the national policy,” to wit, manufacture 
of cotton tabrics. At the time the protective tariff 
was adopted, he says, Canada had 170,000 spindles, 
and had been mahy years in growing up to that 
small number, but in less than three years there 
has been such an inorease that the end of 1882 will 
see over 400,000. The free admission of raw cotton, 
and heavy duties on the finished fabrics, combined, 
have made cotton-working so immensely luerative 
that some of the faetories earned 82 per cent. net 
profit in 1881. This immense profit will continue to 
stimulate the industry, and in view of the fact that 


(Canada. comnared with the United States. is only 


a small consumer of cotton goods, the time is noi 

far off when an over-production must occur, 

first in plain cottons, and this has already turned 

the attention of capitalists to a neglected 

branch, that of prints, there not being as 
yet a single maker of these in the entire 
Dominion. A company has been organized at 
Magog. in the writer's consular district, for erect: 
ing and operating large print-works, which will 
soon commence. The Consul then emphatically 
puts the question how Canada is going into tha 
markets of the world to compete with the estab. 
lished trade of Great Britain and the United States, 
The former has never devoted, and will never de- 
vote, much energy to build up manufacturing in- 
dustries in her Provinces, as she prefers to supply 
them with the goods instead of having them do the 
production; and both have commercial representa- 
tives everywhere at work promoting the export 
trade of their own country. Canada has no such 
representatives—no Ministers, Consuls, or commer- 
cial agents—and in her present condition lacks both 
power and authority to appoint or maintain them. 
As it is perfectly certain that she must have such 
representatives, her statesmen will be forced ta 
realize and grapple with the difficulties in their 
way. Commercial representation in other coun- 
tries can be secured in one of two ways, between 
which Canada must compel a choice—the British 
Government must grant Canada authority to ap- 
point and maintain commercial agents in all places 
where Great Britain now has her own, or else the 
entire independence of the Dominion must attain 
this end. The first would not be expected, says the 
Consul, “as it would naturally bring the Dominion 
agents in conflict with the agents of England, and 
tne English manufacturers would not be willing ta 
yield any pertion of the trade that they now con- 
trol; the second is being seriously discussed in al] 


sections of the country, and what the final outcome 
will be remains to be seen.”

STRIKERS STILL ACTIVE 


THE FREIGHT TRAFFIC AT JERSEY 
CITY ALMOST SUSPENDED. 
#ROTHER VISIT TO THE RAILROAD YARDS BY 
THE FREIGHT-HANDLER8—WATCHED ON 
EVERY SIDE BY POLICEMEN—NO VIO- 

LENCE ATTEMPTED. 


All the approaches to the railroads in Jersey 
City yesterday were picketed with policemen. The 
picket guards were instructed the moment the ad- 
vance guard of freight-handlers showed them- 
selves in any neighborhood to report the factto 
Police Head-quarters. From Police Head-quarters 
the information was sent to Chief of Police Mur- 
phy, who has command of the whole force of line 
and special policemen intrusted with the duty of 
of keeping down the threatened eutbreak. ‘The 
Police arrangements for that purpose were perfect. 
They were better systemized than they have been 
heretofore. The railroad yards were the objective 
points to which the perambulating gangs of strikers 
tended. Ateach of them a Police Captain and a 
corps of special policemen were stationed, to meet 
any sudden emergency that might arise, but 
to be used as a reserve force only if the 
regular force could not be got to the scene of 
the trouble in time to make their presence effective. 
The regular policemen, who have been withdrawn 
from their posts in all parts of the City, were en- 
gagzedalone in active duty against the strikers. 
The new men are taken from the street corners 
and the gin mills, and from other haunts of the 
idle. Every volunteer is aecepted as soon as he 
presents himself, and given the official oath by 
City Clerk Scott as soon as his name has been 
enroiled by the Police Commissioners. No inquiry 
is made as to their antecedents or their respecta- 
bility or their reliability. Many of them may be 
ticket-of-leave men. It is said to be a fact that 
there are many strikers among them. Prudence 
demands that a body of men so carelessly re- 
cruited from so many questionable sources should 
not be entrusted witb active Police responsibility, 
unless occasion demands it. So they are wisely 
kept in the back-ground, while the line men, most 
of them trustworthy and brave and strong, go to 
the front. They are held in readiness to go to any 
point on a moment’s notice, The steam-tug 
Elmira is at their disposal. The moment a picket 
reports the approach of the enemy to any of the 
railroad depots the Chief is notified of the fact 
and the steam-tug puffs off to the point of attack. 

A policeman sat on a log at the Washington- 
treet gap, yesterday morning, looking anxiously 
across the little inlet of water and down the broad 
zsvenue beyond for the column of strikers. He was 
one of the Central Railroad outposts. The strikers 
were then on their way to the Central yards, but 
they didn’t go his way. They walked up the canal 
bank to Jersey-avenue, and were in the yard be- 
hind him before he knew it. Another officer, who 
bad been stationed at Jersey-avenue, saw them 
and telephoned immediately to the Erie docks, 
where the E)mira lay. The railroad company had 
recruited, from their force engaged in other de- 
partments, a party of men to move a freight train 
that had just come in. A shipping clerk was pay, 
ing fireman on adrill locomotive. A deck-hand 
was turning the switenes. The strikers, 400 strong, 
stroiled down the long lines of freight cars stand- 
ing with unbroken seals on the _ tracks, 
finally encountered this make-shift force of train- 
movers, and compelled them to quit. 
There were a few green hands in_ the 
freight-houses neartheferry gates. ‘These grabbed 
their hats and ran off with their coats on their 
arms as soon as they heard the strikers were com- 
ing. The invaders meanwhile sauntered so slowly 
through the yards that before they had reached 
the freight-houses the Police summoned from the 
Erie Railroad arrived on thetug. They marched 
toward the strikers and the two forces were 
brougnt face to face. : 

**Whatare you doing here?” asked Chief Murphy. 

‘*Going to make these men stop work,”’ was the 
response of one who seemed to be a spokesman for 
the strikers. 

“You must quit these premises,’’ returned the 
Chief with kindness, but with a firmness that was 
not to be mistaken. “This is private property, 
and if you do not leave quietly we shall be obliged 
to use force to remove you.”’ 

“Tt isn’t necessary,” answered the spokesman 
on the other side, ** we are going.”’ 

They had accomplished all they wanted. They 
had put an end to freight traffic on the line, and 
they “about faced” and went away. the Police 
following in their wake to the Jersey-avenue 
bridge. 

Then they held a meeting. A favorite amuse- 
ment of the strikers is tohold meetings, and meet- 
ings are the order for every haif-hour interval. 
They decided to follow out the same line of tactics 
they have been following out for the last twoor 
three days, and to reassemble for another tour of 
inspection to-day. Some one had told them that a 
grocer whom some of them patronize had given 
the Erie Company some food to be distributed 
among the Italians taken on at the yards. A com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate the story, with 
the view of boycotting the grocer {if it 
was true. Then about 200 of the strikers 
went to the Erie freight house on 
Grove-street, but went away when the 
Police directed them to do so. And 1l5of them 
went to the water front to induce the men engaged 
on the transportation floats to join the movement. 
Tne float men answered that if the whole body of 
gtrikers waited on them they would agree to go out. 
It was time now for another meeting, and it was 
held. As the men filed outof the meeting hall 
again an empty freight train was seen going up the 
Erie Railroad track. The strikers made a break 
for it, and overtook it at the tunnel. They broke 
the coupling and compelled the brakesmen to come 
down off the topsof the cars. They had scarcely 
accomplished this before Sergt, McGinnis and six 
policemen dashed up the road to the scene of dis- 
turbance ona locomotive. The officers fastened 
the coupling again and the train was drawn through 
the tunnel, the engineer and fireman being the 
pniy persons on it. ‘the Ulster County express and 
a Newark train, which had been delayed for 20 
minutes, followed it through a minute afterward. 

Freight traffic is ata standstillin tne Erie and 
Central. Some freight was being taken over the 
river to and from the Pennsylvania Railroad docks 
in floets. The strikers did not interfere with the 
men engaged in this transportation because they 
probably didnot know of it. Several of the strikers 
are willing. it is said, to return to their places, and 
will as soon as they can feel assured that they will 
be amply protected while at work. The switchmen 
and drillers in the Pennsylvania Railroad yards 
were at work yesterday. k 

The coal-heavers on the Morris Canal to Newark 
were reported at Police Head-quarters last evening 
as having struck. 

’ The drivers employed by Campbell at the sugar- 
works, Jersey City, informed their employer last 
night that they will eease work to-day. 

The Drillers’ Association of the New-Jersey Cen- 
tral informed Superintendent Stern yesterday that 
all the roads must concede the demands of the 
freight handlers before work can be resumed on 
either road. 

The manufacturers and business men of Pater- 
Bon are experiencing a great deal of annoyance 
and trouble in consequence of the freicht handlers’ 
strike in Jersey City. The express companies are 
unable to fill the orders, and many are trucking 

oods all the way to New-York. Public sympathy 
almost entirely on the side of the strikers.

THE SITUATION UNCHANGED. 
RESULTS OF THE STRIKE IN THIS CITY—THE 
RAILROAD MEN CONFIDENT. 

There was no visible sign yesterday of a 
settlement of the stubborn conflict between the 
railroad companies and the handlers of freight. 
rhe spirit of resistance to the demands of the 
strikers seems to grow stronger on the part of the 
companies with the lapse of time, and the strikers 
themselves are fully as vehement as in the begin- 
ping in their declarations that they will hold out 
until they succeed. Meanwhile it is clearly evi- 
fent that the interests of the merchants of this 


City are suffering seriously. Many of the piers and 
barges beionging to the railroad companies are 
filled with freight which should have reached its 
destination some days ago, and the increased ex- 
citement at Jersey City yesterday rendered the 
movement of freight on this side of the river still 
more diiatory and vexatious. It was frankly ad- 
mitted by some of the railroad men that it was of 
po use sending freight over to Jersey City and Ho- 
boken when there were such limited facilities there 
tor transferring it. There was less excitement on 
the railroad companies’ piers in New-York yester- 
flay than on Saturday for the reason, no doubt, 
that the main interest of the strike, for the time 
being. centred in Jersey City. Quite a large num- 
ber of the strikers crossed the North River from 
this City during the day, and remained in New- 
Jersey all night. 

There was a notable absence yesterday of the 
long lines of loaded freight trucks that blockaded 
West-street and several of the streets which cross 
that thoroughfare last Saturday. Except intwoor 
three instances there was no unusual crowd at any 
of the piers. This fact was accounted for on va- 
rious grounds, the chief of which was that many 
merchants had concludea tosend their most im- 
portant shipments by express, retaining the bulk 
of their goods fora few days in the hope that the 
strike would terminate. Ina few cases it was re- 
ported that merchants had sent men in their own 
employ to the freight depots yesterday to assist in 
loading or unloaaing geods. The agents and fore- 
men of the different railroad companies were, to 
ali appearances, full of business yesterday. As a 

eneral thing the railroad men were not isposed 

o be communicative, but those who were will- 
ing to talk spoke confidently of their ability 
te surmount the present difficulties, amd, after a 
few days, handle with promptness all of the 
freight. The strikers smiled grimly when they 
heard that such expressions of confidence were be- 
ing uttered, and quietly called attention to the 
vast accumulation of freight that had been allowed 
to clog up the piers and freight-houses, The St. 


as it can be, and, unfortunately, much of the 
freight is of a perishable character. The produee- 
dealers are loud in their complaints, aud many of 
them have suffered very serious losses, for which 
they threaten to hold the railroad companies re- 
sponsible. St. John’s Park is completely filled with 
loaded cars, and huge piles of freight cover the 
floor of the freight-house. No goods were received 
at this place yesterday nor on Sunday. About 30 
Italians from Castle Garden reported there early 
yesterday morning, and, sarough an interpreter, 
demanded 25 cents perhour. Their demand was 
refused, and they went away. About 60 Italians 
were at work forthe Erie Railway on Pier No. 8 
East River. 

Messrs. William Townsend and Frank M. Fenn, 
agents for the New-York Central Road at Piers 
Nos. 4and5 East River said that they were work- 
ing the same old gang of men that they had em- 
ployed for years. Upto5o’clock P. M. they had 
discharged two barges containing 38,300 ‘bar- 
rels of flour. At Pier No. 2 North 
River 18 Hungarians were at work for the 
Lehigh Valley Road. Superintendent Potter, of 
the New-Jersey Central, stated that he had 119 
green bands at work on Piers Nos. 12, 13, and 14 
North River. A Times reporter was informed in 
the afternoon, however, that no work had been 
done there since 10 o’clock A.M. At Piers Nos. 4 
and 5 North River Superintendent Boden, of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, reported that everything 
was moving along nicely. He had 100men at work 
and had loaded 100 cars with east-bound freight. 
Mostly new men were employed at the Pennsyl- 
vania depots at the foot of Cortlandt and Desbros- 
ses streets. The Erie Railway piers, Nos. 20 and 21 
North River, presented quite a lively appearance 

esterday. Up to4o’clock about 120 double-truck 
oads of freight had been received. About 200 men, 
mostly from Castle Garden. were employed. The 
foreman at these piers was confident that there 
would be no trouble in handling all of the freight 
that came along. The Erie Railway seems to be 
handling all of its freight in this City very promptly. 

.A report was started vesterday morning that the 
brakemen on the New-York Central and Hudson 
River Road had organized a general strike, but 
that report was denied by officers of the company. 
At the Twenty-third-street freight station work 
was going on as usual, with no apparent hitch of 
any kind. About 300 green hands were at work, 
guarded by a squad of policemen. One of the 
foremen said that they were handling allof the 
freight that was brought there, and no biockade 
of cars had occurred. The strikers who lingered 
in the neighborhood behaved in a quiet and 
orderly manner. One of them informed a Trmkzs 
reporter that there was no disposition on their 
part to create a disturbance. There was no 
parade or demonstration by the strikers in 
this City yesterday, but it is expected that 
some important action will be taken at a 
meeting to be held to-morrow night. The 
various lines of Sound and Hudson River boats are 
getting a large amount of extra freight traffic in 
consequence of this strike. The People’s Line of 
Albany boats has had more business offered it than 
it can take care of, and the Troy boats, the Fall 
River, the Stonington, and Providence Lines are 
all getting as much of the traffic as they care to 
handle. The Merchants’ Dispatch. Pler No. 26 
North River, has been over-run with business since 
Friday. Yesterday morning the line of freight- 
laden trucks waiting to obtain access to this pier 
extended up through Park-place as far as Green- 
wich-street.

STRIKE OF TELEGRAPH BOYS. 

The American District Telegraph messengers 
who are engaged to work seven days in the week 
have been hitherto allowed a holiday with pay 
every third Sunday in the month. An order was 
issued by the company last Saturday to the effect 
that the holiday would be allowed as usual, but 


that the pay for the day, averaging about 57 
cents, would be deducted from the week’s wages, 
When this order was officially promulgated the 
boys, to the number ot 660, who were affected by 
it became greatly dissatisfied and broke out yester- 
day into open revolt in the stations at Broadway 
and Park-place, Broadway and Twenty-third- 
street, Broadway and Thirthleth-street and Third- 
avenue and Thirty-seventh-street. The Broadway 
and Park-place messengers visited the Dey-street 
office of the company in a body of 25, and creating 
some disturbance among the boys there were dis- 
persed by the Police. The messengers of the up-town 
stations quit work and marched from one station 
to the other, and in some instances endeavored to 
tear the shields from the coats of boys who refused 
tostrike. Col. D. E. Gregory, Superintendent of 
the Messenger Department, dispatched Inspector 
Jackson and three detectives to the scene of 
disorder, and they succeeded in restoring quiet. A 
numberof the boys were brought before Col. Greg- 
ory, at the Sonth Fifth-avenue and Bleecker-street 
offiee, and 25 of them were discharged. The com- 
pany finally announced to the officers at the differ- 
ent stations that the operation of the order would 
be suspended forthe present. The boys generally 
understood that it was entirely revoked, and went 
gleefully to work. Col. Gregory stated last 
evening that 50 more boys who had been very re- 
bellious and disorderly during the strike would be 
discharged to-day.

THE CLEARFIELD MINERS DIVIDED—DELAY 

OF FREIGHT AT NEWBURG. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 26.—About half the 
miners in the Clearfield region are on strike to-day, 
six mines being idle in the vicinity of Honutzdale 
and fournear Phillipsburg. A complete suspension 
ora resumption of work will, it is thought, be de- 
cided on in afew days. The operators claim that 
they are unable to advance wages on account of 
the decrease in prices of coal, which is about 15 


cents perton at the mines and 30 to 40 cents at 
tide-water. Bills are being posted to-night calling 
a meeting to-morrow to determine whether the 
strikers or non-strikera (who are in the majority) 
shall rule. The generalimpression is that the trou- 
ble will be of short duration. At present all is quiet. 

NewsoreG, N, Y., June 26.—Six barges, 
with 1,200 tons of west-bound freight, sent bere by 
the Erie Railway Company from New-York for 
transportation from this point, arrived here at 1 
o'clock Sunday afternoon. They had been expect- 
ed in the morning at 7 o'clock, and a considerable 
number of men had been hired to unload them. 
The men were kept waiting all the morning, and 
when the barges arrived the men had become scat- 
tered and no work could be done. This morning 
the men reappeared, and about half a dozen of 
them were willing to work for 50 cents an hour, 
and the rest refused out of sympathy for the New- 
York strikers. The Erie agent here telegraphed 
the facts to the central oflice and now awaits 
further orders. The freignt consists of general 
merchandise, much of which is of a bulky char- 
acter, and. would probably fill 125 cars. The freight 
is saia to have been thrown aboard the boats with- 
out sorting. 


PITTSBURG, June 26.—The Executive Board 
of the Knights of Labor have decided to me- 
diate for a settlement of the coal miners’ strike In 
Cumberland, Md. On Friday, a meeting of miners 
was held at Frostburg, Md., at which the following 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Grand Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor be requested to act as a concillatery 
board to effect a settlement of the difficulties in the 
St. George's Creek, Md., and Clearfield Districts. The 
districts having amalgamated, all correspondence 
tending toward a settlement to be sent to the Execu- 
tive Board of the Knights of Labor, through the (-rand 
Secretary’s office, 

This request has been complied with, and the 
board will act upon the notification. The provrie- 
tors of the Superior Rail Mill, of Ailegheny, which 
is now being operated by non-union men, 
served notice on their former employes, about 
800, to-day that they must leave the firm's premises 
by July 1. The miners of the Clearfield region 
have decided to hold a meeting on Wednesday, 
when they will decide by a majority vote whether 
or not to strike. 


CLEVELAND, June 26,—To-day a few stones 
were thrown at the Cleveland Rolling Mill Com- 
pany’s rod mill, being the first disturbance in sev- 
eral days. Half a dozen policemen were detailed 
to prevent a repetition of the attack, and there- 
after quiet prevailed. A large force of policemen 
still escort the non-union men to and from their 
work, but the number of the detail for this pur- 
pose will probably be reduced one-half soon. 


CINCINNATI, June 26.—A special from Pom- 
eroy says that the proprietor of the Pomeroy iron- 
works has agreed to allow the advanced price until 
the scale is determined at Pittsburg, and will re- 
sume work after July 4.

AJUMP IN THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
—___-~>_——. 
PROVISIONS AND CEREALS TAKE AN 
WARD TURN—CROP PROSPECTS. 

Cxicaaco, June 26.—Both cereals and provi- 
sions went booming upward on ’Change to-day. 
The continued storms have been very bad for 
grain. Washouts on the railroads have diminished 
receipts both of hogs and breadstuffs, and all this 
comes upon stocks reduced to very near the 
minimum point. Just upon this came arumor of 
war in the Old World, which of itself would have 
amounted to little, but as a “last straw” it 
weighed several tons. The country was well rep- 
resented on the buying side for corn, oats, 
and pork, while locait shorts caught the 
scare and bought largely. . The result was a 
jump in prices such as is not often witnessed, that 
is, on such an extensive scale. Not only did all ad- 
vance here, but they achieved much higher prices 
in other cities. The foreign crop prospects are far 


from satisfactory. The markets were generally 
easier in the afternoon, except that meats were 
stronger. Grain receded with news of clearing 
weather in‘the West. Regular wheat was active and 
par ye pe A stronger, advancing 144 cents to 15¢ cents, 
a closing 34 cent above the latest prices of Sat- 
urday. 

The British markets were pong called quiet, 
but some private cables noted an improving tone, 
though with finer weather on the other side of the 
Atlantic. New-York was stronger, and St. Louis 
early advanced 144 cents, though with receipts of 
42,000 bushels. The arrivals here were very small. 
It was understood that only 900,000 bushels of all 
grades remain in store here outside of that now 
loading, and fears that the bad weather out West 
has materially reduced the yield are supple- 
mented by the rumors of war excitement in 
the Old World. It was notable that the 
long futures advanced about as much as 
the nearer ones. This was, perhaps, owing 
to the fact that the demand for July was met by a 
very free unloading on the part of Western longs. 
Spring wheat was active and stronger. July ad- 
vanced 2 cents per bushel, opening at $1 34 in set- 
tlement, advancing to $1 86 and closing ut about 
$1 3544. Seller the month was quoted at $1 34 to 
$1 85, and there was a sale of 75,000 bushels be- 
lieved to be at the outside figure. There was 
nothing doing in the more deferred futures. The 
Spring wheat now in store is being rapidly moved 
out and scarcely any No. 2 will be left by the 
Fourth. 

Corn was active and very strong. she market 
for next month advanced 23¢ cents and closed 154 
to 154 cents higher than on Saturday. Foreign ad- 
vices only noted a fair demand in Liverpool and 
London, but our receipts were smail on relatively 
large shipments from a stock in store that had been 
already reduced to a low point, while the 
country orders were to the effect that the 
season is not a good one for corn. From 
present appearances a very large part of the 
corn planted will not mature into merchantable 
grain, so that although it will feed stock it will give 
but a poor crop of corn for market. This explains 
the big jump which year corn has taken withina 
day ortwo here and in New-York. The demand 
for the nearer futures was partly based on the be- 
lief that there is a big short interest out, which 
some well-informed parties in the trade do not be- 
lieve. On the contrary they say the July deal 
seems to be pretty well opened up. The demand 
for shipment was as good as ever, high mixed 
commanding a premium of 3 and 344 cents over No. 
2, while rejected was discounted little more than 1 
cent, and track stuff sold well up. 

Hog products were active and much stronger. 
Pork advanced about 3 per cent. and lard and 
meats 144 percent. There was no material change 
in the tone of foreign advices, but the receipts of 
hogs at the stock-yards were exceedingly small 
owing to storm interruptions on the railroads, 
Those that did arrive sold at much higher ficures, 
We have a fair steck of perk here, but meats are 
marked down to a very low point. An officer of a 
leading firm said to-day: ‘‘ We have now only about 
3,000,000 pounds short ribs in our house, against 
14,000,000 pounds a year ago.”’ The demand ‘for 
meats by consumers jis not so large as it would be 
with lower prices, but it appears to be in excess of 
production. The speculative demand to-day was 
sharpest for pork, that being the article which 
always attracts the country speculator, but lard 
advanced in sympathy. Lard is relatively low in 
price, aresult of haste to grow rich on the part of 
afew unprincipled manipulators, who have adul- 
terated il they have done much to destroy confi- 
dence in the pure article turned out by others. 

As an inejdental fact connected with the upward 
turn in oats reports were current on the Board of 
Trade floor that in some districts north and west 
of us this grain nas been badly lodged by the re- 
cent rains and is showing the rust seriously. The 
general impression that new oats will come into 
the market late this year has a tendency to 
strengthen the August and September deliveries. 

There was a great deal of settlement done by the 
shorts to-day in July wheat, the price ranging 
from $1 34 to $1 36. It was estimated this even- 
ing that about 4,000,000 bushels were outstanding, 
yet it is believed that there will bea few defaults. 
If the shorts are permitted to settle at $1 35, the 
syndicate under the July wheat expect to rake In 
nearly a million. The collections already are said 
to amount to $250,000. The day was one of the 
most lively the boys have experienced for weeks 
past. in nearly everything the shorts were uneasy 
and hurried to close up their trades, and the longs 
were happy over the prospect of making asuccess- 
ful turn.

Yesterday, at 3 P. M., Clerk 
Easton, self, and Agency Police, with principal 
chiefs, surrounded hostile camp; they refused to 
surrender; fightiensued. Give-me-a-Horse and two 
hostiles killed. San Juan, War Chief, Mantseite, 
the Police, and agency Indians fought well, rout- 
ing bostiles and capturing camp. Have sent to 
Fort Stanton for troops to follow balance of hos- 
tiles. This demonstrates determination of Mescal- 
eros to not permit hostiles to harbor here. In the 
fight I was shot through left arm.

THE TROUBLES AT UNION 


PRESENT ASPECT OF THE FIGHT 
AGAINST FRHSIDENT POTT7ER. 
EVERY ONE IN THE DARK AS TO THE RE- 
SULT OF TO-DAY’S MEETINGS—PRESI- 
DENT POTTER’S REMARKS ON THE &IT- 

UATION. 

SCHENECTADY, June 26.—Quiet and hard 
work has been done to-day by the parties immedi- 
ately interested in the bitter struggle now going 
on between the Faculty and President Potter for 
the control of Union College. The annual meet- 
ings of the Board of Trustees and the Alumni Asso- 
ciation take place to-morrow forenoon, and as the 
battle is to be fought at these meetings this has 
been the last day for preparation. It has been 
exceedingly difficult to get any definite informa- 
tion of what has already been done by the Potter 
and the anti-Potter forces. All have re- 
fused to talk about what will be done to- 
morrow. Members of the Faculty have de- 
clined absolutely to answer any  ques- 
tions concerning their past or future action, 
while Dr. Potter and his friends have been equally 
reticent. It is known, however, that the workers 
on each side have been making earnest efforts to 
have their supporters on hand to-morrow in the ex- 
pectation of a very lively, and possibly a pretty 
close, contest. Comparatively few out-of-town 
Alumni have arrived here yet, but late trains to- 
nightand early ones to-morrow are expected to 
bring in one of the largest gatherings of graduates 
that the college has seen in many years. Dr. 
Potter’s adherents have been drumming up 
friendly Alumni for several weeks, and 
the leaders of the opposition have neg- 
lected no opportunities to bring their supporters 
to the front. As to the result of to-morrow’s 
fight no prophecy can be safely made. Dr. Potter’s 
friends declare a firm belief that by no possibility 
can he be defeated, while tbe champions of the 
Faculty assert even more positively that the Presi- 
dent’s power is doomed. A noteworthy phase of 
the controversy is the fact that, on the surface at 
least, not one of the Faculty who are fighting Dr. 
Potter is to-day trving to secure support. The 
Professors have resisted every effort to induce 
them to speak on the details of the struggie. From 
the first they have deprecated any publicity in the 
affair, and they have had no part or lot in the pub- 
lication of the statements which have been given 
by the press. 

Careful and extended inquiry made to-day has 
revealed one or two things of interest. regarding 
the present struggle. Although, as has been stated, 
the Professors wi!l not talk at all, enough has been 
learned from other well-informed persons to show 
that the expected presentation to the Trustees of 
formal specific charges against President Potter 
will not take place to-morrow, except as a last re- 
sort, The documents to be laid before the Trustees 
and Alumni will not come as direct commu niea- 
tions from the Faculty, and technically will not be 


prepared by them. Mention has already been 
made in these dispatches of the fact that 
a year ago the Alumni Asseciation adopt- 
ed resolutions calling on their representa- 
tives in the board to investigate the affairs 
of the college, and to make a report to the associa- 
tion this year. Ata later meeting of the Board of 
Trustees these same Alumni Trustees were made 
a committee to examine into college affairs on 
behalf of the board. It is through this committee 
of Trustees that the Faculty’s case against Presi- 
dent Potter will be presented both to the board 
and to the Alumni. The committee is made up of 
Messrs, Amasa J. Parker, Jr., of Albany; David C. 
Robinson, of Elmira; L. W. Rhodes, of Troy, and 
Thomas H, Feary, of Albany. Mr. Parker is the 
Trustee whose term expires to-morrow, and over 
the election of whose successor there will be a 
contest. He is_ generall regarded as a 
friend of the Potter administration, while 
the other three members are distinctly 
anti-Potter Trustees, having been eleeted on that 
issue during the last three years. This committee 
has been for months engaged in making a thorough 
examination of the books and records of the col- 
lege covering Dr. Potter’s term of office, and in 
their reports will be embodied the matters of 
which the opponents of the President complain. 
This will serve to make the fight against Dr. Potter 
less exclusively a Faculty warfare. As the Trust- 
ees’ committee also represent the Alumni, there 
will be at least two reports prepared by the Alumni 
Trustees and probably three. At any rate that is 
the opinion in certain ciroles to-night. One of these 
reports will be couched in general terms, it is said, 
and will be presented to the Alumni Association, 
The general results of the committee’s investiga- 
tion will be embodied in this document, including 
a statement of the financial condition of the insti- 
tution as shown by its books. The report to the 
full Board of Trustees will, it is understood, give 
the results of the committee's examination, with 
the details of such transactions as the committee 
desires to criticise, concluding witb certain recom- 
mendations concerning the proper course to be 
pursued toward President Potter. What these 
recommendations will be those who know re- 
fuse to state, but there is little doubt that 
the report will advocate the _ proposition 
that President Potter would {best serve 
the interests of Union College by quietly and 
promptly tendering his resignation. This is the 
opinion lor ey by those who are supposed to be 
in the confidence of the leaders of the opposition. 
As little success has been had in the attempt to 
discover what points will be brought out in the 
other report. It seems to be the belief here, how- 
ever, that special attention will be paid tothe 
financial transactions of the past 10 years. It is 
asserted by some persons hostile to the President 
that certain queer methods have been unearthed 
with reference to the disposal of certain trust 
funds given to the college for special pur- 
poses. A graduate said to THe Times's 
correspondent to-day that it would be shown 
that money given to the institution for the 
maintenance of scholarships, prizes, &c., had 
been diverted from these purposes and ex- 
pended in other ways, and that such occurrences 
would form the basis for some sharp remarks in 
the report to the Trustees. It is believed that very 
little will be said in the report regarding the charges 
of incompetency and other similar deficiences 
which have beep made by Dr. Potter’s enemies, as 
such matters would not properly come before a 
committee appointed to take testimony rather than 
simply to investigate books. It is said to be quite 
possible that several such matters will be embodied 
ina third report, which the committee will not 
ae gg unless they find it necessary to carry their 
point. 

The special object of the anti-Potter party at 
this time seems to be to secure an investigation of 
the President's methods by a new special com- 
mittee of the Board of Trustees, having as its end 
the removal of Dr. Potter. In the event of a 
decision by the Trustees to ignore the report made 
by the Alumni representatives, it is believed to be 
the plan of the opposition to submit the third re- 
port mentioned, which will contain charges of such 
& nature that the board will be compelled to con- 
sider and act upon them. Itis not probable, how- 
ever, that the course to be followed has been 
definitely settled yet, for the Trustees’ committee 
has been in secret session most of the afternoon, 
and at a late hour to-night an adjournment had not 
been reached. 

Mr. Parker has not reached town, and it is not 
certain that he will come at all. Messrs. Feary, 
Rhodes, and Robinson are the members on hand. 
Tne lack of knowledge as to just how many Trus- 
tees will attend to-morrow's meeting, and how 
those who do come will vote {s still an obstacle in 
the way of calculations on both sides. To-night 
each faction claims a working majority of the 
board. The make-up of to-morrow’s gathering 
will have a good deal of influence on the plan the 
Faculty Trustees will follow. 

Somebody started a story to-day to the effect 
that President Potter would put an end to the con- 
troversy in the morning by handing to the Trustees 
his resignation. Very few persons here put any 
trust in such a tale, but a member of the Faculty 
and a prominent Alumnus are reported as saying 
they would not be surprised at such an outcome. 
The more general belief is that the fight will be 
carried out to the bitterend. Dr. Potter said to- 
day that he did not feel at liberty to talk about tue 
attack upon him. “My theory,” said he, ‘as 
President of Union College and University has 
been not only for the dead but for the liv- 
ing, ‘Nihil nisi bonum’—nothing but what is 
good about the institution. The Board of Trus- 
tees are true and honorable gentlemen, and will 
do what is right. On that there is no division 
among them. Asto matters to come before them 
it would not be proper for me to speak, and any 
statement to be authoritive or sufficient must ema- 
nate from them. Whensomebody told Mr. Lincoln 
the divisionsin the Democratic Party would de- 
stroy it, he remarked that he had observed its di- 
visions were a good deal like the tights between Kil- 
kenny cats. They resulted inmore cats. My confi- 
dence is that,'while the number of our new students 
may be cut down this year, the result of attracting 
public attention to the college and’ university, 
which I hold to be in an excellent condition, will 
be more students and more endowments. The 
record of our Alumni I hold to be the first in the 
country, and the more they are attracted to the 
institution and its interests the greater is sure to 
be its ultimate prosperity.” 

A meeting of the regular Finance Committee of 
the Trustees was held this afternoon, at which Dr. 
Potter was present. The time was spent in audit- 
ing bills and preparing the annual statement to be 
made to the full board to-morrow. 

A very sad drowning accident, which occurred 
on the Mohawk River on Saturday, has cast a de- 
pressing cloud over the Commencement exercises 
of the week, and caused a change in the pro- 
gramme. While bathing on Saturday Albert E. 
Carmichael, of South Sand Lake, N. Y., was seized 
by a cramp and sank. His body was recovered late 
in the day, and funeral services were held here to- 
day. Young Carmichael was a member of the 
graduating class, anc on the day of his death the 
last signatures of the Faculty were written upon 
his diploma. He was very popular with his class- 
mates and stood high in rank. Out of re- 
spect to his memory the Seniors have resolved 
not to hold the usual Class Day exercises and Col- 
lege Grove meeting, and not to give the annual 
graduating ball, thus cutting off some of the most 
interesting exercises of the week. This evening 
the Sophomore and Junior prize speaking took 
place in the First Reformed Church. The Sopho- 
more ers were Dow an, Cornelius E. 
Frankl Robert R. Benedict, amd James G. 
Greane, The Junior contestants were D. M. Coun-

PASTOR NEIL DROPPED. 


MUNCHING CRACKERS AND DISCUSSING AN 
IMPORTANT CHURCH QUESTION. 

‘* Let us unite in prayer,” said the Rev. C. H. 
Taylor, D. D., Pastor of the Hobart-Street Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, as he and seven others 
emerged from the auditorium into the lecture 
room of the First Presbyterian Church at South 
Fourth and Sixth streets, Brooklyn, Eastern Dis- 
trict, last night. The seven were Elders of the 
church, and Mr. Taylor had been called in to act as 
Moderator in discussing the dismissal of the 
Pastor of the church, the Rev. R. Moffat Neil, 
Neill, O’Neill, or whatever his right name may be, 
for he is accused of having begun with the last and 
curtailed it until he ended with the first. The 
“* Session,”’ as the body of eight was called, went 


into the main part of the edifice at 8 
and left the congregation in the little room 
in the rear. The time wore on and the 
people began to weary of waiting. The 
back seat was occupied by the maidens of the 
flock and a few of the gpinsters, all of whom 
giggied until they were positively tired. Brother 
Jackson went out at 9:15 and bought some 
milk crackers. These he distributed along 
the row to_ the infinite elight of the 
occupants, who munched the crackers 
and resumed giggiing in a most refreshing way. 
The sisters at last grew so impatient that Brother 
Spencer tapped on the door, which opened, and a 
few seconds later he announced to the expectant 
assemblage, which was composed of about 100 
women and half as many men, ** They will be out 
in two minutes.’ When the eight came out Brother 
Taylor prayed long and earnestly. He asked for help 
in the subject under consideration, and called upon 
the Almighty to enable the people to express their 
will in the fear of Him. In one hand Brother Tay- 
lor held a book, ou the back of which, in gilt let- 
ters, was “ What is Presbyterian Law?’ and after 
explaining the powers of the Session, which could 
act independently of the congregation, he said ail 
persons members of the church and paying for its 
support had a right to vote in settling a »Pastor. 
They would be asked to answer a question pro- 
pounded by the Session. 

“In your judgment,” asked Brother Taylor, ‘‘do 
you think it would bo for your interest‘ to continue 
the scribe who has been employed for some time 
past ?’’ 

An Irish 'brother, who thought he saw a point 
jumped up and asked, “ Hasn't he been engaged 
for three months longer?’ Brother Taylor respond- 
ed that he had, and the brother soliloquized, *‘ I 
don’t know about putting him out. He might holdthe 
church responsible for three months’ salary.” 
Brother Taylor explained that the Session desired 
the congregation to express an opinion, and when 
asked if it would be governed by it he declined to 
say. A vote was finally taken, and result- 
ed in 14 affirmative and 23 negative 
votes. The voters were mostly women. 
A brother wanted another vote taken. 
This vote was 16 yeas and 24 nays. The Moderator 
talked of difference of opinion and bickerings, and 
hoped the Session would have the approval of the 
congregation, adding that they would be pained if 
they did not. Brother Taylor prayed ‘*On! Spirit 
of our Lord give us strength to do all 
things well.” When Brother Taylor conciuded 
no one was any wiser, and questioning disclosed 
that action was yet tobe taken, The Session re- 
tired again and a brother came out a few minutes 
later and remarked, **The engagement has been 
rescinded.”’ The Elders said Mr. Neil’s dismissal 
was voted on without discussion. 

A letter from Mr. Neil, which was not read, said 
he had been a good mang for five years, 
and no one had a “*right to look into 
his previous record. He said he was hounded 
by a Postmaster from Vermont whose removal 
he caused for malfeasance in office. He com- 
plained of his persecution and submitted a letter 
trom Bishop Paddock who wished him no more 
harm. Mr. Neil was notat the meeting. He was 
suffering from erysipelas in the leg. One member 
of the church characterized the voting to continue 
him as “sickly sentimentality,”” and said he was 
shamming for the most part in regard to his leg.

JOACHIM RAFF, 

A cable dispatch from Berlin announces the 
death of Joachim Raff, Director of the Frankfort 
Conservatory of Music. Raff was a native of La- 
chen, Switzerland, where he was born June 27, 
1822, so that he lacked only one day of being 60 
years old. Scientific and literary studies engaged 
his ettention as much during the early years of his 
life as cid musio, but in 1844 the suecessful publica- 


tion of a number of light compositions for the 
yian-forte induced him to abandon his proposed 
ife as aschool teacher, and adopt the profession of 
music. Owing to the success of his compositions 
Mendelssohn invited him to become his pupil, but 
before plans arranged could be carried out Men- 
delssohn died. Removing to Weimar he was 
encouraged by Liszt, and under his patronage 
wrote the opera of ‘“ K6nig Alfred,” which 
met with novery decided success, although it is 
still occasionally performed. Two other operas 
from his pen were little better than absolute fail- 
ures. Hans von Biilow and Schumann helped to 
bring Raff before the musical world, and he pub- 
lished over 200 compositions, mainly for the piano- 
forte, beside writing voluminously on musical 
topics. Of his symphonies, **Leonore”’ and “Im 
Walde”’ are the best known, the former being so 
frequently performed in this country as to entitle 
itto be classed among the popular music of the 
day, In the best meaning of the much-abuaed term, 
** popular.”

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THE EAST RIVER BRIDGE 


MAYOR LOW’S REPORT OF .A CON- 
SULTATION WITH COL. SELLERS. 
“HE LACK OF EYE-BARS AMONG OTHER 
THINGS DELAYING THE COMPLETION OF 
THE SUPERSTRUCTURE —COL, W. A. 
ROEBLING’S BRIEF AND MYSTERIOUS 

TELEGRAPHIC DISPATCH. 


A special meeting of the Trustees.of the 
Brooklyn bridge was called for yesterday afternoon 
to listen to the report of a consultation between 
Mayor Grace and Controller Campbell, of this City; 
Mayor Lew and Controller Semler, of Brooklyn, 
and Col. William Sellers, President of the Edge 
Moor Iron Company, and the Trustees were to 
meet Col. W. A. Roebling, the chief engineer of 
the bridge company. It had been claimed 
by Trustees that the Edge Moor Com- 
pany was mainly responsible for the de- 
lay in the construction of the bridge, inasmuch 
as that company did not furnish the quantities 
of steel at the times specified in the contracts. The 
desire to see Col. Roebling expressed by several of 
the Trustees was but natural, as some of them 
have never seen him. It had been understood that 
he was an invalid, but Trustee J. Adriance Bush 
said that Col. Roebling would doubtless attend a 
meeting of the Trustees if he was notified that 
they desired to see him. Accordingly, a resolution 
requesting his attendance was adopted at the pre- 
vious meeting, and President Henry C.. Murphy 


sent a note, inclosing a copy of the resolution, to’ 


Col. Roebling. At the time fixed for the meeting yes- 
terday a terrific rain-storm wasin progress, It was 
generally agreed that the weather would prevent 
Col. Roebling’s attendance. Shortly afterthe time 
for the meeting President Murphy said that 
Mayor Low, the Chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed to talk with Col. Sellers, would read the 
sommittee’s report. Mayor Low therefore read 
the report, reciting the fact that on the 21st inst. the 
members of the committee conferred with Col. Sel- 
ers in the office of the bridge company. The in- 
quiries were confined to three points: First—Why 
is it that during all the last months of open work- 
mg weather there has been no visible progress in 


the work on the bridge? Second—What are the 
rospects of progress in the near future? 
‘hird—Is any course of action opem to the 
Trastees which would facilitate the progress 
of the work and make it at once more certain and 
more rapid? The report continued that the work 
of construction has been kept at a stand-still this 
Spring because the bridge has not been furnished 
with the materials needed in the order cf their 
need. “If in the erection of a house,” read the 
report, ** you need bricks for the walls, it does not 
hurry matters to receive slates forthe roof; you 
canuot go on until you receive the bricks.’’ Dur- 
ing the last few months the company has been re- 
ceiving each month from 100 to 300 tons of steel- 
work which will enter into the superstructure of 
the bridge; but the particular pieces which have 
been needed since the first of the year are just be- 
ginning to come forward. 

At this point the committee say the first im- 
portant information and explanation was received 
trom Col. Sellers. Some months ago the bridge 
reached the point where the pieces technically 
known as eye-bars were needed in order to make 
further progress possible. These pieces are the 
diagonal braces between the posts in the trusses 
along the sides of the roadway. When the second 
rontract for steel-work was entered into on Dec. 8, 
1881, it was believed by Col. Sellers that these pieces 
would be completed long before other portions of 
the work. It was estimated, for instance, that it 
was 18 days’ work for the Edge Moor’s hydraulic 
shop to complete these eye-bars as far from the 
towers as panel No. 13. It was supposed at that 
time by the Edge Moor Company that these eye- 
bars could be made of steel in the same man- 
ner as eye-bars of iron are made, but experience 
proved that made in this way of the size de- 
manded they did not stand the tests required by 
tne specifications, Col. Sellers said that it took 
four months of constant and costly experimenting 
on the part of the iron company to find a way in 
which their steel eye-bars could be made, and it 
was only on the 21st of the present month that the 
bars out to panel No. 18 were finished and shipped. 
As an interesting illustration of the fatality attend- 
ing this enterprise, it was mentioned by thg com- 
mittee that this shipment, which was due here 
June 22, is still detained on the road owing to the 
prevailing strikes among the freight handlers. If 
these eye-bars and other pieces are delivered by 
the iron company in the order in which they are 
needed, the work of construction can be carried 
forward at equal pace with the work of manufao- 
turing. 

So says Col. Sellers and so say the bridge com- 
pany’s engineers. It is estimated now by the iron 
company that the eye-bars will be furnished by the 
Bist of October, and also all the rest of the steel- 
work called for by both contracts. Col. Sellers said 
very emphatically that this calculation includes all 
probable delays. It excepts all that class of acci- 
dents covered in the “** bill of lading’ phrase, ** the 
act of God and the public enemies.”’ In other 
words, it includes magmas chances of delay, but 
not the extraordinary. The report continued that 
it will be noted that the bridge company are just 
receiving the parts immediately needed in the 
work of construction. The rate of progress de- 
sends largely upon receiving the needed pieces 
n the right order from the iron company. The 
President of that company pledges himseif that 
no effort shall be spared to deliver the work in this 
order. The danger of a break in the desired 
order of receipts comes, according to his state- 
ment, from the possible spoiling of material in the 
proeess of manufacture. Col. Sellers assured the 
committee that the work of the bridge should 
have precedence over every other work in his 
company’s shops. Assuming then that the bridge 
continues to receive the eye-bars in the order 
needed, the work of construction will be rapid. If 
the eye-bars and other pieces come in the right 
order, and are all received by Oct. 31, the bridge 
engineers assure the committee that the bridge 
can yet be completed, as stated in the Trustees’ 
memorial to the Legislature, by the 21st of March, 
1883. There is, of course, other work to be done 
that is independent of these contracts for steel, 
and unexpected delays may ensue in connection 
with these other parts. The engineers do not an- 
ticipate delay from other causes, however, because 
the rest of the work upon the bridge is not of an 
exceptional character. 

In conclusion the committee say of their last in- 
quiry, viz., “‘whether the work of construction 
tould be hastened in any way, even at some cost 
to the Trustees,”’ that Col. Sellers said that it 
would be impossible to hasten it. The machinery 
will do so much work and no more. With the ut- 
most emphasis he added that, were he to be paid 
fouble the contract price, he could not advance 
the date of completion. Were he without his pres- 
ent plant of machinery it would take him a year to 
get into position to do the work he is turning out 
now. Appended to the report, which was signed 
by Mayors Low and Grace, Controllers Semler and 
Campbell, and President Murphy, was a letter from 
Col. Sellers repeating officially the salient state- 
ments made to the committee. 

Gen. Barnes, one of the Trustees, thought that, 
while the committee had done well, yet no guaran- 
tees had been obtained from Col. Sellers. Then 
the speaker referred to what he designated as 
Col. Sellers's “* remarkable promises” in the past, 
and said that he could not expect much from that 
gepileman in the tuture. in fact, Gen. Barnes 
thought it would be well to vacate the contract 
with Col. Sellers and make a contract with some 
other person. He offered a_ resolution. that 
the special committee should be continued, and 
that an attempt should be made to procure a 
new contract with the Edge Moor Company re- 
quiring the delivery of 500 tons a month under a 
forfeiture of $1,000 a day for each day of delin- 
ne. If such a contract could not be made, 
then the present one should be canceled and a con- 
tract made with another company. Mr. John T. 
Agnew said that he could not favor the resolution. 
He thought that a special committee had done ex- 
cellently well, and that the matter was in good 
shape. Gen. Slocum seconded Gen. Barnes’s reso- 
lution. He thought it high time that a forfeiture 
was exacted from the Edge Moor Company for 
failure to comply with the terms of the contract. 
Gen. Barnes said that if the matter were his 
own private business he would not hesitate to can- 
tel the contract with the Edge Moor Company and 
take nis chances of compieting the bridge in the 
time fixed upon. At this point President Murphy 
interrupted the discussion to present the report of 
the special committee for adoption, and it was ac- 
cordingly accepted and adopted. Then the Presi- 
dent astonished the Trustees by reading a dispatch 
from Col. Roebling, the chief engineer, whose 
presence wae so much desired. It was supposed 
that Col. Roebling was at home in Brooklyn, but 
the dispatch was dated at Newport. It was ad- 
dressed to President Murphy, and was as follows: 

Cannot meet Trustees to-day. W. A. ROKBLING, 

The President placed the telegram upon his desk, 
and the Trustees looked curiously at each other. 
Mr. J. 8. I. Stranahan brought the Trustees back 
to a consideration of Gen. Barnes’s resolution by 
suying that he would not hamper the special com- 
mittee with suggestions. He felt that the comiit- 
tee had done a gooa work and should be continued. 
Trustee McDonald agreed with Mr. Stranaban. He 
was satisfied that if the contract should be taken 
from the Edge Moor Company the bridge would 
not be completed for years, and ventured to say 
that he ys aould fsei very much like resignimg asa 
Trustee if such @ course as that contemplated by 
Gen. Barnes's resolution was pursued. Mayor Low 
said that he favored continuing the committee, but 
was iuclined to the belief that Col. Sellers spoke 
truthfully when he said that the expenditure 
of more money would not hasten the com- 
pletion of the bridge. Controller Campbell, of 
this City, said that it was caxpeeies that a mabu- 
facturing company should make a contract to fur- 
nish a quantity of steel without knowing whether 
it could fulfili the contract. Mr. Stanahan again 
appeared in the character of a peacemaker, when 
Gen. Slocum insisted that there should be a for- 
feiture clause in the contract with the Edge Moor 
Compauy. The General was giad, he said, that the 
discussion was in a. He had learned that 
the engineers had been behindhand with their 
plans for over a year in the first instance, and thus 
the Edge Moor Company’s work was retarded by 
hem. He regretted very mueh that Col. Roebling 

ad not seem fit to attend the meeting of Trustees. 
The Colonel should have been there instead of in 
Rhode Island. The Trustees were anxious to see and 
tonverse with him. He is an employe of the bridge 
company, continued the General, and as sueh is as 
much under the direetion of the Trustees as any 
otheremploye. Some of the Trustees had never 
seen and it wastime he met them. Mr. Strana-

‘Gen. Slocum 
said that it had been pubiicly stated by one of the 
Trustees at a previous meeting that if Col. Roebling 
‘was requested to be at the meeting he would at- 
tend. Such being the case, why did not Col. Roeb- 
ling put in an appearance, or at least write a letter 
explaining his absenoa, instead of sending a brief 
dispatch sa . “Cannot meet Trustees to-day?’ 
Several of the Trustees nodded in approval of Gen. 
Siocum’s remarks, 

Then Gen. Barnes called attention to his resolu- 
tion, and intimated that the special committee had 
dealt very leniently with Col. Sellers. He feared 
that the “glamour of Col. Sellers’s presence” had 
been too much for the committeemen, and thought 
that it was best tor Trustees not to come in con- 
tact with him. The General added, with a smile 
that he could not help confounding Col. Sellers of 
the Edge Moor Company with Colonel Sellers of the 
play, and as so much was saia in the report of 
the committee about “eye-bars” he could 
not help thinking of Colonel Sellers’s “* eye-water” 
and that ‘“there’s millions in it.” Mayor 
Low and several of the Trustees were convulsed at 
this remark, but Controller Campbell was indig- 
nant. He said that the Trustees were engaged f 
@ very serious business and that Gen. Barnes’s re- 
marks were sadly out of place. Some of the mem- 
bers of the committee were elderly gentlemen and 
oes were in earnest in what they did. He cared 
nothing for the “ glamour of Col. Sellers’s pres- 
ence” nor the “ glamour” of anybody’s presence, 
He was shocked at Gen. Barnes's references to 
Col. Sellers and the committee, After a pause 
Controller Campbell said that the resolution re- 
questing the presence of Col Roebling was 
prompted by some remarks made by himself at the 
previous meeting. He was sorry that the Colonel 
had remained away because he, (Mr. Campbell,) as 
an engineer, desired to ask the Colonel some aues- 
tions, not of the past, as he wished to hear as little 
of that as possible, but of the present and future. 

fter some further discussion Gen. Barnes's reso- 

ution was put to a vote and defeated. President 
Murphy then read the report of a committee that 
# horse railroad across the bridge is not desirable, 
and that plans looking toward such a road should 
be abandoned. The report was accepted and 
adopted. 

President Murphy said that he had received a 
communication from ex-Controller William G, 
Steinmetz, of Brooklyn, relating to bridge matters, 
and that the communication would be laid before 
the Trustees at the next regular meeting of the 
board, Gen. Steinmetz wrote in his letter that he 
happened to be a member of the Board of Trustees 
when that *‘infamous contract” for steel and iron 
was ratified and made on July 7, 1879. He con- 
sidered that it might be of some use as information 
to the present board to know the circumstances 
under which the contract was wrought, and also 
the strenuous objections which were made against 
it at that time by ex-Controller John Kelly and him- 
self. The General referred to his desire to make no 
contracts unless provided with sufficient sums of 
money, and showed how he was set aside by Mr. 
William C, Kingsley, now Vice-President of the 
company. The board had substituted steel 
for iron, The change of material required 
the change of plans and specifications, and the en- 
gineer had opportunities not only to make the re- 

uired plans and specifications during the time of 
the suspension of the work ;pending the action of 
the courts to permit the Controllers of New-York 
and Brooklyn to pay their quota toward the comple- 
tion of the bridge, but to make, if desirable, such 
modification of the plans as they thought proper 
and submit them to the board at the proper time 
with their recommendations, Instead of which it 
was found that no pians were prepared at all, and 
that the specifications were mere copies of the old 
iron specifications. This has been verified by the 
President of the Edge Moor Company, whosaid ata 
meeting in 1880 that he had not received the proper 
plans and specifications until Feb. 1, 1880, after 
a delay of seven months since the contract was 
made,causing the non-fulfillment of the contract to 
furnish 500 tons of steel by Dec. 1, 1879. When a 
vote was taken on the “‘infamous contract” re- 
ferred to, he (Gen. Steinmetz) and Mr. Kelly voted 
no, and the rest of the board voted aye. The con- 
tract required 500 tons by Dec. 1, 1879, but no ma- 
terial was delivered, and when the contractor was 
requested to state “why no material was deliv- 
ered” his excuse was that he did not receive the 
plans until Feb. 1, 1880. This excuse was a reason- 
able one for his own protection only, and was 
accepted, although Gen. Steinmetz demanded the 
canceling of the contract, taking possession of the 
forfeit of $100,000, and that the Trustees should ad- 
vertise for pew contracts, which, however. was 
objec.ed to. Then Gen. Steinmetz wrote a letter 
upon the subject to President Murphy. The doo- 
ument was tabled by a vote of the board. Mr. 
John H. Mooney, however, voted with the General. 
The document was denounced as political clap- 
trap by Mr. Kingsley, who persenally insulted the 
General for having the audacity to lay before the 
board a document the points of which he and his 
associates have now (after a lapse of nearly two 
years) to face, being presented by the Mayors and 
Controllers of the cities of New-York and Brook- 
lyn.

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FUNERAL OF EDMUND BENJAMIN. 
ee 
RICH FLORAL TRIBUTES FROM THE FRIENDS 
OF THE YOUNG COXSWAIN. 

The funeral of the late Edmund Benjamin, 
the unfortunate young oarsman who was drowned 
in New-London, Conn,, last Friday, took place 
from the residence of his parents, No. 43 East 
Sixty-seventh-street yesterday afternoon. The 
body rested in a black eloth covered casket in the 
front parlor. Uponasuilver plate was the inscrip. 
tion: ‘*‘Edmund Benjamin. born April 20, 1863; 
died June 23, 1882.” At the foot of the casket was 
a pillow of flowers 5 feet lone and 3 feet 
wide. Upon an _ oval surface of white 
immortelles in the centre of the _ piece 
were the numerals, in crimson immortelles, ** '83,” 
signifying the class in Columbia College to which 
young Benjamin belonged. This was the gift of 
his classmates. A tiller and section of rope in 
white immortelles rested on the foot of the coffin, 
and at the head was a small floral pillow, on which 
was the legend in purple immortelles: “Our 
Brother.’ Crosses, anchors, and pillows of choice 
flowers were distributed about the catafalque. The 
front and back parlors and the hallways were 
crowded with friends of the family and students of 
the college. A row of boys, ranging in age from 8 
to 12 years, stood on one side of the casket. 
They were the pupils of Mr. Benjamin’s class 
in the Sunday-school of St. James’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church. On the opposite side of the 
casket were the Freshmen’s crew of the college, 
and Messrs. Van Sindram and Pupke, representing 
the University crew. The crew of which Mr. 
Benjamin was coxswain was not present. Prots. 
Van Amringe and Chandler, and many of the 
Faeulty of the college attended the services. 
These were conducted by the Rev. Corneiius B. 
Smith, Rector of St. James’s Church, assisted by 
the Rev. Henry 8. Bonnell, of Brooklyn, and the 
Rev. Mytton Maury, of Hastings. The soprano 
and contralto of the choir of St. James’s Church 
sang “Rock of Ages,” ‘Abide with me,” and 
“IT heard a voice from heaven,” during 
the services. Dr. Smith delivered a brief address, 
in which he said that Mr. Benjamin was an earnest 
and practical Christian. He had been in the habit 
of visitiag the poor of his neighborhood and of al- 
leviating their physical necessities without ostenta- 
tion. He prepared himself for college in less time 
than is allotted to most yew collegians, and he 
had always entered into all the games of his class 
with the same ardor which he devoted to his 
studies. A bright and happy future had been pre- 
dicted for him. Interment will take place in the 
family plot in Woodlawn Cemetery this morning.

MORE RAPID .TRANSIT WANTED. 


—_—_——— 
JUSTICE ANGELL OPPOSING THE SUBURBAN 
RAPID- TRANSIT SCHEME, 
Aldermen Brady, Wells, and Strack, of the 
Common Council. Railroad Committee, listened to 
arguments in favor of and against the building of 
a railroad over the route proposed by the Suburban 
Rapid Transit Company. It is intended that this 
company’s road shall begin at the upper end of 
Second-avenue and extend across the country 
through the Twenty-third. and Twenty-fourth 
Wards to the City line or thereabout. The most 
determined opponent of the scheme who appeared 


before the committee was Justice James R. Angell. 
He charged that the route had not been laid 
out in good faith, and that it was the com- 
pany’s intention to transfer a franchise worth 
a million and a half of dollars, but for which noth- 
ing had been paid, to the New-York and New-Ha- 
ven Railroad Company. Third-avenue, he main- 
tained, was the proper route for a rapid transit 
railread, but residents along that avenue would, if 
this scheme was carried out, be compelled to de- 
pend, as they have always done, upon the slow- 
going facilities offered by the Third-Avenue Horse 
Railroad Company. The Commissioners who laid 
out this route, he believed, were property-owners 
along it and were, moreover, interested stockhold- 
ersin the Third-avenue surface railroad. Mr. R. 
M. Hoe, one of the Commissioners, had said that 
he owned 800 shares in the Third-Avenue Road, and, 
under no circumstances, would a rapid transit 
toad be built along that avenue. Mr. Angell de- 
clared it to be his belief that the Suburban Rapid 
Transit Company did not intend to build a road, 
but to secure the franchise and trade it off. 

** Has your company had any negotiations with 
the New-York and New-Haven Railroad Compa- 
ny ? asked Alderman Brady of Mr. J. J. Crews, 
the counsel for the Surburban Rapid Transit Com- 
pany. 

“Only in regard to the points where it is pro- 
posed to cross that company’s tracks. I know 
nothing about any consolidation of the two com- 
panies,” was Mr. Crew’s reply. He added that his 
company expected to begin work in about three 
weeks, and that about nine months would proba- 
bly be required to complete the first two miles.

JUDGE VAN HOESEN DENIES AN INJUNOTION 
TO RESTRAIN THE POLICE. 

The motion for an injunction to restrain the 
Police from entering the rooms of the Parole Turf 
Club and there arresting persons whom they might 
see engaged in betting upon horse races was denied 
by Judge Van Hoesen, in Common Pleas, Cham- 
bers, yesterday. In his memorandum Judge Van 
Hoesen says: “The plaintiff has no right to com- 
plain of any act that the Police have thus far done. 
The Police have not attempted to break and enter 
the plaintiff's premises on a suggestion that a 
misdemeanor had been committed or was in prog- 
ress. The policemen who made tbe arrests on the 
plaintiff's premises were members of the plaintiff 
—the Parole Tucf Club—and the arrests were made 
only for misdemeanors committed in the very pres- 
ence of the officers. The Police simply did their 
duty, If the plaintiff chooses to admit police- 
men to the privileges of membership, and opens 
its doors and invites them to enter it has no right 
te complain if they make arrests when misde- 
meanors are committed before their eyes. It is ar- 
gued that the policemen perpetrated a fraud in be- 
coming members of the club because they did not 
announce who and what they were at the time 
they sought admission to the plaintiff's rooms. 
Why did not the plaintiff inquire who they were? 
It was not the duty of an applicant for 
membership to disclose anything if the 
Committee on Admissions made no_ in- 
quiries, but it must not be understood that I say 
that a policeman cannot make an arrest for a mis- 
demeanor committed in his presence, even though 
he procures admission to the scene of the crime 
by fraudulent representations. The remedy of the 
plaintiff is in its own hands. Its Committee on 
Admissions may act with caution and circumspec- 
tion, and admit to the club-rooms only those 
whose sympathy with the purposes of the club 
cap be relied upon; or it may admit, as it has here- 
tofore done, every one who will pay a dollar for 
the entrance fee, and if it takes the latter course 
it cannot complain if the policemen come in and 
carry the gamblers off to jail, Motion for an in- 
junction denied.” 
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THE SEA CLIFF ASSOCIATION. 
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IT WINS TWO SUITS AGAINST LESSEES—THE 
NEXT CAMP-MEETING, 

In July a camp-meeting is to be held upon 
the old camp-grounds at Sea Cliff, Long Island, un- 
der the auspices and direction of the New-York 
East Conference, Presiding Elder Busch will be 
in charge of the meeting, associated with the Rev. 
H. 8, Still, Pastor in charge of the Sea Cliff church, 


and the most distinguished clergymen of that Con- 
ference are expected totake part in the services 
of the meeting. Theaffairs of the Sea Cliff Grove 
and Metropolitan Camp-ground Association are 
rapidly improving under the direction and man- 
agement of the present Board of Trustees, of which 
William I. Preston is Chairman and J. T. Pirie is 
Treasurer.

him. Then there was a general row, the Vanbuer- 
dens being attacked by Donohue, Hilliard, and a 
man known as “‘Jerry.”’ Mr. Vanbeurden either fell 
or was knocked down and was stunned, and Hil- 
liard profited by his conditibn to fasten his horses 
to the coach and drag it away without the pole. 
When Vanbeurden recovered consciousness he, his 
wife, and Donohue went tothe East Thirty-fifth- 
street station-house. Vanbeurden made a com- 
plaint of assault against Hilliard, and wrangled 
with Donohue about the $10. Capt. Ryan would 
not entertain a complaint against Donohue, and 
Vanbeurden and his wife started to go home to 
No. 334 East Twenty-sixth-street. On the way Van- 
beurden fell senseless, and at Bellevue Hospital 
it was discovered that he had received a fracture 
of the skull. Hilliard was arrested at the Grand 
Central Depot, but when he was taken to Vanbeur- 
den’s cot in the hospital Vanbeurden was unable to 
speak or to recognize Hilliard. Hilliard claims that 
the man ‘* Jerry” knocked Vanbeurden down.

A CANADIAN TERRIBLY CLUBBED. 

About 8 o’clock last evening Richard Mc- 
Cullough, of Montreal, Canada, while under the 
influence of liquor stopped at the fruit stand of 
Louis Acrino, No. 23 Hamilton-avenue, Brooklyn, 
and obtained some bananas for which he refused 
to pay.
